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JOHN  SCOTT  1811-1876 


JOHN  SCOTT 


John  Scott,  oldest  son  of  Jacob  Scott  and  Sarah  Wamock,  was  bom  6 May  1811  in  Armagh, 
Ireland.  He  emigrated  to  Canada  with  his  parents,  brothers  and  sisters,  leaving  Ireland  5 April  1819.  They 
landed  in  Quebec,  Canada,  sometime  in  May.  From  there  they  moved  to  Toronto,  then  to  Markham 
County.  John’s  father  taught  school  there  one  year.  The  following  year,  the  family  moved  to  Trafalgar  on 
one  hundred  acres  of  land  given  them  by  the  Government.  This  was  given  to  all  British  subjects  who  were 
actual  settlers.  They  resided  in  Trafalgar  nearly  eighteen  years.  John’s  father  built  a nice  home  in  Trafalgar 
and  named  it  Ebinezer  Hall. 

John  Scott  married  Elizabeth  Meneary  on  15  April  1836  in  Ebinezer  Hall.  Elizabeth  Meneary  was 
bom  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  19  Sep  1815.  While  still  living  in  Canada,  their  son,  Isaac,  was  bom  on  6 May 
1837.  John  and  Elizabeth  were  baptized  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  latter  Day  Saints  at 
Churchville,  Canada  by  Isaac  Russel.  The  next  year  they,  along  with  the  other  members  of  the  Jacob  Scott 
family,  made  arrangements  to  move  with  the  Saints  to  Far  West,  Missouri.  They  left  Canada  7 June  1838, 
arriving  in  Far  West  on  2 Sept  1838.  They  moved  back  to  nauvoo  18  May  1840. 

John  Scott  was  called  to  Great  Britain  on  his  first  mission  in  1839  and  went  with  some  of  the 
Twelve  apostles.  He  was  ordained  a Seventy  and  became  President  of  the  tenth  quorum  of  Seventy  when 
they  were  first  organized  at  Nauvoo.  He  accepted  and  adopted  the  doctrine  and  the  revelation  on  celestial  and 
plural  marriage  as  it  was  revealed  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  While  living  in  Nauvoo,  he  took  for  his 
plural  wives  Mary  Pugh  on  3 Feb  1845  and  Sarah  Ann  Willis  24  March  1846.  Mary  Pugh  was  bom  10 
Nov  1821  in  Stretford,  Herefordshire,  England.  Sarah  Ann  Willis  was  bom  4 Feb  1825  in  Pittsburgh, 
Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania. 

John  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith’s  body  guards,  which  position  he  held  until 
the  Prophet’s  martyrdom.  He  very  often  related  his  experiences  with  the  Prophet  to  his  family  and  told  how 
he  loved  Joseph  and  would  have  gone  through  death  for  him.  He  also  held  the  position  of  colonel  in  the 
First  Regiment,  Second  Cohort  of  the  Nauvoo  Legion.  He  was  very  prominent  as  a military  man  in  the 
early  days  of  the  church.  When  the  Prophet  and  his  brother  Hyrum  were  martyred,  John  Scott  went  with 
others  to  get  their  bodies  to  bring  them  back  to  Nauvoo  and  he  then  helped  with  the  burial. 

After  the  Prophet’s  death,  there  was  great  confusion  over  who  should  be  President  of  the  Church. 
John  Scott  and  his  three  wives,  Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Sarah,  all  bore  testimonies  of  the  transfiguration  of 
Brigham  Young.  They  had  no  doubt  in  their  minds  that  Brigham  Young  was  the  right  man. 

From  Heber  C.  Kimball’s  history  we  learn  that  on  Feb  18,  1846,  the  companies  were  being 
organized  and  made  ready  to  start  to  the  Rocky  Mountains.  In  the  exodus  from  nauvoo  they  secured  about 
four  hundred  wagons.  All  were  heavily  loaded,  but  there  were  not  half  the  number  of  teams  necessary  for  a 
rapid  journey.  Most  of  the  families  were  provided  with  the  provisions  to  do  several  months.  Colonel 
Steven  Markham  and  about  one  hundred  pioneers  were  sent  in  advance  of  the  main  body  to  prepare  the 
roads.  Colonel  John  Scott  with  about  one  hundred  men  and  artillery  and  Josea  Stout  with  about  one 
hundred  men  acted  as  police  guards,  armed  with  rifles.  On  the  morning  of  March  1,  they  were  notified  to  be 
ready  to  start  at  noon.  They  reached  the  Missouri  River  about  the  middle  of  June.  Here  they  found  the 
Pottawatoma  and  the  Omaha  Indians  friendly. 

It  was  then  that  the  call  came  for  600  men  to  go  to  Mexico  to  fight.  They  were  mustered  out  and 
“The  Mormon  Battalion”  started  on  their  trek  about  the  middle  of  July.  The  idea  of  the  Saints  going  to  the 
Rocky  Mountains  for  that  season  was  now  abandoned. 

The  Camp  of  Israel  prepared  to  go  into  Winter  Quarters.  This  name  was  given  to  their  winter 
settlement  on  the  Missouri  River.  This  place  is  now  known  as  Florence,  Nebraska.  President  Brigham 


Young  requested  John  Scott  to  remain  one  more  year  to  assist  those  who  would  be  in  this  company  to  be 
properly  equipped  for  traveling  across  the  plains.  He  did  this  and  also  went  on  a mission  among  the  non- 
Mormons  to  gather  and  collect  old  clothing  to  help  the  Saints  for  traveling.  While  at  this  work  he 
converted  three  people  to  the  Gospel. 

John  Scott  and  his  family  started  West  30  May,  1848,  in  Heber  C.  Kimball’s  company.  John  was 
chosen  as  Captain  over  10  wagons.  Mary  and  Sarah  Ann  took  turns  driving  a team  of  mules.  Elizabeth 
had  five  small  children.  Mary  had  one.  At  one  time  John  Scott’s  wagons  were  surrounded  by  Indians. 
They  were  saved  by  a white  man  who  had  some  influence  with  the  Indians.  The  man  had  been  captured  by 
the  Indians  and  had  been  compelled  to  live  with  them.  He  had  known  John  Scott  while  they  attended  school 
together  in  Canada.  They  arrived  in  the  Salt  lake  Valley  24  September  1848. 

After  their  arrival  in  Salt  Lake  Valley,  John  was  transferred  from  the  tenth  Quorum  of  the  Mill 
Creek  Ward.  There,  through  his  influence  and  help,  a school  was  built.  It  was  named  the  Scott  School  and 
his  wife,  Mary,  was  the  first  teacher.  This  building  still  stands  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  today  is  known  as  the 
Pioneer  Craft  House  on  33rd  South. 

On  Friday,  April  6,  1855,  John  received  a call  to  go  on  his  second  mission  to  great  Britain.  He 
obeyed  the  call  and  left  his  families  to  face  the  hardships  of  building  up  a new  country  and  of  enduring  the 
famine.  During  the  summer  the  grasshoppers  did  serious  damage,  destroying  nearly  everything  that  was 
growing  in  many  parts  of  Utah.  They  endured  this  and  many  other  hardships.  Every  week  flour  was 
weighed  and  measured  according  to  the  number  of  children  in  the  family.  They  gathered  roots  and  Sego  Lily 
bulbs  for  food.  Anything  and  everything  was  done  to  keep  their  children  from  going  hungry. 

When  President  Young  received  word  that  Johnson’s  Army  was  on  its  way  to  Utah,  he  sent  John 
Scott  his  mission  release  and  told  him  to  come  home  as  speedily  as  possible.  He  arrived  home  19  Jan 
1858.  The  Elders  who  labored  and  came  home  with  him  were:  Elders  Orson  Pratt,  Ezra  T.  Benson,  John 
Ray,  John  M.Kay,  William  Miller  and  others.  John’s  two  oldest  sons,  Isaac  and  Ephraim,  had  been  called 
into  service.  They  had  been  the  family’s  main  help  and  protection  while  their  father  was  serving  on  his 
mission  to  England.  When  John  arrived  home,  he  moved  the  family  to  Provo  with  the  Saints  until  the 
trouble  was  over. 

The  people  had  become  almost  destitute  for  clothing  by  now,  but  a market  was  found  at  the 
soldier’s  camp  where  they  bought  produce.  This  circulated  the  money  and  enabled  the  people  to  supply 
themselves  with  clothing,  shoes,  and  other  necessities.  After  things  settled  down  peacefully,  people 
engaged  in  farming  and  other  ways  to  make  a living  for  their  families. 

In  1860,  after  his  return  from  his  second  mission,  John  and  Esther  Yeates,  his  fourth  wife,  were 
married  by  President  Brigham  Young. 

On  several  occasions,  John  Scott  was  sent  to  Southern  Utah  to  protect  the  settlers  from  the 
Indians.  Even  though  he  believed  that  kindness  was  the  best  way  to  handle  the  Indians,  he  was  obedient  to 
those  in  authority.  He  believed  that  if  the  Indians  were  treated  kindly  and  even  fed,  it  was  better  than 
fighting  them.  He  as  always  kind  to  them  and  had  many  friends  among  them. 

John  Scott  married  Roxey  Angeline  Keller  (fifth  wife)  in  1868.  Angeline  was  bom  29  April  1851 
in  Millcreek,  Utah.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Alva  Keller  and  Roxey  Lucina  Elliot.  She  witnessed  the 
destruction  caused  by  the  crickets  and  grasshoppers.  She  was  just  six  years  old  when  Johnson’s  Army  was 
a threat  to  their  safety.  Alva  took  his  family  to  Alpine  for  protection  until  they  could  return  to  their  home. 
Though  she  was  seventeen  and  John  was  fifty-seven,  her  parents  encouraged  the  marriage. 

John  moved  his  last  two  wives  and  their  children  to  Millville,  Cache  County,  Utah,  where  he 


resided  most  of  the  time  until  the  summer  of  1876.  Because  of  the  illness  of  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth,  he 
moved  back  to  Millcreek. 

In  December  1876,  he  went  to  Millville  to  visit  his  family  and  contracted  a severe  cold,  which 
developed  into  pneumonia.  In  less  than  a week  he  departed  from  this  life,  on  16  Dec  1876.  Before  he  died, 
he  bore  a faithful  testimony  to  the  truthfulness  of  the  gospel  to  those  of  his  family  who  were  at  his  bedside. 
He  died  in  full  fellowship  in  the  Church.  His  funeral  was  held  in  the  Mill  Creek  Ward,  his  old  home.  He 
was  buried  in  the  Salt  Lake  Cemetery. 

His  wives  were  all  splendid  and  honorable  women.  They  lived  the  lives  of  good  Latter  Day  Saints 
and  they  were  faithful.  Their  examples  could  well  be  followed  by  their  posterity.  Elizabeth,  the  first  wife 
has  always  been  called  “Mother”  by  the  entire  family.  She  was  in  every  deed  a second  mother.  The 
individual  life  histories  of  each  wife  appear  in  Section  5 of  this  book.  When  the  children  were  young,  every 
family  member  would  meet  together  in  one  large  room  in  her  part  of  the  home  for  the  evening  prayers. 
Here  John  would  have  them  sing  a hymn  and  then  they  would  have  the  family  prayer.  The  children, 
brothers  and  sisters,  were  kind  and  loving  with  each  other.  They  were  united. 

Among  those  to  attend  and  speak  at  John’s  funeral  service  were  President  John  Taylor,  George  Q. 
Cannon  and  Joseph  F.  Smith.  All  spoke  of  his  sterling  qualities  and  noble  character  and  also  of  the  good 
things  he  had  accomplished  in  the  Church  and  communities  where  he  had  lived.  He  was  loved  by  his 
brethren  and  sisters  for  his  pleasant  and  cheerful  ways.  He  was  always  ready  to  give  cheer  and  comfort  to 
those  in  distress.  His  life  was  a blessing  to  his  family  and  friends.  His  entire  life  was  devoted  to  the 
Church  and  whenever  the  opportunity  came,  he  testified  that  he  knew  that  Joseph  Smith  was  a true  Prophet 
of  God. 
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PREFACE 


My  association  with  the  Scott  family  began  in  1 929  when  I married  my  Husband,  Leslie  John 
Scott,  son  of  John  Robert  Scott  and  Luella  Campbell.  I have  always  been  interested  in  family  history 
and  genealogy  and  began  collecting  data  and  stories  on  my  own  family  lines  from  the  time  that  I was 
twelve  years  old.  I wrote  to  my  grandmothers  and  my  great  aunts  for  information  (which  has  since 
proved  priceless  in  finding  my  family  lines).  I was  born  in  Nebraska,  coming  to  Idaho  with  my 
family  in  1924.  We  had  not  heard  of  the  "Mormons”  until  coming  to  Emmett.  Some  of  my  lines 
date  back  to  1630  in  America,  coming  from  England.  Others  came  from  Scotland  and  Norway  in 
the  1850’s 

I had  graduated  from  High  School  at  age  1 6 and  was  working  as  bookkeeper  at  a furniture 
store  where  I met  Leslie.  We  were  married  in  November  1929.  I joined  the  Church  after  that  and 
we  were  sealed  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  in  1930.  Leslie  taught  school  for  several  years  and  we  spent 
the  summers  at  Annis  helping  with  the  farm  work.  1 got  acquainted  with  a lot  of  his  relatives  and 
visited  "Aunt  Melissy”  (Sarah  Melissa  Scott  Walker)  in  Rexburg.  In  those  days  there  were  no  copy 
machines  so  several  members  of  the  Scott  family  went  to  her  home  and  laboriously  copied  the 
records  as  far  as  we  could  go,  of  the  families  from  Jacob  and  John  Scott  down.  Then  in  later  years 
I was  privileged  to  receive  copies  of  Aunt  Melissa’s  records  (all  handwritten  for  Temple  ordinances) 
from  her  son  and  his  wife,  Marvin  and  Mae  Walker  of  Idaho  Falls.  Then  I developed  a mailing  list 
of  about  500  people  and  asked  for  information  to  put  into  a comprehensive  history  of  the  family. 

I started  this  project  before  1985.  So  this  record  is  a product  of  many  years  of  effort.  There  have 
been  organizations  of  the  branches  of  the  family,  but  none  of  the  family  as  a whole  since  1939  (that 
I know  of).  We  attended  that  reunion  in  Logan.  I met  Zella  Reynolds,  who,  at  the  time  was  trying 
to  write  a history  of  the  family,  but  at  that  time  there  were  no  copiers  and  the  work  was  very 
laborious  indeed. 

But  I thank  all  who  have  participated  by  being  “Captains”  of  their  lines,  or  who  have 
contributed  money  or  time  or  both  to  this  family  project,  and  finally  brought  it  to  a triumphant 
conclusion.  I hope  that  you  are  pleased  with  the  results! 

If  you  are  wondering  about  us:  Leslie  died  31  years  ago.  He  had  13  heart  attacks  in  five 
years.  In  those  days  there  was  no  help  except  to  lie  perfectly  still  in  the  hospital.  (At  one  time  he 
was  in  the  hospital  for  10  weeks,  three  of  which  he  couldn’t  move  a muscle).  But  he  didn’t 
complain.  He  died  in  1965.  I had  two  children  at  home  and  two  daughters  at  B.  Y.  U.  I also  had 
a frozen  food  locker  and  meat  processing  business  along  with  an  appliance  store.  Kristin  and  Eileen 
graduated  from  B.  Y.  U.,  taught  school,  married  and  had  families  of  their  own.  Eileen  also  sings  in 
the  Tabernacle  choir  and  Kristin  gives  60  piano  lessons  a week.  Their  children  are  filling  missions. 
All  have  graduated  from  College  or  are  still  in  the  process.  Some  are  married  and  have  children. 

I closed  the  business  in  1982.  I built  a "Genealogy”  room  on  to  my  house  AND  I CAN  CLOSE  THE 
DOOR  ON  IT  AT  NIGHT!

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INTRODUCTION 


A casual  reading  of  this  book  will  impress  one  with  the  spirit  of  the  life  and  times  of  the 
Mormon  pioneer  life,  their  heritage  and  legacy.  A more  careful  reading  will  make  one  aware  of 
patterns  of  individual  and  place  names  that  arouse  the  curiosity.  For  example,  a more  careful  study 
will  reveal  a significant  commonality  of  in-law  surnames.  This  is  by  no  means  coincidence.  John 
Scott  had  36  children  of  whom  30  married  and  had  children.  They  were  raised  in  the  rural  Utah 
farming  community  of  Millcreek  where  transportation  was  inconvenient  at  best,  and  there  was  little 
available  time  for  travel.  With  a limited  number  of  other  families  in  the  community,  it  is  not 
surprising  that,  of  John  SCOTT’s  children,  four  married  three  different  MORGANS  (brother,  sister 
and  uncle),  three  married  ELLISs  (brothers  and  sister),  two  married  the  same  BARSON,  two  married 
HEMSLEYs  (brothers),  and  two  married  SMITHIES  (brother  and  sister).  How  many  more  multiple 
marriage  family  inter-relationships  through  marriage  may  exist  in  the  seven  generations  since  John 
SCOTT?  Because  the  material  for  this  book  was  compiled  by  a number  of  people,  each  working  on 
a separate  descendant  line,  the  compilers  were  probably  unaware  of  many  other  in-law  inter- 
relationships. A few  of  these  have  been  identified  as  the  index  has  been  compiled,  but  there  has  been 
no  time  for  an  exhaustive  study. 

When  places  of  death  and  burial  are  examined,  other  fascinating  patterns  appear  that  indicate 
there  is  a bigger  story  to  be  told.  The  story  may  be  scattered  among  the  pages  of  this  book,  and  more 
likely  cannot  be  detailed  in  a book  of  this  size.  Take  for  example  the  Little  Butte  Cemetery  in  Annis, 
Idaho  where  at  least  six  of  John  SCOTT’s  children  are  buried.  When  spouses  and  children  are 
considered,  there  may  be  near  50  family  members  buried  there.  There  are  hundreds  of  descendants 
these  six  families  buried  in  this  small  rural  cemetery.  What  was  the  attraction  to  this  place?  How 
big  was  the  complete  influence  of  John  SCOTT  on  the  development  of  this  area,  far  away  from 
where  John  SCOTT  ever  lived?  How  many  other  areas  have  been  similarly  influenced? 

We  have  learned  to  think  of  "family”  in  terms  of  organizational  charts  where  they  can  be 
represented  by  names  connected  by  lines.  Consider,  however,  the  overlapping  of  the  families  of 
John  SCOTT’s  five  wives  as  names  and  lines  in  five  separate  parallel  planes,  and  the  representation 
of  these  other  “in-law”  families  as  planes  of  family  organization  that  intersect  where  a marriage 
occurs,  thus  creating  a very  complex  structure.  When  multiple  marriages  between  any  two  or  three 
families  are  considered,  an  even  more  complex  structure  of  bonds  occurs  that  gives  new  meaning 
and  strength  to  the  word  family.  No  longer  are  any  of  us  on  our  own  or  completely  isolated  from 
the  "family.”  No  matter  where  we  live  we  may  well  have  close  association  with  our  "family”  and  not 
realize  it.  The  direct-line  descendants  of  John  SCOTT  are  just  the  bare-bones  skeleton  of  this 
family.  Through  the  added  insight  of  material  gleaned  from  working  on  this  book,  I now  find  family 
not  just  in  my  own  neighborhood,  but  almost  every  neighborhood  I visit. 

The  thousands  of  people  represented  by  the  names  in  this  book  are  not  a complete  family 
structure,  no  matter  how  you  define  it.  There  arc  a number  of  family  lines  that  start,  but  their  current 
extent  and  complexity  has  been  lost  to  those  that  gathered  this  material.  It  is  also  sad  that  there  have 
been  family  that  did  not  want  to  participate  in  the  compilation  of  this  book  and  have  also  limited  its 
completeness  or  accuracy  in  so  doing. 

It  is  the  desire  of  those  who  materially  assisted  in  the  compilation  of  this  book  that  its 
printing  and  distribution  be  the  beginning  of  a much  bigger  movement  to  seek  out  and  get  to  know 
and  appreciate  all  of  our  “family.”  Hopefully  this  work  will  not  be  a one-time  effort  of  putting  a 
puzzle  together,  that  ends  with  disappointment  because  some  pieces  are  missing.

The  Index  is  organized 
alphabetically  with  page  number  given  for  the  primary  entry  for  the  individual.  The  primary 
entry  is  that  entry  where  listed  as  a parent.  If  the  individual  was  not  a parent  the  primary  listing 
is  where  they  are  listed  as  a child  in  their  parent’s  family.  In  “child  lists”  a plus  sign  “+” 
preceding  the  name  indicates  that  a primary  listing  follows,  in  numerical  order.  An  Addenda  and 
Errata  Section  is  included  for  information  received  after  a section  had  been  finalized  and 
indexed.

This  practice  should  help  in  identifying  location  of 
rural  areas  that  are  not,  or  never  have  been  incorporated  as  an  official  town  or  city.  In  these  areas 
boundaries  are  very  loosely  defined  or  the  definition  has  changed  as  new  communities  have 
developed.  One  note  of  caution  - some  county  boundaries  have  changed  many  times  over  the 
period  covered  by  this  book.  The  county  reference,  if  taken  from  an  old  record  may  not  agree 
with  the  current  county  of  the  town  or  city.  This  is  very  true  of  the  area  around  Rigby,  Idaho 
where  some  communities  have  been  in  three  different  counties  during  the  period  of  Scott 
descendant  residence. 

Underlining  - underlining  is  used  in  the  Addenda  & Errata  Section  to  indicate  the  words  that 
have  changed  from  the  text  in  the  body  of  the  book.

CONVENTIONS  USED  IN  THIS  BOOK 

The  conventions  of  font  style,  text  size,  capitalization,  abbreviations  and  format  were  established  in 
some  detail,  however,  the  material  prepared  for  this  book  was  prepared  over  a number  of  years,  and 
by  literally  scores  of  people,  some  before  all  of  the  style  and  format  was  established.  Some  of  this 
was  done  on  a typewriter  and  other  by  computer,  with  a wider  variety  of  word  processor  software 
than  was  anticipated.  Where  material  was  prepared  in  a different  format  or  using  a different 
convention  than  prescribed,  the  material  was  revised  where  practical.  However,  unlimited  time  was 
not  available  to  redo  all  that  did  not  conform,  so  there  will  be  some  variations  from  what  is  described 
here. 

Full  names  - Where  the  full  name  of  an  individual  is  given  it  is  in  bold  type  to  help  in  finding. 
Where  a full  name  is  not  know  or  not  given  in  the  text,  that  portion  that  is  known  is  in  bold  type. 

Surnames  - Surnames  are  in  all  upper  case  characters  where  they  occur  as  part  of  a complete  name. 
Maiden  surnames  are  used  for  married  women  where  known  and  are  indexed  under  their  maiden 
surname.  In  the  Index,  where  a maiden  surname  is  not  known  the  individual  is  listed  under  her 
married  surname  with  an  asterisk  (*)  preceding  the  given  name(s). 

Nicknames  - Where  commonly  used  nicknames  are  known  they  are  listed  in  parentheses  “()”  within 
name  of  the  individual  at  the  individual’s  primary  listing  (following  the  individuals  ID  Number)  and 
in  the  Index. 

Preferred  given  name  - Where  a preferred  given  name  other  than  the  first  given  name  is  known  it  is 
underlined  at  the  primary  listing  of  the  individual. 

ID  Number  - An  identification  number  is  assigned  to  each  direct  line  descendant  of  Jacob  SCOTT, 
father  of  John  SCOTT.  The  in-law  individuals  listed  do  not  have  ID  Numbers  assigned.  These  ID 
Numbers  precede  the  individual’s  name  at  the  beginning  of  their  listings;  in  child  lists,  where  listed 
as  a parent  and  follow  the  name  in  the  Index.  When  a direct-line  individual  is  referred  to  by  name 
at  other  locations  the  ID  Number  follows  the  name  as  a superscript.  I he  ID  Number  is  made  up  ot 
several  one  or  two  digit  groups  separated  by  periods.  The  quantity  of  the  number  groups  indicates 
the  number  of  generations  since  Jacob  SCOTT,  or  since  John  SCO  I I,  tor  John  SCOT  T’s 
descendants.  The  number  in  the  first  group  is  assigned  as  follows:  “1 " is  assigned  to  Jacob  SCO  1 I , 
the  numbers  2 through  9 are  assigned  to  Jacob’s  children  in  birth  order,  and  numbers  1 0 through  46 
are  assigned  to  John  SCOTT’s  children  in  birth  order.  The  number  in  each  following  group  gives 
the  birth  order  of  the  child  relative  to  the  direct  line  parent.  This  system  is  not  totally  consistent,  but 
eliminates  the  need  for  a “1 .5.”  prefix  on  99.99  per  cent  of  the  ID  numbers.  Tor  example,  the  ID 
number  “7.3"  is  assigned  to  the  third  child  of  Sarah  SCO  I T,  Jacob’s  sixth  child.  I he  number 
12.8.6. 1 is  assigned  to  the  first  child  of  the  sixth  child  of  the  eighth  child  of  Louisa  SC  ( ) I I who  is 
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assigned  the  ID  Number  of  “12."  These  first  position  ID  Numbers  are  listed  in  the  Table  of 
Contents. 

Organization  of  the  book  - the  book  is  organized  into  sections  corresponding  to  the  first  position  ID 
Number  segment  for  each  of  Jacob  SCOTT’s  children  that  had  descendants,  and  for  each  of  John 
SCOTT’s  children  that  had  descendants.

HISTORY  OF  IRELAND-  THE  EMERALD  ISLE 


3000  to  2000  BC 

The  megalith  builders  reached  fresh  heights  of  artistic  and  engineering  skill  and  their  creations  are 
places  of  awe  and  mystery.  They  built  monuments  on  a much  larger  scale  than  ever  before  with  avenues  of 
massive  standing  stones.  This  practice  spread  from  Brittanny  to  Ireland  and  Orkney. 

Ireland  is  a very  small  country  and  is  usually  divided  by  the  “Northern  Ireland”  and  the  “Republic  South”  . 
Jacob  and  Family  came  from  the  North.  Ireland  is  small  island  of  only  33,  595  square  miles.  Of  which  27,  136  are 
in  the  Republic  and  5, 459  are  in  Northern  Ireland.  South  Carolina  and  Maine  are  each  within  2000  square  miles  of 
being  the  same  size.  Ireland’s  length  is  302  miles  and  its  width  is  only  171  miles. 

Dublin  is  Ireland’s  capital  and  the  center  for  trade,  the  arts,  manufacturing  of  all  kinds  as  well  as  its  center 
for  finance,  publishing  and  communications. 

The  surrounding  ocean  is  a dominant  physical  feature  conditioning  life  in  Ireland  because  it  determines  the 
climate  and  provides  beautiful  scenery  along  a coastline  so  irregular  that  it  actually  comprises  several  thousand 
miles.  No  location  in  Ireland  is  more  than  70  miles  from  the  sea,  and  no  location  is  free  from  abundant,  frequent, 
oceanbome  rainfall  from  the  prevailing  southwesterly  winds.  Warm  ocean  currents  drawn  out  of  the  gulf  stream, 
waters  that  drift  up  towards  Western  Europe  from  the  Equator,  and  grants  Ireland  a mild  climate.  Its  maritime 
climate  is  so  mild  that  some  varieties  of  sub-tropical  vegetation  can  grow  along  the  western  shore. 

The  ocean  flow  warms  Ireland  in  the  winter,  cools  the  island  in  the  summer  and  keeps  it  moist  all  through 
the  year..  Typically,  the  average  temperature  of  the  coldest  months  of  January  and  February  ranges  among  39  and  45 
degrees.  July  and  August  are  the  two  warmest  months,  with  averages  ranging  among  57  and  66  degrees.  A 
temperature  of  77  degrees  indicates  a heat  wave  in  Ireland  and  any  snow  in  the  winters  is  rare.  Overall  the  summers 
are  cool  and  wet  and  the  winters  are  chilly  and  wet. 

Ireland’s  lush  greenness  is  a gift  from  the  Atlantic  moisture.  Heavy  rainfall  levels  have  created  excellent 
pasture,  or  as  one  wry  observes  put  it,  Ireland  has  a first  class  climate  for  plants  and  animals  and  something  less  than 
that  for  people.  For  up  to  300  days  per  year  Ireland  is  overcast  or  receives  rainfall.  Most  of  the  time  that  it  is  not 
raining  it  looks  as  if  it  could  or  will  rain.  Ireland  remains  bright  green  all  through  the  winter.  Farms  in  the  East  are 
larger  and  richer,  based  on  better  soils  for  plowing  or  pasture.  Farms  in  the  West  tend  to  be  much  smaller  and  much 
poorer.  In  the  West,  a typical  farmstead  might  have  around  30  acres  marked  out  by  walls  of  rocks  taken  from  the 
fields. 

Most  of  Ireland’s  mountains  loom  on  the  edges  of  the  island,  often  close  to  the  sea,  which  enhances  their 
beauty.  They  are  not  very  high,  but  they  look  much  more  impressive  than  their  statistics  infer  because  they  rise 
upwards  from  a base  close  to  sea  level. 

Historically,  Ireland  has  been  divided  into  four  provinces  that  were  at  one  time  former  kingdoms.  Connacht 
is  very  rocky  and  did  have  many  monasteries  and  it  was  the  place  to  send  people  banished  for  punishment.  Leister 
has  the  best  pastures,  the  most  beef  and  the  most  wealth  in  Ireland  today.  Munster  contains  Casel  and  Cork  and 
many  other  places  where  art  and  learning  flourished. 

Ulster  is  a special  case.. .where  our  “Scotts”  and  “Wamocks”  came  from.  It  certainly  remains  beset  with 
soldiers  and  civil  war  today,  and  historically  Ulster  is  known  for  dogged  resistance  to  invaders.  The  province  is 
something  of  a geographical  entity,  since  it  is  surrounded  by  sea  on  three  sides  and  on  the  fourth  side  by  groups  of 
humped  back  hills  called  ‘drumlins’. 

Geography  has  been  a key  element  for  much  of  Irish  history  and  the  source  of  important  dilemma.  On  a 
European  map,  the  island  looks  very  close  OT  the  island  of  Britain  and  very  far  from  other  countries.  Britain  appears 
to  shield  or  hide  Ireland  from  continental  Europe.  To  this  day,  most  Irish  goods  get  to  continental  Europe  by 
going  through  Britain  first.  Ireland  has  been  too  close  to  Britain  to  be  independent,  either  politically  or  culturally  for 
much  of  its  history.  Yet  the  salt  waters  all  around  Ireland  has  served  as  enough  of  a barrier  to  help  keep  the  island 
from  full  political  or  cultural  integration  with  Britain.  To  put  it  succinctly:  the  island  has  not  been  near  enough  to 
become  another  Wales  nor  far  enough  to  remain  an  entirely  separate  entity. 

The  physical  separation  between  Britain  and  Ireland  varies  from  60  to  120  miles  across  the  Irish  Sea,.  At 
the  narrowest  point  in  the  North,  across  the  North  Channel  of  the  Irish  Sea,  the  distance  shrinks  to  within  a dozen 
miles.  Northern  Ireland  gradually  shades  into  Scotland  across  a sprinkling  of  islands.  People  have  moved  back  and 
forth  over  these  islands  for  thousands  of  years.  For  people  in  this  part  of  Ireland,  Glasgow  in  Scotland  seems  closer 


than  Dublin.  Londonderry,  where  Jacob  Scott  was  from,  is  at  the  very  top  of  Ireland  and  is  also  bordered  by  the  Irish 
Sea.  Could  it  be  possible  that  our  Scott  ancestors  crossed  back  and  forth  from  Ireland  and  Scotland? 

For  centuries,  Ireland’s  economy  was  dominated  by  agriculture,  producing  exports  of  beef,  horses,  pigs  and 
grain.  Manufactured  exports  now  exceed  agriculture.  At  the  time  that  Jacob  and  Sarah  were  living  in  Ireland,  oats 
were  the  standard  cereal  crop  but  cattle  was  the  primary  element  in  the  Irish  economy,  providing  meat,  milk,  butter, 
cheese  and  curds.  Potatoes  were  the  most  important  food  grown  and  were  the  main  food  at  every  meal. 

Besides  a lush  green  countryside,  Ireland  is  not  rich  in  natural  resources.  Small  amounts  of  gold  have  been 
produced  since  ancient  times,  but  there  have  been  no  discoveries  of  the  black  gold  of  the  20th  Century.. .oil. ..despite 
extensive  and  costly  searches  for  it.  Some  natural  gas  has  been  found,  and  some  modest  amounts  of  basic  minerals 
are  mined.  In  Ireland,  forests  were  depleted  over  the  centuries  because  of  the  heavy  use  of  wood  for  fuel.  Very  little 
of  Ireland  is  forested  today  because  of  extensive  farming. 

Bereft  of  rich  natural  resources,  Ireland  has  had  to  rely  upon  agricultural  and  manufacturing  exports  to  pay 
for  needed  imports  of  fuel,  raw  materials  and  some  finished  goods.  It  has  never  been  an  easy  economical  arrangement 
for  the  Irish  to  operate. 

Keeping  the  Irish  from  immigrating  out  of  Ireland  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  difficult  challenges  that 
Ireland’s  government  has  had  to  face.  Emigration  is  the  scourge  of  Ireland,  draining  away  the  young  and  strong  and 
creating  an  Irish  dispersal  all  over  the  world.  Forty  million  of  the  American  population  have  some  Irish  ancestry. 
When  Jacob  and  family  left  Ireland  the  population  had  reached  close  to  8 million.  IN  1845  due  to  the  devastating 
onslaught  of  the  potato  blight  and  consequent  famine,  two  million  people  had  died  or  fled.  Although  Jacob  and 
family  had  come  to  the  New  world  in  1819,  he  and  Sarah  left  parents,  brothers,  sisters,  aunts,  uncles,  cousins  that 
were  probably  some  of  the  two  million  that  starved  to  death. 

At  the  present,  the  whole  island  has  roughly  five  million  people,  three  million  less  then  at  the  time  Jacob 
left.  This  has  been  due  to  emigration  and  low  birth  rates. 

The  traditional  Irish  family  has  patterns  of  behavior  that  date  far  back  into  Irish  history.  Fathers  were 
strong  and  households  were  likely  to  hold  three  generations.  Force  was  used  to  encourage  children  to  be  passive  and 
silent.  Clear  division  of  male  and  female  tasks  was  understood,  and  these  roles  were  believed  to  be  in  accordance 
with  the  natural  order  of  the  universe.  Today  gender  divisions  remain  strong  and  continue  to  permeate  social 
relationships  and  the  workplace. 

The  green  shamrock  is  perhaps  the  most  well  known  of  all  the  symbols  for  Ireland.  Legend  has  it  that  St. 
Patrick  plucked  a shamrock  so  that  he  could  explain  the  Holy  Trinity.  1613  AD-  Ireland  Protestants  mainly  from 
England  but  some  from  Scotland  were  brought  in  to  colonize  Ulster-  (Northern  Ireland). 

The  flight  of  the  Earls  in  1607  had  cleared  the  way  for  the  systematic  colonization  of  Ulster  by  Protestants. 
Some  half  a million  acres  had  now  been  thrown  open  to  settlers  and  estates  of  up  to  3,000  acres  were  being  granted 
to  English  and  Scottish  emigrants,  who  must  undertake  to  build  defensible  houses.  Native  Irish  who  remained  loyal 
to  the  English  during  the  latest  rebellion  were  also  eligible  for  similar  grants. 

A Parliament  was  assembled  in  Dublin  to  legalize  these  Ulster  “Plantations”.  The  City  of  London  Livery 
Companies  was  forming  an  Irish  society  to  raise  capital  for  the  exploitation  of  timber  and  fisheries  in  County  Derry. 
Coleraine  was  rebuilt  into  a new  city  that  was  called  Londonderry,  the  birthplace  of  our  Jacob  Scott.  The  modern- 
day  Irish  resent  the  English  takeover  of  those  early  days  and  never  use  the  “London”... only  the  “Derry”. 

Londonderry,  settled  by  the  London  companies,  had  a fine  stone  city  wall  that  is  still  standing  and  in  very 
good  condition  with  eight  projecting  artillery  bastions  and  four  diametrically  opposed  gates.  Inside  was  a gridiron  of 
streets  around  the  focal  point  of  the  marketplace.  Approximately  fifty  thousand  Scots  emigrated  to  Ireland,  mostly 
to  Ulster,  where  the  total  number  of  so-called  Scoth’Irish  rose  to  about  two  hundred  thousand,  nor  roughly  one-third 
of  the  province. 

The  London  Companies  had  undertaken  to  accept  only  English  and  Scots  as  tenants,  but  thousands  of  Irish 
remained  on  their  holdings  and  there  was  little  likelihood  of  their  being  removed.  What  is  more,  these  industrious 
Irish  peasants  generally  outbid  the  Scot  or  the  Englishman  when  it  came  to  paying  rent. 

Could  it  be  that  our  Scott  Family  emigrated  to  Ireland  at  this  time?  Jacob  Scott  was  from  Londonderry, 
Ireland.  Some  do  not  believe  that  ‘Scott’  is  an  Irish  name,  but  a Scottish  name.  Could  it  have  been  a nickname 
attached  and  kept  by  an  emigrated  Scotsman? 

Between  1603  and  1659  James  Steward,  a Scotsman,  became  “King  James  I”  of  England  and  Ireland  and 
would  preside  over  Ulster’s  (North  Ireland)  effective  incorporation  into  the  new  Great  Britain. 

With  the  end  of  the  fighting.  Eastern  Ulster  opened  up  to  a new  wave  of  emigrants  from  the  Scottish 
Lowlands.  The  colonists  themselves  were  small  farmers,  graziers  and  merchants  and  in  their  religious  persuasion 


staunch  believers  in  the  advanced  Protestant  doctrines  of  John  Calvin.  As  such,  they  rejected  absolutely  not  only  the 
theology,  governance  and  liturgy  of  the  Romaan  Catholic  Church,  but  also  the  Episcopal  Organization  of  the 
established  Churcheds  of  England  and  Ireland.  These  Scotsmen’s  churches  were  governed  instead  by  bodies  of 
“Presbyters  or  Elders”,  under  the  general  jurisdiction  of  a general  assembly  of  elected  clergy  and  laymen.  Confident 
in  the  ultimate  security  of  their  souls,  these  were  a proud,  independent,  sober,  industrious  and  God-fearing  people, 
with  little  tolerance  for  other  Protestant  denominations  and  none  at  all  for  Roman  Catholicism.  The  culture  they 
imported,  along  with  their  Presbyterian  faith,  is  to  this  day  very  much  in  evidence  throughout  Northern  Ireland. 

Up  to  this  time,  Ireland  had  only  three  religions:  Roman  Catholic,  Church  of  Ireland  and  the  Church  of 
England.  John  Scott  reports  that  his  father  and  mother  were  of  the  Presbyterian  faith,  married  by  Reverent  Thomas 
Cummings  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Could  it  be  that  their  ancestors  had  been  some  of  these  Scottish  people  that 
had  immigrated  from  the  lowlands  of  Scotland? 

Ireland  has  always  been  divided  into  four  sections  with  Northern  Ireland  being  called  “Ulster”.  Both  Jacob 
and  Sarah  grew  up  in  Ulster.  They  lived  some  60  to  70  miles  apart,  with  Jacob’s  home  in  the  city  of  Londonderry 
and  Sarah’s  home  in  the  city  of  Armagh.  They  were  both  of  the  Presbyterian  faith. 

In  Ulster  in  the  18th  Century,  the  Presbyterians  were  discriminated  against  by  the  Church  of  Ireland 
establishment,  even  though  the  Presbyterians  were  fellow  Protestants.  The  Presbyterians,  after  all,  had  belonged  to 
the  Puritan  Party  that  had  fought  the  Anglicans  in  the  English  Civil  wars.  Yet  the  Presbyterians  were  often  excused 
for  infractions,  such  as  holding  government  offices  illegally,  much  more  readily  than  Roman  Catholics  guilty  of  the 
same  misdemeanors.  Still,  Presbyterians  had  no  seats  in  the  Irish  Parliament  and  the  big  government  plums  were 
inaccessible  to  them.  In  landholding  they  had  more  security  and  a better  kind  of  contract  for  holding  land,  a policy 
called  “Ulster  Tenant  Rights”. 

Ireland  was  the  poorest  of  all  the  European  countries  and  had  always  been  so.  There  had  been  no  hope  for  a 
father  to  have  his  children’s  lives  improve.  Could  all  of  these  reasons  be  why  Jacob  and  Sarah  and  their  children  had 
made  this  big  decision  to  leave  their  beautiful  home  country  of  Ireland  for  this  big  unknown  country  of  the  American 
continent?  Unfortunate  for  us,  his  descendants,  Jacob  and  Sarah  or  any  of  the  children,  have  left  us  with  no  reasons 
or  clues.  This  is  hard  to  understand  when  Jacob  so  easily  wrote  such  beautifully  expressed  letters  to  his  daughters. 

Could  it  be  that  there  are  histories  out  there  but  we  just  have  not  found  them  yet?  I hope  so! 

In  any  case,  this  gives  us  “Scott’s”  some  food  for  thought,  and  research  by  all  of  us  should  be  done. 

I have  complied  this  information  from  various  Irish  history  books.  I hope  that  it  can  give  us  some  insight 
as  to  why  Jacob  and  his  family  left  Ireland  on  a very  dangerous  journey  for  a new  life  in  a New  World  called  Canada.

After 
enduring  much  persecution  they 
moved  on  May  18,  1840,  to  a place 
about  five  miles  above  Nauvoo. 

Jacob,  Sr.  had  6 brothers,  one 
of  whom,  James,  came  to  Canada. 
There  were  three  girls,  ten  children 
in  all.  Some  went  to  Manchester, 
England,  to  work  in  the  silk 
industry . 

One  sister  came  to  the  United 
States,  Mr3.  Ross.  Her  husband  was 
a cabinet  maker.

SHORT  SKETCH  OF  THE  LIFE  OF  JACOB  SCOTT 

Written  by  Sarah  M.  Scott  Walker 
About  1920 


Jacob  Scott  wa  born  August  12,  1782,  Co.  of  Londonderry,  Ireland.  He  married 
Sarah  Warnock  June  5,  1804,  in  Armagh,  Ireland.  They  were  married  by  the  Reverend 
Thomas  Cummings  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

To  them  were  born  eight  children,  four  boys  and  four  girls:  Ann,  Jane,  Mary, 

John,  Isaac  F.,  Sarah,  Robert  and  Jacob  Scott. 

Jacob  Scott,  Sr.  left  Ireland  on  April  5,  1819,  moving  to  Canada.  The  family 
landed  in  Quebec  some  time  in  May,  but  subsequently  removed  to  Little  York,  now 
called  Toronto.  From  there  he  moved  to  Markham  Co.  where  he  taught  school  for  one 
year,  receiving  one  hundred  dollars  bounty  from  the  British  government  for  teaching, 
besides  the  subscribed  fees  of  the  parents  of  the  pupils. 

In  the  following  year  they  located  at  Trafalgar  on  one  hundred  acres  of  land 
which  was  given  to  them  by  the  Government,  they  being  British  subjects  and  actual 
settlers.  They  resided  in  Trafalgar  nearly  eighteen  years. 

It  was  in  Canada  that  Jacob  first  heard  the  Gospel  preached.  Elder  Isaac 
Russell  of  Toronto,  one  of  Canada's  pioneer  missionaries,  came  to  Churchville,  a 
village  three  miles  from  where  they  lived.  Jacob  Scott  attended  these  meetings.  He 
embraced  the  Gospel,  receiving  baptism  March  22,  1837,  in  Churchville,  by  Isaac 
Russell.  His  entire  family  subsequently  came  into  the  Church.  His  wife,  Sarah, 
was  baptised  by  Elder  John  P.  Green. 

Some  time  after  this  they  made  arrangements  to  move  to  Missouri.  They  landed 
in  Far  West,  Missouri,  Sept.  2,  1838,  passing  through  great  persecution  with  the 
Saints  at  that  time.  They  left  Far  West  May  18,  1840  and  located  near  the  Mississ- 
ippi River,  five  miles  above  Nauvoo.  While  living  here  Jacob  had  the  sad  experience 
of  losing  his  wife  on  Monday,  August  9,  1841.  His  son,  Jacob,  died  August  1,  1842, 
being  21  years  of  age. 

Jacob  Scott  died  January  2,  1845,  in  the  63rd  year  of  his  life,  after  living 
a life  of  true  Holiness  and  Devotion  to  God.  All  three  are  buried  in  the  Nauvoo 
Cemetery  at  Nauvoo,  Illinois. 

His  son,  John  Scott,  was  the  only  member  of  the  family  to  come  west  with  the 
Mormons  or  Latter-Day  Saints. 

Jacob  Scott  had  six  brothers.  One,  named  James,  came  to  Canada,  lived  and 
died  there  at  a good  old  age.  Two  brothers  went  to  Manchester,  England  and  were 
in  the  silk  weaving  industry.  One  brother  came  to  the  United  States.  (This  one 
was  the  father  of  General  Winfield  Scott.)  There  were  three  sisters.  One  sister, 
a Mrs.  Ross,  came  to  the  United  States.  Her  husband  was  a cabinet  maker.  There 
were  ten  in  the  family.  The  rest  of  the  family  may  have  stayed  in  Ireland?  It 
is  not  known  about  them.

Northern  Ireland  has  been  a land  in  upheaval  dating  from  the  time  of  Henry  Vin  This  period  was  the  start  of  a long 
process  that  resulted  in  many  of  the  original  Celtic  families  being  stripped  of  their  land  by  the  English  Crown  and  being 
replaced  by  friends  of  the  Crown.  It  started  a major  migration  of  numerous  Lowland  Scots  and  English  to  work  in  the 
plantation  system  that  was  being  introduced  by  the  new  landlords.  The  Scott  and  Warnock  families  were,  in  all 
probability,  from  the  Lowlands  of  Scodand  and  part  of  this  migration.  It  is  a long  and  interesting  history  of  land  in 
constant  turmoil  primarily  caused  by  religious  conflict  and  economic  restrictions  imposed  by  England;  it  remains  a legacy 
that  has  not  been  resolved  today.  This  particular  group  of  Scots  and  English  living  in  Northern  Ireland  were  known  as 
"Ulster  men";  it  is  not  a totally  complementary  name  but  it  does  imply  toughness  and  determinadon.  .All  of  these  factors 
contributed  to  a long  history  of  significant  migradon  to  the  United  States  and  Canada  from  Ireland. 

During  the  years  between  1782  and  1804  Jacob  obtained  enough  of  an  education  to  qualify  him  as  a school 
teacher.  In  that  period  this  usually  meant  some  classical  education  which  included  Latin  and  Greek  as  languages  and 
reading  of  the  classical  philosophers.  This  supposition  has  been  supported  by  the  researchers  who  have  actually  seen  the 
originals  of  Jacob's  letters;  they  speak  of  his  "eloquent  handwriting"  and  "perfect  spelling".

On  April  5,  1819  Jacob,  Sarah  and  the  family  left  Ireland  forever  and  sailed  to  Quebec,  Canada  landing  in  May. 
From  there  they  traveled  to  Little  York  (Toronto  ) and  then  onto  Markham  County.  Jacob  taught  school  for  one  year, 
receiving  50  pounds  from  the  British  government  for  teaching  along  with  the  schooling  fees  from  the  pupils.

In  1821  the  family  moved  to  Trafalger  Township,  Halton  County,  Canada  where  they  received  100  acres  of  land 
from  the  British  Government  as  a Crown  Grant  for  settlers.  Jacob  built  a brick  home  on  the  land  where  the  family  would 
remain  for  eighteen  years;  Jacob  named  the  home  Ebenezer  Hall.  The  eighteen  years  in  Canada  must  have  been  very 
happy  for  the  family,  the  house  by  most  standards  of  that  time  was  very  comfortable.  It  stands  today  in  w hat  is  now  Peel 
County  and  is  a historical  site.  Included  is  a picture  of  the  house  as  it  is  today. 


Ebinezer  Hall 

" This  brick  house  was  built  on  lot  14,  Cone.  10,  100  Acres,  West  side  of  the  road  in 
Trafalger  Township,  Halton  County,  Ontario,  Canada.  All  the  bricks  were  hand  made 
from  clay  found  on  the  farm.  The  verandah  of  the  house  is  set  in  line  with  the  noon  day 
sun.  Jacob  Scott  had  named  his  home  "Ebinezer  Hall".  Jane,  Mary  and  John  Scott  were 
all  married  in  this  house. 


Ann  Scott  in  her  remembrances  speaks  of  the  families  first  encounter  with  the  Latter  Day  Saints;  this  encounter 
w ould  profoundly  shape  the  future  of  the  family  and  all  its  descendants. 

"Elder  Isaac  Russell  of  Toronto,  one  of  Canada's  pioneer  missionaries,  came  to 
Churchville,  a village  three  miles  form  our  residence,  and  held  a series  of  meetings 
which  father  and  I attended.  An  incident  occurred  during  the  course  of  the  meetings 
spoken  of,  prior  to  our  joining  the  church,  which  gave  rise  to  some  comment  and 
indicated  clearly  to  us  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  attended  the  word  spoken.  Mr. 

William  Law  was  a faithful  attendant  upon  the  meetings  at  Churchville,  and  suddenly 
one  of  his  children  was  taken  very  ill.  Brother  Russell  was  called  in  to  administer  to 
the  child  and  it  was  immediately  restored  to  health.  This  was  the  first  manifestation  of 
divine  grace  and  power  as  promised  by  our  dear  Lord,  which  had  come  under  our 
observation.  Before  the  close  of  Elders  Russell's  meeting  my  father  and  I embraced  the 
gospel,  receiving  baptism  at  his  hands  March  22,  1837". 

My  father's  entire  family  subsequently  came  into  the  church,  but  my  mother  and  sister 
Sarah  were  the  last  to  unite.  Mother  was  prejudiced  against  the  claims  of  the  latter  day 
work,  and  her  influence  over  Sarah  was  so  great  that  the  latter  did  not  receive  the  gospel 
until  after  mother's  baptism." 

After  the  baptism  into  the  Church  Jacob  sold  the  house  and  land  to  the  Hustler  family  who  have  held  it  in  their 
family  to  the  present  time.  He  and  Sarah  and  most  of  the  family  moved  to  Far  West,  Missouri  arriving  on  September  2, 
1838.  Jacob  was  fifty  six  years  old  and  Sarah  fifty  eight.  Missouri  at  this  time  was  a land  of  wonderful  opportunity  but 
tainted  by  religious  intolerance;  the  early  settlers  of  the  area  were  determined  to  keep  the  "Mormons"  out.  The  governor 
and  local  politicians  viewed  Joseph  Smith  Jr.  with  great  skepticism,  these  two  factors  combined  led  to  numerous  raids  and 
other  hostile  acts  on  the  Mormon  settlers.  On  May  18th,  1840,  forced  to  flee  along  with  the  others  of  the  Church,  the 
family  moved  to  a place  about  five  miles  north  of  Nauvoo,  Illinois.  The  adversity  of  Far  West  and  move  had  taken  their

I most 
earnestly  desire  this  interview  not  to  be  delayed;  pardon  my  importunity  Brother  Joseph  for  I am 
a Dying  man. 

(illegible)  --ther  reason  of  minor  importance  (illegible)  that  in  consequence  of  general 
sickness  in  my  family,  we  have  not  been  able  to  provide  the  necessaries  of  life  for  the  winter, 
and  unless  you  brother  Joseph,  will  help  us  with  the  small  sum  of  money  I lent  you,  we  must 
unavoidably  suffer. 

Dear  Brother,  I entreat  you,  do  not  be  grieved  nor  offended  with  me  for  this  liberty  I have 

taken  with  you  and  let  it  not  prevent  you,  (O  let  it  not  prevent  you)  from  coming  to  see  me 

speedily  if  in  your  power. 

If  agreeable  to  you,  as  I presume  it  would,  I would  be  glad  if  Elder  Law  would  accompany 

you. 

Please  present  my  sincere  respects  to  Mrs.  Smith.

Note  from  Jacob  Scott  to  Joseph  Smith  Jr. 

It  is  also  at  this  time  that  most  of  the  family  was  excommunicated  from  the  LDS  Church.  'Many  who  have  done 
research  on  this  period  feel  the  cause  of  the  excommunication  was  a result  of  the  delay  of  the  family  moving  from  Far 
West  to  Nauvoo.  In  one  of  Jacob's  to  letters  to  Man’,  Jacob  tells  of  meeting  Joseph  Smth  Jr.  on  the  street  in  Nauvoo  and 
explaining  the  circumstances  of  the  families  problem  to  him;  apparendy  he  accepted  Jacob's  explanauon  and  the 
excommunication  process  was  reversed. 

Between  the  years  1840  and  1844  Jacob  wrote  three  long  letters  to  his  daughter,  Mary,  who  had  moved  with  her 
family  back  to  Canada  without  saying  good  bye.  The  letters  give  a wonderful  insight  into  the  times,  Jacob's  religion,  the 
events  of  the  day  and  his  feehng  for  his  wife  Sarah.  In  the  study  of  history  it  is  significant  to  find  such  lucid  first  hand 
accounts.  Sarah  died  August  9,  1841  and  Jocob  four  years  later  January  2,  1845  both  in  Nauvoo. 

One  of  the  family  mysteries  is  why  Mary  never  responded  to  Jacob's  impassioned  letters;  some  think  that  the 
root  may  have  been  the  split  in  the  LDS  church  which  saw  John  follow  Brigham  Young  and  the  others  of  the  family 
becoming  memebers  of  the  Reorganized  Church.  One  day  w e may  understand  Mary's  real  reasons.  She  did,  however,  keep 
the  letters  and  at  her  death  left  them  to  the  Library  of  the  Reorganized  Latter  Day  Saints  where  they  remain  today.

March  24,  1842  Township  of  Appanoose 
Near  Nauvoo,  Hancock  County,  Illinois 

My  Dear  Children, 

I received  your  very  welcome  letter  brought  by  Elder  Samuel  Mulliner  - the  news  it  brought  us 
of  your  stopping  and  living  in  Springfield  filled  our  hearts  with  joy;  and  learning  of  him  of  your 
comfortable  circumstances  as  to  the  necessaries  of  this  life.  I say,  these  considerations  increased  our 
thankfulness  to  the  Author  of  all  Good  for  his  great  mercies  and  fatherly  care  over  you  all  since  you  and 
us  reluctantly  parted  from  each  other,  never,  never,  M to  meet  again  - until  the  “Heavens  be  no 
more.” 

Your  dear  Mother  is  gone  to  the  “Paradise  of  God.” 

Her  spirit  sunk  within  her  from  the  moment  of  vour  leaving  us. 

She  and  us  had  fondly  anticipated  many  happy  days  together  with  you  in  connection  with  the  “Church  of 
Christ”  in  this  place;  But  the  place  you  all  occupied  in  her  heart;  when  torn  away  from  her  left  a wound 
which  bled  afresh  on  every  remembrance  of  you. 

She  said  to  me  that  hour  you  moved  out  of  our  sight,  “I  will  never  see  Mary  again,  in  this  life.” 

My  dear  Mary,  Behold!  how  this  was  mournfully  fulfilled. 

On  the  second  of  July,  we  moved  from  our  camping  place  where  you  left  us  and  obtained  a large 
school  house  where  we  stopped  until  we  raised  a house  on  our  own  land,  about  five  miles  north  of  the 
City  of  Nauvoo  and  near  the  Mississippi  River,  which  cost  us  (6)  six  dollars  per  acre.  There  are  30 
acres  of  it  more  or  less.  It  is  considered  very  valuable  on  account  of  the  timber. 

Mother’s  complaint  increased  after  you  left  us,  (which  was  a passing  of  blood)  but  her  Extreme 
Modesty  kept  her  from  acquainting  me  with  her  disorder  till  about  eight  days  before  her  death.  She  did 
not  apprehend  that  she  was  going  to  be  called  away  so  soon  herself;  as  she  told  me  a short  time  before 
her  death.  We,  however,  got  everything  for  her  that  either  she  or  Elder  Law  or  Doctor  Bennet  or  any  of 
the  brethren  thought  would  be  of  any  benefit  to  her,  but  all  medicine  failed  to  stop  the  fatal  malady. 

For  a month  before  her  death,  she  was  at  intervals  quite  smart.  She  went  with  me  to  see  the  land  we 
bought.  She  was  very  much  pleased  with  it,  and  she  and  I hoped  to  live  a few  years  endeavouring  to 
prepare  for  that  Rest  which  remains  for  the  people  of  God;  and  to  rejoice  in  the  ingathering  of  the 
people  of  God  from  “all  nations”.  Of  her  society,  I am  bereft  for  life,  which,  from  the  time  she  joined 
the  Church,  was  almost  an  uninterrupted  source  of  joy  and  comfort  to  me  and  Ann  and  Isaac.  But  she  is 
gone  - she  is  happy  - she  is  taken  from  the  “evil  to  come”.  She  is  blessed;  for  she  died  “in  the  Lord” 

- She  had  a “Good  hope  through  Grace”.  The  Lord  graciously  was  with  and  led  and  supported  her 
“through  the  valley  and  shadow  of  death”. 

When  she  would  hear  me  sobbing  or  perceive  me  weeping  near  her  dying  pillow,  she  would 
affectionately  chide  me  and  tell  me  that  if  she  was  dying  without  hope  that  then  I might  sorrow,  but  as 
she  was  going  to  the  Lord,  I had  no  cause  to  lament  and  mourn  - and  when  I would  steal  a kiss  from  her 
quivering  lips,  she  would  speak  to  me  in  pretty  much  the  same  consoling  manner  and  try  to  keep  me 
from  being  swallowed  up  with  over  much  sorrow  - and  when  I would  try  to  excuse  my  grief  by  saying  to 
her,  “sure,  my  dear,  you  are  mine,  she  would  lovingly  reply,  “no,  I am  the  Lord’s”.  This  was, 
however,  when  she  had  the  prospect  of  “Departing  and  being  with  Christ”  full  in  view  and  when  she  had 
bid  adieu  in  her  heart  to  all  sublunary  things.  Oh,  Mary,  had  you  witnessed  and  heard  the  thrice  solemn 
and  affectionate  counsel  and  charge  which  she  addressed  to  every  one  of  us  separately,  you  would  never 
have  forgotten  it. 

She  was  only  a few  days  confined  to  bed.  She  endeavored  to  help  herself  as  long  as  ever  she  could. 

We  got  our  own  house,  so  that  we  could  go  into  it,  on  Thursday,  August  5th  and  we  moved  to  it 
that  day.  We  arrived  in  the  evening  with  the  last  load,  and  mother  along  with  it  - and  ^though  very 
unwell,  she  expressed  much  satisfaction  that  we  had  got  into  a house  of  our  own.  We  sent  for  Elder  Law 
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and  Eider  Thompson  to  come  to  see  her  on  Sunday,  the  day  before  she  died,  and  they  very  readily  come 
although  they  were  both  unwell.  They  anointed  her  with  oil,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  laid  on  hands  and 
prayed  with  her;  but  the  Lord  wanted  her  away,  and  although  we  most  reluctantly  parted  with  her,  she 

was  resigned  to  His  will  and  happy. 

She  never  made  any  boast  of  her  religious  attainments.  She  with  much  humility  and  gratitude  to 
her  Redeemer,  made  mention  of  the  Little  Stable  of  ours,  in  Far  West,  where  she  and  Ann  were  in  the 
constant  habit  of  retiring  to  for  secret  devotion.  She  modestly  hinted  at  the  gracious  manifestations 
which  the  Lord  was  pleased  to  bless  her  with  in  that  Sacred,  though  very  humble  shed  - and  she  called  it 
Ann’s  alter  and  hers.  She  was  a pattern  of  patience  in  her  affliction.  Perhaps  between  two  and  three 
hours  before  her  happy  soul  (made)  its  departure  from  its  “earthly  house”,  she  unexpectedly  spoke, 
and  with  much  earnestness  said,  “pray”.  Jacob,  happening  to  be  nighest  to  her  head  at  the  time,  asked 
her  who  would  pray?  She  made  him  no  reply.  Then  I gently  put  the  question  to  her  myself,  and  my 
dear  then  made  a great  effort,  and  replied  to  me,  “you”.  Then  I knelt  down  and  the  rest  of  the  family 
about  me,  and  with  a . . . heart  and  broken  accents,  called  upon  the  Lord,  in  her  behalf.  I prayed  that 
her  pain  might  be  taken  away,  and  that  she  might  sweetly  fall  asleep  in  Jesus.  The  Lord  graciously 
heard  her  and  us;  for  from  that  time,  till  her  departure,  she  did  not  appear  to  feel  any  pain.  She  after 
some  time  sunk  into  a sound  sleep  and  never  awoke  in  this  world.  Her  last  words,  that  we  could  hear, 
were  expressing  a wish  to  have  a conversation  with  Robert,  but  for  this,  she  was  now  unable;  nor  did  he 
care  for  it  or  want  it. 

John,  Sarah,  and  the  rest  of  us  were  all  present  and  witnessed  her  dissolution.  We  spared  no 
pains,  nor  money  (although  that  was  a scarce  article  with  us)  to  bury  her  (as  she  desired)  in  a very 
respectable  manner.  The  coffin  was  covered  outside  and  handsomely  lined  inside;  and  herself  dressed  in 
as  fine  muslin  as  we  could  well  obtain  and  want . . . money,  and  . . . and  handsomely  made,  I put  on  her 
holy  body,  which  was  long  a “Temple  of  the  Spirit  of  God.”  We  buried  her  by  the  side  of  Elder 
Mulholiand.  It  was  remarked  by  some  . . . they  had  not  seen  so  respectable  nor  so  handsome  a coffin 
since  Nauvoo  was  settled. 

Mr.  Law  came  to  the  funeral,  Mr.  & Mrs.  Snider,  Mr.  & Mrs.  Lemon,  Eliza  Hays  and  Mrs. 
Thompson,  and  Mrs.  Turley,  Brother  Joseph  Smith  send  word  by  Elder  Law  that  he  would  have  come 
also,  but  for  the  sickness  of  one  of  his  children;  which  Elder  Law  told  the  people  who  were  assembled  to 
attend  the  funeral.  Joseph’s  child  died  shortly  after;  and  another  since,  an  infant. 

The  Church  is  increasing  in  number  daily.  Joseph  has  translated  and  published  in  the  Times  and 
Seasons  a considerable  part  of  the  writings  of  Abraham  found  on  the  body  of  one  of  the  mummies. 

Joseph  and  I are  now  reconciled  to  each  other.  He  has  been  out  to  see  me  this  winter  and 
appeared  very  friendly.  He  has  paid  me  part  of  what  he  owed  me  and  has  promised  me  more. 

Elder  Orson  Hyde  has  been  to  Jerusalem  and  has  consecrated  the  spot  where  the  former  Temple 
stood  for  the  building  of  the  Temple  of  the  Lord  in  these  last  davs.  He  had  to  live  several  days  without 
food,  and  for  some  time,  he  had  to  subsist  on  snails,  and  could  not  get  enough  of  them.  On  his  passage  to 
Jerusalem,  and  not  a great  way  from  that  place,  while  sitting  on  the  deck  in  meditation  about  one  o’clock 
at  night,  a very  bright  glittering  sword  appeared  in  the  Heavens  about  six  feet  long;  with  a beautiful 
hilt,  as  plain  and  complete  as  any  you  ever  saw;  and  an  arm,  with  a perfect  hand,  stretched  itself  out 
and  took  hold  on  the  hilt  of  the  sword. 

Kiss  little  Robert  for  his  now  afflicted  grandfather;  my  love  and  blessing  to  Sarah  and  all  the 

children.  Ann  also  joins  in  love  to  you  and  your  family. 

Farewell,  farewell:  Jacob  Scott 

Continuation: 

The  fever  and  ague  hangs  on  me  still.  I am  worn  very  weak  and  bare  of  flesh. 

Jacob  is  now  living  with  a neighbor  of  ours.  We  could  not  live  with  him  at  all.  He  would  work 
when  he  pleased  and  go  idle  when  he  pleased.  He  would  abuse  us  with  his  tongue  in  a most  provoking  and 
shameful  manner,  and  he  is  trying  to  give  us  a great  deal  of  trouble  about  his  wages  for  the  few  months 
he  has  lived  with  us  over  his  21  st  year.  And  he  has  tried  and  succeeded  to  get  Robert  to  walk  in  his 
steps. 
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Robert  is  very  unruly  and  disobedient.  When  he  chooses  to  go  anywhere,  he  never  asks  my  leave,  and 
returns  when  he  pleases,  perhaps  at  the  end  of  a day;  or  the  second  day,  as  he  likes. 

Russell  and  his  relatives  are  still  in  Missouri.  They  have  been  dreadfully  handled  by  the  mob 
but  not  killed.  He  has  been  sold  by  auction  as  a vagrant.  Robert  Walton  is  dead.  His  disorder  was 
inflammation  of  the  bowels. 

The  Church  in  this  place  is  prospering  greatly.  I hope  you  may  not  return  to  Canada. 

Send  us  word,  when  you  write,  (which  I hope  will  be  when  you  receive  this)  if  Elder  Mulliner 
gave  you  the  vail  and  lace  for  a border  and  a cap  of  Mother’s.  He  was  in  a great  hurry  to  start  back  to 
Springfield  the  next  morning  and  he  had  no  waggon;  otherwise  we  would  have  sent  you  more;  but  I hope 
you  will  return  to  this  place;  we  are  very  glad  to  find  you  are  doing  so  well  in  Springfield.  We 
remember  you  and  your  family  daily  in  our  prayers.  Pray  for  us,  I entreat  you. 

When  vou  write,  direct  as  follows  - Jacob  Scott.  Senior:  Nauvoo,  Illinois. 

Written  along  the  margins  of  the  letter: 

I was  as  helpless  as  a child  for  a considerable  time.  Ann  took  (in  my  opinion)  as  much  trouble, 
pains,  and  care  of  me  as  a tender  mother  could  of  her  tender  child  - but  ah!  Mary,  Mother  is  gone.  I 
weep  when  I think  of  her,  I weep  when  I speak  of  her,  I weep  when  I write  of  her.  Let  us  prepare  to 
follow  her. 

Several  persons  said  that  Mother  was  the  handsomest  corpse  they  ever  saw,  and  the  prettiest 
dress,  and  that  she  looked  lovlier  in  it  than  ...  I don’t  expect  to  survive  her  long. 

Elder  Mulliner  and  family  are  living  with  Sally.  He  could  find  no  one  as  willing  to  take  him  in,  I 
believe,  as  she  was. 

I intend  getting  baptized  as  soon  as  my  health  will  admit  of  it  (if  the  Lord  will),  I have  been 
about  (?)  months  ill  with  the  flue  and  fever. 

We  gave  Sarah  three  new  dresses  of  Mother’s  and  a number  of  other  articles  which  we  thought 
she  needed.  I wish  you  were  near  us  so  that  we  could  give  some  more  of  Mother’s  clothes  to  you.  I hope 
that  time  may  soon  arrive. 

Aunt  Nelson  is  very  unwell.  Her  complaint,  I believe,  is  Winter  fever;  she  is  not  expected  to 
live.  Mr.  Cleminson  and  family  have  moved  to  Montrose. 

Isaac  remains  unmarried  as  yet;  but  I think  it  won’t  be  long  till  that  takes  place.  He  sends  his 
love  to  you  all. 

Write  speedily  and  let  me  know  your  “affairs  and  how  you  do,”  and  if  I live  and  am  able,  I will 
reply  speedily.

My  dear  Mary  Long  have  I waited,  and  most  anxiously  have  I looked  for  a line 
or  two  from  you  to  let  me  know  something  of  "your  affairs,  k how  you  all  do": 
but  hitherto,  I have  looked,  k longed  in  vain;  how  to  account  for  your 
carelessness  and  neglect  of  me  in  my  Old  Age  and  much  sickness,  & great 
bereavements  I know  not;  & I am  pretty  sure  you  cannot  either  to  God,  Me  or  your 
own  conscience  satisfactorily.  What,  my  dear  daughter?  Is  "Natural  affection" 
clean  gone  out  of  your  breast,  where  I believe  it  once  burned  so  constant?  If 
any  one  had  (3  years  ago)  said  to  me,  "Thus  saith  the  Lord  your  daughter  Mary, 
whom  you  & her  mother,  with  streaming  eyes  & almost  broken  hearts  laid  both  your 
hands  upon  her  head  & for  the  last  time  implored  the  blessings  of  heaven;  yea 
heavens  choicest  blessings  to  rest  on  her,  & her  posterity;  She  will  in  less 
than  3 years  (notwithstanding  all  your  sore  afflictions  and  of  long  countenance. 
Notwithstanding  death  has  been  commissioned  to  take  away  the  desire  of  your 
eyes,  stroke,  after  stroke  and  "your  tears  have  been  your  meat";  and  you  have 
scores  of  times  watered  your  "couch  with  them",  and  the  "Eurning  Ague",  drinking 
up  your  spirits",  & drying  up  your  flesh  like  a potsherd"!!  Yet  Mary  whom  you 
loved,  in  whom  you  placed  so  much  truso  & ccnfidence,  will  not  lose  a single 
night,  once  in  a year,  to  send  you,  her  only  surviving  Parent,  consoling  line, 
in  your  fast  declining  years!!!  Mary,  I would  have  [trleated  such  a prophecy 
with  derision  & scorn:  I would  have  said.  Sir,  [it]  is  impossible.  I know  her 

too  well  to  believe  any  such  wicked  insinuations  respecting  her!!!  But  Alas! 
it  has  turned  out  mournfully  true.  Nevertheless  Mary,  after  all  I have  written 
above,  I hope  better  things  of  you  k I will  conclude,  that  circumstances  which 
I know  but  little  about  has  hindered  you,  and  I will  affectionately  cherish 
Mary's  memory,  love  her  still,  yes  I will.  Eut  Mary,  try  and  aont  forget  me 
altogether  in  [the]  future.  Now  If  you  have  no  objection  we'll  talk  a little 
about  the  weather,  'till  we  cool  off  somewhat.  Well  this  winter  k last  differ 
as  much  as  any  two  succeeding  each  other  which  I have  seen;  Last  winter 
commenced  about  the  10th  of  Nov.  (I  mean  hard  weather)  and  continued  till  some 
time  in  April;  the  ice  continued  on  the  river  k I walked  on  it  to  the  April 
conference;  k there  was  sleding  [sic]  a great  part  of  the  time  and  very  cold 
weather  all  thro'  the  winter.-  Hitherto  this  winter,  has  been  very  mild,  as  warm 
in  dec  ember  as  I ever  witnessed  in  any  country,  during  the  same  month.-  scarcely 
any  snow,  yet,  k that  only  a few  days  ago  about  an  inch  deep.  It  has  been  a 
great  mercy  to  the  Saints , many  hundreds  came  in  to  Nauvoo , from  different  parts 
of  the  union  k a great  number  from  Europe,  k the  Brick  laying  continued,  k 
plastering  k chimney  building  &ct.  until  a few  days  ago.-  Nauvoo  is  now  a 
splendid  spectacle  to  view  from  any  point  in  sight,  hundreds  of  elegant  brick 
buildings,  after  the  mode  of  different  countries  and  the  taste  of  the  owners. - 
And  the  Saints  of  other  climes,  in  their  respective  customs,  is  to  me  a novel 
k interesting  sight.  And  they  appear  All  to  have  drank  into  the  one  Spirit. 
The  gifts  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  have  been  poured  out  in  all  countries  on  those 
who  have  obeyed  this  gospel  of  Christ,  k all  bear  testimony  of  it,  from  every 
nation  where  the  kingdom  has  been  preached.  Some  of  the  saints  have  brought  part 
of  their  stock  along  for  breed.-  We  confidently  expect  before 'long  to  witness 
the  arrival  of  Saints  from  every  country  in  Europe  And  the  time  is  not  far 
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distant  when  the  Arabians  with  their  Tent3  k their  Camels  k Dromedaries;  "Ana 
Ethiopia  will  soon  stretch  out  her  hands  to  Goa”-  In  consequence  of  the  great 
influence  of  the  saints  from  different  part  of  the  world  into  Hancock  County, 
in  which  beautiful  Nauvoo  is  situated;  the  farms  of  All  sizes  are  buying  up, 
almost  incredibly  fast.  In  my  letter  to  Jane,  posted  about  2 weeks  ago,  I 
mentioned  that  there  was  a farm  of  160  acres  on  our  west  line  for  sale.  Title 
good;  that  is  a first  rate  bargain,  whether  any  of  you  will  come  over  k secure 
it  I know  not,  one  thing  I do  know  k that  is,  if  I had  the  money,  the  land  would 
not  remain  long  unsold. 

Our  crop  of  wheat,  corn,  oats,  buck  wheat,  peas  k potatoes,  were  good 
considering  the  uncommon  dryness  of  the  summer,  almost  all  over  the  U.  States, 
toe  have  a comfortable  warm  house,  suited  to  the  number  of  our  family,  plastered 
inside  k out,  k white  washed  with  lime  dissolved  in  new  milk  k water  k glue  so 
that  our  place  has  a pleasant  home  appearance.-  we  have  one  handsome  brick 
chimney  k fireplace  k we  intend  to  have  another  very  shortly.*** 

When  Brother  Joseph  was  giving  me  my  charge,  relative  to  my  going  to 
Ireland  in  case  my  life  k health  would  be  spared  so  to  do;  he  ordered  me  to  go 
by  way  of  Canada  k by  you,  Wm  k Isaac,  to  be  assisted  to  go  there;  viz:  to 
Ireland:  but  if  it  does  not  meet  with  your  views  k feelings;  write  as  soon  as 
possible  k let  me  know  your  mins  candidly;  for  I would  be  sorry  to  put  you  to 
much  trouble  or  loss,  on  account  of  that  mission;  Altho'  I most  ardently  desire 
to  go  if  the  Lora  will  The  Lord  has  made  it  known  to  myself,  at  sundry  times 
during  the  past  year,  that  the  people  in  Ireland  are  in  great  want  of  my 
ministrations  k help,  even  as  the  people  of  Macedonia  were  of  Paul's-  And  if  I 
should  die,  before  I have  it  in  my  power  to  accomplish  this  work,  the  Lord  I 
trust  will  accept  the  will  for  the  deed.  But  if  my  life  k health  are  spared, 

I am  resolved  to  make  the  attempt,  and  if  you  my  children  assist  me  to,  you 
shall  in  no  wise  lose  your  reward,  and  it  would  give  me  the  additional  pleasure 
of  of  [sic]  seeing  your  faces  once  more  before  I die 

[Page  2]  Mr.  William  and  Mr.  Wm  Law  and  family  are  well,  they  are 
particularly  friendly  to  us,  & they  treat  us  with  much  respect  and  affection. 
We  enjoy  the  confidence  k esteem  of  the  principal  families  in  the  Church,  who 
know  us,  and  you  may  rest  assured  that  this  is  no  vain  boasting. 

Mr.  Russell  k the  Dawson's  k all  their  connections  are  still  in  Missouri, 
but  they  were  glad  to  leave  "Far  West"  is  no  longer  the  County  seat  of  Caldwell 
Co.  it  has  been  moved  since  we  left  down  to  where  Old  drunken  Sam  Hill  lived 
near  Salem.-  Old  Me.  Pr indie  k family  live  in  Iowa  Edward,  his  son  is  married 
to  a daughter  of  Old' Mr.  Baily  who  lived  across  shoal  creed  where  William  used 
to  buy  corn.-  My  son  John  still  lives  in  Nauvoo  in  the  old  place;  but  in  a new 
house,  his  youngest  childs  name  is  Ephraim,  John  is  now  First  Colonel,  of  the 
Regiment  to  which  he  belongs;  k is  much  esteemed  by  the  men  of  the  same.-  He 
makes  a fine  figure  in  uniform,  on  a general  training  day,  and  is  a complete 
horseman,  k very  soldier  like  I believe  I mentioned  this  before,  but  as  I keep 
no  copy  to  guide  me,  I hope  you  will  excuse  my  writing  several  things  twice,  k 
perhaps  3 times  over. 

I mentioned  in  my  last  to  Jane,  that  your  sister  Sarah,  was  married  on  25th 
last  being  her  birth  day,  to  Alex  Mulliner,  [who]  you  know  is  a good  tradesman 
he  gets  plenty  of  work,  k they  live  quite  comfortable,  little  Helena,  is  a fine 
str[ong]  child.-  Joseph  keeps  the  Principal  Hotel  in  the  City.  Vast  numbers 
call  k stop  with  him,  the  name  of  his  establishment  is  (Mansion.)  he  owns 
perhaps  the  most  extensive,  k best  stable  from  where  you  live  to  Nauvoo,  take 
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what  rout  [sic]  you  might,  it  is  built  of  brick.-  The  Mansion,  a frame,  very 
elegant,  and  tastefully  finished,  may  be  200  feet  long,  in  the  form  of  an  L.- 
Cculd  you  all  but  see  the  Congregation  of  the  Saints  gathered  together,  in  the 
summer,  to  meeting  every  fair  day.  perhaps  it  exceeds  in  number,  order, 
solemnity  & yet  cheerful  [sic]  happy  countenances,  cleanliness  & beauty  of  dress 
& persons,  any  other  on  the  face  of  the  globe-  Joseph  preaches  far  oftener  than 
formerly,  the  brethren  & sisters  are  no  so  well  pleased  with  any  other,  & no 
wonder,  for  he  is  a scribe  well  instructed,  & he  brings  out  of  his  treasures 
things  new  & old.  In  the  winter  there  is  preaching  in  different  parts  of  the 
City,  every  first  day  of  the  week,  & in  the  country  also,  we  have  preaching  in 
our  Neighborhood  in  winter,  likewise.-  In  Nauvoo,  they  have  a City  guard, 
drilled  every  day  and  well  equiped  [sic],  to  keep  order,  & be  ready  on  a minutes 
warning  to  Quell  riots,  secure  offenders,  protect  life  and  property  &ct.  they 
are  paid  by  the  Corporation.-  The  Missourians  are  untiring  in  their  persecutions 
of  Joseph  and  the  Church;  but  their  wicked  plots  & designs  are  always  baffled, 
& frustrated,  and  it  exposes  them  tenfold  more  to  the  execrations  of  an  insulted 
community,  and  when  they  are  ripe  in  iniquity,  and  their  cup  is  full;  Then  wrath 
will  come  upon  them  to  the  uttermost,  and  terrible  vengeance  will  not  linger  nor 
slumber;  & the  day  is  not  far  off. 

Several  Revelations  of  great  utility,  k uncommon  interest  have  been  lately 
communicated  to  Joseph  & the  Church;  but  where  you  are  you  cannot  obey  them;  one 
Tis  that  all  Marriage  contracts  or  Covenants  are  to  be  "Everlasting  ["],  that 
is:  The  parties  (if  the[y]  belong  to  the  Church)  and  will  obey  the  will  of  God 
in  this  relationship  to  each  other;  are  to  be  married  for  both  Time  and  Etemitv: 
and  as  respects  those  whose  partners  were  dead,  before  this  Revelation  was  given 
to  the  Church;  they  have  the  privilege  to  be  married  to  their  deceased  husbands, 
or  wives  (as  the  case  may  be)  for  eternity,  and  if  it  is  a man  who  desires  to 
be  married  to  his  deceased  wife;  a Sister  in  the  Church  stands  as  Proxy,  or  as 
a representative  of  the  deceased  in  attending  to  the  marriage  ceremony;  and  so 
in  the  case  of  a widow  who  desires  to  be  joined  in  a everlasting  covenant  to  her 
dead  husband-  and  if  they  are  not  thus  married  for  Etemitv.  they  must  remain 
in  a state  of  Celebacy  [sic],  & be  as  the  angels,  ministering  spirits,  or 
servants  to  the  married  to  all  eternity,  and  can  never  rise  to  any  greater  degree 
of  Glory. - 

Many  members  of  the  Church  have  already  availed  themselves  of  this 
privilege,  & have  been  married  to  their  deceased  partners;  & in  some  cases  where 
a Man  has  been  married  to  2 or  three  wives , and  they  are  dead  he  has  been  married 
to  them  all;  in  the  Order  in  which  he  was  married  to  them  while  living  & also 
widows  have  been  married  to  their  dead  husbands  [several  words  crossed  out  and 
the  following  inserted  at  the  same  writing,  and  in  the  same  hand]  “‘but  only  to 
CHS  husband.  & I intend  to  be  married  to  the  wife  of  my  youth  before  I go  to 
Ireland,  I would  be  unspeakably  glad  to  have  you  all  here  to  witness  our  Second 
Nuptials.  The  work  of  Onemtion  is  not  to  cease  for  ever  with  the  Saints  in 
this  present  life-  There  are  many  things  connected  with  this  subject  which  I 
am  not  at  liberty  to  communicate  to  you,  where  you  are  living  which  would  make 
the  matter  plainer  to  your  minds  & more  satisfactory  therefore,  beware  how  you 
treat  this  subject  for  no  doubt  it  is  of  God.  Other  revelations  intimately 
connected  with  this  momentous  dispensation  and  which  are  almost  ready  to  unfold 
themselves  to  us,  I cannot  communicate  to  you  at  present,  altho'  I know  them  in 
part  for  you  could  not  bear  them  now.  If  you  were  living  with  the  Church,  your 
Spiritual  advantages  would  be  much  greater  than  they  now  are:  but  to  inform  you 
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of  all,  that  is  made  know[n]  to  the  Church  here,  it  would  go  abroad  from  you  & 
likely  cause  you  much  persecution,  at  any  rate  much  more  than  you  have. 

[Page  3]  I think  that  I have  given  you  all  considerable  news;  almost  as 
much  as  all  of  you  have  taken  the  trouble  to  communicate  to  me  hav'nt  I?  but 
you  hav't  got  time  k I guess,  I would  not  be  very  wide  of  the  mark  if  I should 
conclude  that  there  was  just  a Lee- tie  want  of  inclination  I have  began  to  "open 
my  mouth"  in  publick  [sic]  Congregations,  k the  Lord  has  been  as  good  as  his 
word,  "He  has  filled  it"-  The  people  have  appeared  attentive  k solemn  k seem 
to  approve  of  my  poor  labors.-  so  much  for  a beginning,  Mary  help  me  by  your 
prayers- 

Jan'10  Aunt  Nelson  k George  still  live  in  Nauvoo,  they  live  in  most  respects 
as  they  done  in  Far  West.-  George  still  does  a little  at  courting,  he  seems 
partial  to  English  woemen  [sic],  there  is  an  excellnat  [sic]  little  widow  of 
that  nation  whom  he  goes  uncommon  often  to  see,  he  might  get  married  yet!!! 
There's  no  telling.-  We  would  be  glad  to  know  particularly  how  Mrs.  Graham  k 

her  family  are,  tell  her  we  don't  forget  her  nor  her  family,  give  our  kind  love 

to  her  k Mrs  Dyson.  Tell  them  from  me  to  hold  fast  the  truth,  k the  "beginning 
of  their  confidence  firm  unto  the  end,  for  yet  a little  while,  k he  that  shall 
come  will  come,  and  will  not  tarry.  Now  the  just  shall  live  by  faith;  but  if 
any  man  draw  back  my  soul  with  God,  shall  have  no  pleasure  in  him".  The  work 
is  progressing  gloriously,  every  where  in  Europe  k America,  and  the  signs 
following  those  that  believe".-  Is  Mr  Rintout  still  living  at  Streetsville?- 
I think  he'l  come  into  the  Church  yet.-  My  health  is  very  poor  at  this  time, 

a severe  cold  seated  on  my  lungs;  but  I am  some  better  now  than  I have  been  a 

month  past.  Can  you  learn  how  k where  Mr  k Mrs  Pickard  are?-  Ah!  I am  grieved 
that  they  are  not  members  of  this  church  give  our  love  to  them  if  in  your  power- 
we  would  be  glad  to  know  how  Doctor  Crombee  k lady  are?  Present  our  kind 
respects  to  the  if  you  have  opportunity.  Also  to  Mr  Seavens  k family’;  but  time 
would  fail  to  mention  all;  therefore  Remember  us  to  all  our  friends  k neighbors. 
My  dear  children  how  preposterous,  how  unlikely,  how  absurd,  how  foolish  yea  k 
Blasphemous  [“the  world  think]  it  is  for  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter 
saints  to  pretend  that  Joseph  Smith  is  a Prophet  of  the  Lord,  and  has  had  the 
things  revealed  to  him  & others,  which  are  taught  by  him  k promulgated  to  the 
world  k most  surely  believed  among  us  vis:  that  the  Book  of  Mormon  is  True:  that 
he  translated  it  by  the  gift  k power  of  God;  that  All  Israel  are  to  be  gathered 
in  this  generation:  "the  gospel  be  again  preached  in  all  the  world,  first  unto 
the  gentiles,  and  then  unto  the  jews,  for  a witness  unto  all  nations".  All  the 
children  of  God,  which  are  scattered  abroad,  to  be  gathered  together  in  one;  the 
wicked  to  be  consumed  by  the  Vials  of  the  wrath  of  God  being  poured  out  on  this 
generation,  in  some  judgements  of  war,  famine,  pestilence.  Earthquakes,  the  sea 
k the  waves  roaring  k bursting  beyond  their  bounds,  k sweeping  away  towns  k 
Cities  with  their  unbelieving  inhabitants,  "Whirlwinds,  Tornadoes,  Hail  storms. 
Flies  to  bite,  sting  k poison  the  flesh  of  man,  so  as  to  cause  their  flesh  to 
rot  k fall  from  their  bones;  k passing  over  many  other  plagues,  k of  long 
continuance,  last  of  all  Devouring  fire  to  consume  those  of  the  wicked  who  have 
escaped  the  former  judgements  k repented  not;  with  the  Coming  of  the  Son  of  Man 
to  redeem  his  people  Israel;  from  their  enemies,  to  establish  his  kingdom  on  the 
earth,  k to  Live  k reign  on  the  earth  with  his  Saints,  a thousand  years.  And 
all  to  be  accomplished  in  this  generation,  except  the  thousand  years  reign.  I 
say  it  appears  to  mankind  in  general  Madness:  as  much  so,  as  it  did  to  the 
Antediluvians  to  hear  Noah  preaching  to  them  repentance,  or  they  would  be  all 
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destroyed  by  the  waters  of  the  deluge.  Nevertheless;  All  these  things  will  be 
fulfilled  in  their  season;  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it.  If  an 

Elder, or  priest  should  visit  your  region  before  you  leave  there  you  are  at 

liberty  to  do  your  first  works  if  you  wish  it  yourselves.-  And  as  this  may  be 
the  last  letter  you  may  ever  receive  of  my  writing,  I beg  of  you  all  to  embrace 
this  work  with  All  vour  hearts.  & obey  the  gospel  k be  gathered  with  the  Saints; 
Don't  expect  perfection  in  others  and  neglect  the  examination  of  your  own  hearts 
k conduct-  I have  heard  that  it  has  been  noised  aborad  in  Canada  what  a state 

of  poverty  we  are  reduced  to;  I would  say  in  regard  to  that.  Thank  God  we  have 

both  food  k raiment  convenient  for  us,  St  we  are  content:  And  if  I were  offered 

my  old  place  in  Canada  back  again,  on  condition  that  I should  return  k live  there 

my  days  I durst  not  do  it,  there  is  no  desire  in  my  heart  to  do  it,  I have  no 

hankering  no  longing  desire  after  it,  I am  quite  easy,  k happy  without  it-  Thank 

God  for  what  we  enjoy  of  spiritual  k temporal  blessings  in  the  mean  time,  and 

for  the  cheering  prospects  which  lie  in  the  futurity:  but  I lament  your  absence 
from  the  work,  k people  of  the  Lora,  What?-  Can  people  live  no  where  but  in 
Canada?-  Several  of  the  Cities  of  the  Nephites  have  been  found  in  Central  America 
by  Messers.  Stephens  k Catherwood,  men  appointed  and  sent  by  President  Van  Euren, 
to  explore  those  Regions,  dark  with  [ ? ] for  Antiquities:  And  theCy]  have 

succeeded  in  finding  splendid  palaces,  towers.  Aqueducts,  large  Cities,  of  many 
miles  in  circumference,  pyramids,  statues  of  men  k women.  Children  k beasts,  k 
fowls,  beautiful  paintings.  Stucco  work  almost  numberless  hyrogliphiks  [sic]. 
Arches,  columns.  Palaces  between  2 k cQd  feet  in  f ront ,. richly  ornamented;  all 
bearing  witness  of  the  truth  of  the  book  of  Mormon  [Page  4]  Two  years  after 
the  book  of  Mormon  was  published,  A Mr  Furguson,  Author  of  a book  called 
"American  Antiquities,"  describes  one  stronghold,  which  no  doubt  was  one 
belonging  to  the  Gaaianton  Robbers  of  whom  we  have  an  account  in  the  book  of 
Mormon.-  "On  a mountain  called  the  Lookout  mountain,  belonging  to  the  vast 
Allegheny  chain,  running  between  the  Tennessee  k Coos  rivers,  rising,  about  1000 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  surrounding  valley.  The  top  of  the  mountain  is 
mostly  level;  but  presents  to  the  eye  an  almost  barren  waste.  On  this  range 
notwithstanding  its  height,  a river  has  its  source,  and  after  traversing  it  for 
about  70  miles,  plunges  over  a precipice.  The  rock  from  which  the  water  falls 
is  circular  k juts  over  considerably.  Immediately  below  the  fall,  on  each  side 
of  the  river,  are  bluffs,  which  rise  about  200  feet.  Around  one  of  these  bluffs 
the  river  makes  a bend,  which  gives  it  the  from  of  a peninsula  on  the  top  of  this 
are  the  remains  of  fortifications,  which  consist  of  a stone  wall,  built  on  the 
very  brow  of  this  tremendous  ledge.  The  whole  length  of  the  wall,  following  the 
very  course  of  the  brink  of  this  precipice  is  thirty  seven  rods  and  eight  feet, 
including  about  2 acres  of  ground,  the  only  descent  from  this  place,  is  between 
2 rocks,  for  about  thirty  feet,  when  a bench  of  the  ledge  presents  itself  from 
to  5 feet  in  width,  and  ninety  feet  long.  This  bench  is  the  only  road,  or  path 
up  from  the  water's  edge  to  the  summit.  But  just  at  the  foot  of  the  two  rocks, 
where  they  formed  by  dint  of  labour  [sic].  The  entrance  to  these  rooms  is  very 
small,  but  when  within  they  are  found  to  communicate  with  each  other  by  doors 
or  appertures  [sic]."-  Me  Furguson  the  Antiquarian,  thinks  them  to  have  been 
constructed  during  some  dreadful  war  and  those  who  constructed  them  to  have  acted 
on  the  defensive;  and  believes  that  20  men  could  have  withstood  the  whole  Army 
of  Xerxes,  as  it  was  impossible  for  more  than  one  to  pass  at  a .time,  and  might 
by  the  slightest  push  be  hurled  at  least  an  hundred  and  fifty  feet  down  the 
rocks.-  but  Mary,  the  book  of  Mormon,  page  479  [‘second  edition]  tells  us  about 

these  strongholds  k secret  hiding  places,  before  they  have  been  discovered  by 

these  travelers;  thank  God  for  it.

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Section  2 
Ann  SCOTT 

(1805-1891) 

2 Ann  SCOTT,  daughter  of  Jacob  SCOTT1  and  Sarah  WARNOCK,  bom  25  Nov  1805  in  Armagh,  Ireland;  she  was 
the  eldest  of  the  Scott  Children.  Ann  lived  in  Armagh  until  the  age  of  14  when  she  joined  her  family  in  their  migration 
to  Canada. 

She  and  her  father  were  the  first  of  the  family  to  join  the  Latter  Day  Saints  in  1837.  Ann  in  a unique  and 
interesting  way  contributed  to  the  growth  and  survival  of  the  Church  during  the  hard  times  in  Far  West,  MO. 

The  dark  days  of  1 838  and  1 839  in  Far  West  when  the  State  of  Missouri,  in  particular  Governor  Boggs,  was  doing 
all  he  could  to  drive  the  Mormons  out  of  the  state.  It  was  not  uncommon  for  gangs  to  invade  Mormon  homes,  steal 
whatever  suited  them  and  destroy  whatever  may  be  left.  These  times  are  often  referred  to  by  the  historians  as  “The 
Mormon  Wars.”  The  Mormons  would  often  hide  their  valuables  or  move  them  from  place  to  place  to  escape  being  lost. 

“Sarah  SCOTT  was  Ann’s  Youngest  sister  and  had  married  James  MULHOLLAND  who  was 
secretary  to  Joseph  SMITH  Jr.  Joseph,  at  this  particular  time,  was  being  held  in  the  Liberty, 

Missouri  jail  consequently  James  kept  most  of  the  important  Church  papers.  James  was  known  to  the 
looters  and  had  very  little  freedom  or  safety.  After  a number  of  discussions  it  was  decided  that  Ann, 
who  was  thirty  three  and  unmarried  at  this  time,  would  be  responsible  for  the  papers.  Ann  devised 
and  made  two  large  cloth  bags  which  she  would  tie  around  her  waist  that  hung  below  her  full  winter 
skirt.  She  would  keep  the  papers  with  her  during  the  days  when  she  was  out  of  her  home  and  hide 
them  in  her  bed  at  night.  Eventually  she  would  turn  the  care  of  them  over  to  Emma  SMITH,  Joseph’s 
first  wife  who  would  protect  them  in  much  the  same  manner.” 

Ann  married  Charles  DAVIS  in  October  1845.  Charles  was  from  England  and  14  years  her  junior.  In  May  of 
the  following  year  they  moved  to  Verce,  Wisconsin.  She  and  Charles  became  active  members  of  the  Reorganized 
Church  and  their  names  appear  in  many  of  their  records.  The  latest  record  shows  both  she,  her  sister,  Sarah  SCOTT7 
(married:  (1)  James  MULHOLLAND  and,  (2)  Alexander  MULLENDER),  and  their  brother,  Issac  Frank  SCOTT6 
as  members  of  the  East  Delavan  Branch  of  the  RLDS  Church,  Delavan,  WI  (this  is  a small  town  South  West  of 
Milwaukee  near  the  Illinois  border).  In  her  later  years  Ann  dictated  a series  of  remembrances,  which  are  only  quoted 
in  part  in  this  writing.  They  have  provided  much  of  the  personal  background  of  the  SCOTT  family  and  are  interesting 
reading. 

Ann  SCOTT  and  Charles  DAVIS  had  no  children;  she  died  in  Lyons,  WI,  on  24  May  1891  at  the  age  of  86. 
Charles  died  sixteen  years  later  on  20  September  1907,  also  in  Lyons.

Jane  SCOTT 

1834  - 1878 

3 Jane  SCOTT,  daughter  of  Jacob  SCOTT  and  Sarah  WARNOCK,  was  bom  1 Oct  1806  in  Armagh,  Ireland. 

She  married  Isaac  ASKIN,  15  Apr  1834  in  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada.  He  was  bom  in  1807  in  Canada. 

Isaac  died  in  1883  in  Canada.  Jane  died  24  Oct  1878. 

They  have  the  following  children: 

3.1  John  ASKIN,  born  18  Feb  1836,  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada;  died  1906 

3.2  Jacob  ASKIN,  bom  1838  in  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada  } died  in  infancy. 

3.3  Deborah  ASKIN,  bom  2 Nov  1839,  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada;  died  in  infancy. 

3.4  Isaac  ASKIN,  bom  18  May  1841,  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada,  died  April  1916. 

3.5  Mary  Ann  ASKIN,  born  1 845,  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada , died  in  infancy. 

3.6  Sarah  ASKIN,  born  27  mar  1 843, Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada,  died  1924,  Lyons,  Wisconsin,  Urirwl. 

3.7  Robert  ASKIN,  bom  3 Apr  1 846,  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada,  died  in  1910. 

3.8  Jane  ASKIN,  bom  1848,  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada,  died  in  infancy. 

3.9  Richard  ASKIN,  born  28  Aug  1850,  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada,  died  in  1915. 


Nothing  more  is  known  about  this  branch  of  the  family. 


Section  4 

Mary  SCOTT 

(1808-1902) 

4 Mary  SCOTT,  daughter  of  Jacob  SCOTT  and  Sarah  WARNOCK,  bom  2 Nov  1808  in  Armagh,  Armagh,  Ireland; 
died  1902  in  Lamoni,  IA.  Mary  spent  her  early  childhood  in  Armagh  and  at  the  age  of  1 1 migrated  to  Trafalger, 
Ontario,  Canada  with  her  family.  From  everything  we  know  Mary’s  life  in  Trafalger  during  her  teen  and  early 
womanhood  years  was  prosperous  and  comfortable. 

On  19  July  1833  she  married  William  WARNOCK  at  the  Scott  family  home  in  Trafalger,  Canada. 

William  WARNOCK,  son  of  Robert  WARNOCK  and  Elizabeth  DONNELY,  was  bom  1 Jun  1801;  died  1897 
in  Farmington,  IA.  We  do  not  know  if  William  and  Sarah  WARNOCK,  wife  of  Jacob  SCOTT,  were  related  or  what 
the  relationship  might  have  been.  There  is  a good  probability  that  the  families  knew  each  other  in  that  William  went 
directly  to  Trafalger,  Canada  upon  emigrating  from  Ireland.  William  left  Ireland  in  1 824  at  the  age  of  twenty-three  and 
arrived  in  Ontario,  Canada  the  same  year. 

William  and  Mary  were  baptized  into  the  L.D.S.  Church  in  1837.  They  followed  the  Scott  family  to  Far  West, 
Caldwell,  Missouri  in  1838.  They  too  experienced  the  hostility  of  the  “Mormon  Wars"  and  were  forced  to  move  and 
leave  Far  West.  How  difficult  it  must  have  been  for  Mary  during  those  years  to  move  from  Ontario  to  Far  West  in  a 
very  pregnant  condition  with  Robert,  with  two  very  young  baby  daughters  and  suffer  through  the  trials  of  the  constant 
raids  and  hostile  actions. 

In  1842  William  and  his  family  returned  to  Halton,  Ontario,  Canada,  where  he  would  remain  until  1871.  William 
was  very  active  with  the  Reorganized  L.D.S.  Church  and  is  listed  as  an  original  founder  in  Canada.  It  has  been  reported 
from  several  sources  that  William  and  Mary  had  a total  of  eleven  children.  To  date  we  have  found  no  record  of  the 
missing  six  children. 

In  1871  William  and  Mary  returned  to  Farmington,  IA  where  they  remained  until  the  end  of  their  lives.  Their 
house  is  still  standing  in  Farmington  and  is  in  the  process  of  becoming  a historical  landmark. 

Here  too  they  were  active  in  the  Reorganized  L.D.S.  Church.  Susan,  the  youngest  daughter,  never  married  and 
took  care  of  both  William  and  Mary  through  their  last  years.  Their  daughter,  Mary  Jane  died  on  10  May  1881  in 
Farmington  and  their  son  Jacob  died  in  Clarksdale,  Missouri  on  28  Jan  1891,  both  from  heart  problems;  neither  ever 
married.

In  the  last  years  we  have  a letter  that  Susan  wrote  to  one  of  her  Scott  cousins  that  speaks  of  her  parents  declining 
health.  William  died  on  12  Feb  1897;  his  obituary  appearing  in  the  Farmington  News  of  18  Feb  and  The  Saints  Herald. 
Mary  died  several  years  later  in  1902  in  a rest  home  run  by  the  RLDS  Church  in  Lamoni,  IA.  Mary’s  obituary  appeared 
in  The  Saints  Herald  in  1903.  Mary  left  a substantial  amount  of  land  to  the  RLDS  Church  along  with  Jacob’s  letters. 
She  was  buried  in  the  Warnock  family  plot  in  Farmington  along  with  others  in  the  family.  One  of  the  very  few 


pictures  we  have  of  the  early  Wamock  or  Scott  families  is  of  William  at  about  age  of  60  taken  in  Farmington. 

William  and  Mary  had  five  children  for  which  we  have  records. 

4. 1 Sarah  WARNOCK,  bom  24  May  1 834  in  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada.  She  went  to  Far  West  with  the 
family  in  1837  and  subsequently  returned  to  Canada  after  fleeing  Missouri.  She  married  William 
PENDLETON  on  22  Dec  1863  in  Brampton,  Ontario,  Canada.  Sarah  and  William  had  no  children  and 
spent  most  of  their  lives  in  Farmington,  IA,  where  William  became  a prominent  member  of  the 
community.  Sarah  died  29  Aug  1913  and  is  buried  in  the  Wamock  family  plot  in  Farmington,  IA. 

4.2  Mary  Jane  WARNOCK,  bom  23  Sep  1837  in  Farmington,  IA.  Mary  Jane  never  married  and  spent  most 
of  her  life  with  her  parents.  She  died  unexpectedly  of  a heart  attack  on  1 1 May  1881  and  is  buried 
in  Farmington.

4.3  Robert  WARNOCK,  son  of  Mary  SCOTT  (Jacob1)  and  William  WARNOCK,  bom  7 Jan  1840  in  Far  West, 
Caldwell,  MO.  He  moved  with  his  family  to  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada  in  1843.  He  was  baptized  into  the  Reorganized 
L.D.S.  Church  on  5 March  1864  in  Streetsville,  Peel  County,  Canada  West;  as  you  can  see  this  is  the  first  of  a lifetime 
of  association  with  the  RLDS  Church.  In  March  1866  he  was  ordained  an  Elder  in  Garafraxa,  Wellington, 
Ontario,  Canada. 

Robert  married  (1)  Martha  Ann  FARLOW  in  Jan  1865.  Martha,  bom  in  1840  was  also  from  Halton,  Ontario, 
Canada  and  it  was  said  that  the  Farlow  family  came  to  Canada  from  Ireland  about  the  same  time  as  William 
WARNOCK. 

In  1874  Robert  was  assigned  by  the  RLDS  Church  to  go  on  a mission  to  Salt  Lake  City,  UT  to  preach  the 
Reorganized  doctrine.  The  years  spent  in  Utah  were  very  eventful  for  Robert;  he  was  visited  by  Joseph  SMITH  III 
on  several  occasions  and  is  mentioned  a number  of  times  in  his  biography.  In  1 879  the  organization  of  the  Utah  Mission 
was  listed  with  W.  W.  BLAIR  presiding;  Robert  WARNOCK,  financial  agent,  and  Joseph  FOREMAN,  secretary. 
In  the  1880  Federal  Census  the  Wamock  household  is  shown  to  be  living  on  2nd  West  and  4th  South  along  with  Martha’s 
younger  brother  and  his  wife,  W.  W.  BLAIR  and  a young  Swedish  housekeeper. 

Robert  traveled  extensively  throughout  the  state,  which  at  that  time  was  a slow  process.  At  almost  every  stop 
he  preached  the  merits  of  his  church  and  speaks  of  the  numerous  baptisms  he  performed.  As  the  years  passed  the 
records  and  letters  became  more  infrequent.  On  9 Jul  1 890  Robert  wrote  a letter  to  his  friend  and  associate  W.  W. 
BLAIR  that  explains  much  of  what  happened  in  the  Wamock  family.  It  appears  that  over  the  years  in  Utah  Robert  built 
up  a large  debt  and  had  to  leave  the  mission  and  the  family.  The  family  split  in  two  groups  with  William  and  young 
Robert  going  with  their  father  to  Marysville,  Utah  and  working  in  the  mines  and  Clarence  and  his  mother,  Martha, 
staying  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Martha  died  in  Salt  lake  City  in  Oct  1891  at  the  age  of  5 1 . Her  remains  were  returned  to  Iowa 
and  she  is  buried  in  the  Wamock  family  plot  in  Farmington,  IA. 

They  have  the  following  children:

4.3.2  William  (Will)  Farlow  WARNOCK,  bom  1869  in  Farmington,  IA.  William,  always  known  as  “Will” 
went  with  his  family  to  Salt  Lake  City  and  then  with  his  father  into  the  mines  in  Marysvale,  Piute,  UT. 
He  remained  long  after  his  father  and  brother,  Robert,  had  left.  It  is  not  clear  what  happened  to  Will  but 
there  are  references  to  his  poor  health.  In  1905  his  brother,  Clarence  wrote  a letter  to  Will  and  included 
a letter  from  his  father,  Robert;  the  letters  were  never  delivered.  William  WARNOCK  never  married 
and  died  in  Marysvale,  Piute,  UT  at  the  age  of  36. 

4.3.3  Robert  Davis  WARNOCK,  bom  in  Apr  1871  in  Nauvoo,  IL.  Robert,  like  his  brother  Will  was  an  avid 
prospector  and  miner.  Often  they  would  leave  their  belongings  with  Clarence  and  head  into  the  mountains 
to  prospect.  Robert  never  married  and  died  in  the  mining  town  of  Bishop,  Inyo,  CA  on  22  Jul  1935. 

On  3 Feb  1894  Robert  now  54  years  old,  married  (2)  Minnie  Eugenia  JULIAN  in  Lamoni,  Decatur,  IA;  it  was 
the  second  marriage  for  both  of  them.  Both  Joseph  SMITH  III  and  W.  W.  BLAIR  attended  the  wedding.  Minnie 
Eugenia  JULIAN  was  bom  8 Jun  1859  in  Sacramento,  CA,  her  first  husband  was  William  ANDERSON  who  died  in 
1888  and  also  served  as  a missionary  for  the  RLDS  Church  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Robert  and  Minnie  lived  most  of  their  lives  in  Independence,  MO  and  remained  very  active  in  the  RLDS  Church. 
In  1903  Robert  wrote  a letter  to  his  son  William  and  asked  that  he  come  back  to  Missouri  and  help  him  establish  a tree 
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painting  business,  the  letter  was  never  delivered.  The  letter  to  Will  does  not  appear  to  have  the  religious  fervor  that  once 
dominated  Robert’s  writing  and  speaks  of  everyday  problems  of  setting  up  a new  business. 

Robert  died  in  Independence,  MO,  20  Mar  1925  at  age  of  85.

4.3.1  Clarence  Scott  WARNOCK,  son  of  Robert  WARNOCK  (Mary4,  Jacob1)  and  Martha  Ann  FARLOW,  bom 
29  Jan  1866  in  Ontario,  Canada;  died  Oct  1934  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Salt  Lake,  UT.  Clarence  was  the  oldest  of  three  sons 
of  Robert  and  Martha.  Following  his  birth  the  family  moved  to  Farmington,  IA  where  William  WARNOCK,  his 
grandfather  and  family  lived. 

In  1874  the  family  moved  to  Salt  Lake  City,  UT;  where  Clarence  remained  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  The  Robert 
WARNOCK  household  was  large  and  apparently  very  busy;  the  1880  Federal  Census  shows  a total  of  ten  people  living 
in  the  house  on  2nd  West:  Robert  and  Martha;  three  boys,  Clarence,  William  and  Robert;  Martha’s  brother  and  his  wife, 
John  and  Mary  Jane;  a servant  girl,  Emma  Christianson  and  a boarder,  William  W.  BLAIR. 

Clarence  and  his  Uncle  John  FARLOW,  who  was  also  living  in  the  household  were  required  to  support  much 
of  the  financial  burden.  The  bad  period  for  the  family  appears  to  have  occurred  in  the  last  half  of  the  1 880's  when 
Clarence  was  between  18  and  24  years  old;  Robert  and  the  other  two  sons,  William  and  Robert  Jr.  had  left  Salt  Lake 
City  and  were  working  in  Marysvale,  Piute,  UT  as  prospectors  and  miners.  Robert  was  no  longer  associated  with  the 
mission. 

In  1 895  Clarence  went  into  partnership  with  James  KNIGHT.  The  Knight  and  Warnock  partnership  (Brokers 
in  ores  and  cyanides)  was  an  association  that  lasted  for  the  next  30  years.  Clarence  never  made  a lot  of  money  in  this 
business  but  he,  like  his  brothers  Will  and  Robert,  who  were  prospectors,  thought  that  mining  might  be  his  chance  for 
big  money.  In  spite  of  his  quest  for  riches  in  the  mining  business  his  real  livelihood  was  the  insurance  company  that 
he  founded  and  eventually  passed  on  to  his  son  Robert  O.  WARNOCK. 

Clarence  married  May  OLIVER,  of  San  Francisco,  CA.  They  were  married  in  San  Francisco  in  1898;  Clarence 
was  32  and  May  was  21.  May  was  bom  12  May  1876  in  San  Francisco,  San  Francisco,  CA.  Her  father  was  Henry 
OLIVER,  bom  in  Philadelphia  and  her  mother  Amanda  GALLAGHER,  bom  in  Australia.  Clarence  and  May  took 
up  residence  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  Clarence  WARNOCK  family  was  the  building  of  the  house  in  Salt  Lake  City  on 
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“E  “ Street.  The  house  is  a wonderful  example  of  the  homes  that  were  being  built  in  that  area  of  Salt  Lake  City  at  that 
time.  It  was  recently  restored  to  its  original  condition  and  is  in  sue  today.  The  family  spent  the  next  25  years  in  this 
house. 

Clarence  WARNOCK  never  embraced  the  Reorganized  or  Brigham  Young’s  interpretation  of  the  Latter  Day 
Saints;  rather  he  chose  to  be  nondenominational  and  allowed  his  four  sons  to  be  raised  in  the  Episcopal  church  by  their 
Mother,  May. 

In  1934  as  Clarence  was  leaving  his  office  in  the  Kerns  Building  in  downtown  Salt  Lake  City,  he  slipped  and  fell, 
breaking  his  kneecap.  After  a series  of  infections  compounded  by  arteriosclerosis  Clarence  died  3 Oct  1934;  he  was 
68  years  old. 

May  lived  on  in  frail  and  declining  health.  After  a series  of  strokes  May  died  on  12  Jun  1943  in  Holladay,  UT; 
she  was  67  years  old.

Farlow  and  Rachel  led  quiet,  uneventful  lives,  often  seeing  and  associating  with  their  friends  that  had  also 
migrated  to  Los  Angeles  from  Salt  Lake  City.  Farlow  retired  in  1975  and  after  several  years  of  ill  health  died  in  1978 
in  Los  Angeles.

The  reoccurring  theme  that  I have  found  with  all  of  my  sources  of  information  was  that  the  years  between  1900 
and  1919  were  idyllic  for  the  Wamock  family.  In  a taped  interview  held  by  Gayle  WARNOCK  (PERRY)  with 
her  father,  Robert,  he  reminisced  about  the  early  days  of  the  family  and  some  of  the  things  they  did.  He  tells  of 
sledding  in  the  winter  down  South  Temple  St,  which  to  those  who  grew  up  in  Salt  Lake  City,  is  a very  busy  street.  The 
boys  would  have  one  of  their  number  buy  a ticket  on  the  street  car  which  were  running  at  that  time,  throw  a rope  out 
of  a window  so  the  others  could  hitch  a free  ride  up  the  hill. 

Robert  met  and  married  Margaret  (Dutch)  GODBE,  daughter  of  Anthony  Hampton  GODBE  and  Ruby 
CLAWSON,  on  2 Jun  1923  in  Salt  Lake  City,  UT.  Margaret  was  bom  18  May  1901  in  Salt  Lake  City,  UT. 

The  depression  years  were,  like  with  so  many  other  young  married  couples,  tough  for  Robert  and  Margaret.  At 
one  point  the  family  moved  in  with  Clarence  and  May,  his  parents.  Robert  spent  many  days  and  weeks  on  the  road 
for  Motor  Mercantile  Company  and  General  Tire.  Eventually  Robert  took  over  Wamock  Insurance  Agency  where  he 
finished  his  business  career. 

In  1952  a momentous  event  occurred;  Robert  O.  WARNOCK,  at  the  age  of  50  took  up  skiing.  He  not  only 
took  up  skiing;  he  pushed  the  sport  to  the  limit  and  savored  it  to  an  extent  that  he  became  something  of  a legend  on 
the  Utah  slopes. 

Robert’s  other  sport  mistress  was  golf  and  was  a very  early  member  of  the  Ft  Douglas  Hidden  Valley  Country 

Club. 

At  the  age  of  80  Robert’s  heart  could  no  longer  tolerate  the  altitude  and  he  was  forced  to  give  up  skiing.  Four 
years  later  in  1986,  after  a wonderful  active  life,  Robert  O.  WARNOCK  died  at  the  age  of  84  and  is  buried  in  Salt 
Lake  where  he  lived  his  life.  They  had  four  children:

Bob  married  Joan  LINGENFELTER,  daughter  of  Ben  LINGENFELTER(1904-1976)  and  Winifred 
VanDYKE(  1905- 1994),  26  Feb  1948  in  the  Lingenfelter  house  on  13th  Avenue  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Salt  Lake,  UT. 

Bob  went  on  to  have  an  illustrious  career  in  Biology.  He  became  Department  Head  of  the  Biology  Department 
of  Westminster  University  and  published  numerous  papers  and  studies.  He  received  the  Outstanding  Teacher  Award 
and  continues  to  share  time  with  the  students.

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In  1923  Ned  entered  the  University  of  Utah  where  he  majored  in  English.  He  became  a member  of  the  Sigma 
Chi  fraternity  and  by  his  own  admission  had  a very  good  time  in  college.  He  attended  law  school  and  received  his  law 
degree  and  was  admitted  to  the  Utah  State  Bar  on  5 Jun  1928. 

After  graduating  Ned  became  very  active  in  the  Democratic  Party  and  even  managed  a gubernatorial  campaign 
in  1930.  He  remained  a staunch  Democrat  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  During  this  time  he  was  able  to  get  a job  with  the 
Utah  State  Tax  Commission  for  $175  a month;  during  the  depression  this  was  very  fortunate  and  considered  almost 
affluent.

Elizabeth  Meneary,  daughter  of  William  Wallace  Meneary  and  Catharine  McMillan 
(McMillin,  McMillen),  was  born  10  Sept  1815,  Dublin,  Ireland.  She  came  to  Canada 
with  her  parents.  She  was  one  of  nine  children.  The  family  came  to  Canada  between 
1819  and  1822  according  to,  the  births  of  the  children. 

Elizabeth  married  John  Scott,  son  of  Jacob  Scott  and  Sarah  Warnock,  15  April, 
1836,  in  the  Scott  home  , called  "Ebinezer  Hall",  in  Trafalgar,  Ontario,  Canada. 
While  living  in  Canada  their  oldest  son  was  born  and  named  Isaac. 

Elder  Russell,  one  of  Canada's  pioneer  missionaries  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latterday  Saints,  came  to  Churchville,  a village  three  miles  from  where 
they  lived,  and  held  meetings.  Jacob  Scott  embraced  the  gospel  and  after  this 
his  entire  family  came  into  the  church:  Ann,  Jane,  Mary,  John,  Isaac  F.,  Sarah, 

Jacob  and  Robert  T.  Scott.  John  Scott  and  wife  Elizabeth  (Meneary)  Scott  were 
baptized  May  6,  1836, at  Churchville,  Canada,  by  Isaac  Russell. 

The  next  year  John  Scott  and  wife  Elizabeth  and  baby  son  made  arrangements  to 
move  with  the  saints  to  Far  West,  Missouri,  along  with  Jacob  and  his  family.  They 
left  Canada  on  June  7,  1838  and  arrived  in  Far  West,  Missouri,  on  Sept.  2,  1838, 
passing  through  great  hardships  and  persecutions  with  the  Saints  at  that  time. 
They  left  Far  West  May  18,  1840  locating  in  Nauvoo,  Illinois. 

In  Nauvoo  John  was  ordained  a Seventy  and  became  President  of  the  tenth  Quorum 
of  Seventies  when  they  were  first  organized  at  Nauvoo.  Me  accepted  the  doctrine 
of  plural  marriage  and  took  for  his  plural  wives  Mary  Pugh  3rd  of  Feb.  1845  and 
Sarah  Ann  Willis  March  24,  1846.  Elizabeth  had  accepted  this  doctrine  also  and 
given  her  consent. 

During  the  dark  days  of  the  years  in  Nauvoo  and  the  martyrdom  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph, Elizabeth  was  a very  supporting  wife  and  mother.  By  March  1848  when  the 
Saints  were  ready  to  leave  Nauvoo  by  crossing  the  river  on  the  ice  with  their 
wagons,  teams,  belongings  and  families,  Elizabeth  and  John  had  five  children: 

Isaac,  b 15  Feb  1837;  Matilda,  b 6 Sep  1838,  Far  West,  Caldwell  Co.  Mo;  Louisa, 
h.  20  Mar  1840,  Bloomfield,  Johnson  Co.  111.;  Ephraim  b 6 June  1842,  NaUVoo,  111.; 

and  John  William  Scott,  b 6 Nov  1844,  Nauvoo,  Hancock,  111.  A sixth  child, 
Elizabeth  Scott  was  born  15  Mar  1847  at  Winter  Quarters,  Douglas  Co.,  Nebr.

5 Esther  TEATES,  4th  wife  of  John*  (Jacob1)  daughter  of  George  TEATES  and  Nary  CHAICE,  was  born 
4 Apr  1843  in  Worcestershire,  England.  She  married  John  SCOTT  13  Feb  1860  by  Brigham  Young  in  his 
private  office.  They  were  sealed  in  the  Old  Endowment  House  the  following  year.  Esther  TEATES  AND  John 
SCOTT  were  the  parents  of  seven  children:

BIOGRAPHY  OF  ESTHER  YEATES  SCOTT 

5 Esther  Yeates  SCOTT,  the  third  child  of  George  YEATES  and  Mary  CHANCE,  was  born  April  4,  1843, 
in  Worcestershire,  England.  She  joined  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  in  her  native 
land.  The  Latter  Day  Saints  were  very  unpopular  about  that  time  and  anyone  who  would  join  those  "horrid 
Mormons",  as  they  were  commonly  called,  would  often  have  to  sacrifice  friends  and  even  loved  ones. 

She  was  engaged  to  a young  man  in  England,  but  sacrificed  that  love  for  the  love  of  the  Mormon 
Church,  which  she  knew  was  founded  by  the  gift  and  power  of  God. 

She  left  her  family,  friends  and  native  land  on  her  16th  birthday,  and  came  alone  on  a sailing 
vessel  to  America,  leaving  her  father,  mother,  brother,  and  sister  who  joined  her  later  as  circumstances 
made  it  possible  for  them  to  do  so. 


John  Scott  and  Roxy  Angeline  Keller 


Angeline  Keller  was  bom  29  April  1851  in  Millcreek,  Utah.  She  was  the  eighth  child  of  Alva  Keller  and 
Roxy  Lucina  Elliot.  Her  older  sister,  Nancy  Ann,  was  fifteen  years  old  when  their  parents  came  to  the  valley.  She 
had  walked  nearly  every  mile  of  the  long  trek  across  the  plains.  Alva  Keller  settled  in  South  Fork  for  the  first 
winter  before  moving  to  Millcreek.  He  dug  a two  roomed  house  into  the  bank  of  Millcreek.  He  planted  apple  seeds 
and  sugar  cane  and  he  also  dug  the  first  irrigation  ditch.  Angeline  watched  the  crickets  come  like  a great  black 
blanket.  When  the  seagulls  came  and  did  their  work  there  was  nothing  left  but  a patch  of  potatoes.  She  was  four 
years  old  when  the  grasshopper  pest  came.  They  did  much  damage,  but  not  as  much  as  the  crickets.  When 
Johnson’s  Army  came  Angeline  was  six  years  old.  Her  father  took  his  family  to  Alpine  for  protection  until  they 
could  return  to  their  home  in  safety. 

In  1868  Angeline  became  the  fifth  wife  of  John  Scott.  She  was  seventeen  and  he  was  fifty-seven.  Her 
parents  encouraged  the  marriage  as  they  were  good  friends  and  knew  John  to  be  a good  man.  Angeline  lived  in 
Millville,  Utah  where  her  four  children  were  bom.  They  were:  Winfield  Madison,  Mary  A.,  Jacob  Thaddeus  and 
Roxy  Lucina.  Life  was  not  always  easy  for  Angeline  as  a young  wife  and  mother.  John  was  away  much  of  the 
time.  He  died  16  Dec  1876.  Five  years  later  Angeline  married  Tillman  Benoni  Clifford  (1881).  Angeline  had  six 
more  children:  Orren,  Mathau,  Hulda,  Ella,  William  and  Leal.  William  died  as  an  infant.  Mary  passed  away  when 
she  was  about  twelve  years  old. 

Angeline  and  Benoni  left  Utah  for  Canada  in  1893.  The  LDS  Church  encouraged  it’s  members  to  take 
advantage  of  the  free  homesteads  there.  They  traveled  by  wagon  with  their  four  children  and  Angeline’s  three  Scott 
children.  Winfield  was  twenty-two,  Jake  was  seventeen  and  Lucina  was  fifteen.  They  settled  in  Aetna,  Alberta  and 
took  a homestead  there.  While  living  in  Canada,  the  three  Scott  children  married:  Winfield  married  Johannah 
Katherine  Jensen,  (he  passed  away  three  years  later).  Jake  married  Winifred  Thomas  and  Lucina  married  Edward 
Blaser.  The  family  became  tired  of  the  cold  weather  in  Canada  and  moved  to  Oregon  in  about  1907  leaving  three 
loved  ones  in  the  cemetery:  Winfield,  Mathau  and  a little  granddaughter  , Luella  Blaser.  Jake  and  Lucina  followed 
them  to  Oregon  later. 

Angeline  was  a good  manager  and  a very  hard  worker.  She  canned  and  dried  fruit  and  vegetables.  She  dried 
herbs  which  she  used  for  different  ailments.  She  was  a good  cook  and  a devoted  mother.  She  knitted  and  sewed  and 
made  quilts  for  her  family.  Angeline  lived  mostly  with  Lucina  after  Benoni’s  death.  She  died  in  Lucina’s  home  19 
Mar  1924  from  complications  of  diabetes.  Her  family  had  great  love  for  her  and  will  always  remember  her  as  a 
good,  kind  person. 

She  died  in  Logan,  Cache,  UT,  21  Apr  1920  and  was  buried  in  Millville,  Cache,  UT.J

John  SCOTT 

1811- 1876 

5 "John  SCOTT  was  bom  in  Armagh,  Ireland,  May  6,  1811,  the  son  of  Jacob  SCOTT  and  Sarah  Warnock 
SCOTT.  Jacob  was  bom  in  Londonderry,  Ireland,  Aug  14,  1782  and  Sarah  was  bom  in  Armagh,  Ireland,  Aug  10, 
1779.  They  were  married  Jun  6,  1804,  in  Armagh,  Ireland,  by  the  Reverend  Thomas  Cummings  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  To  them  were  bom  eight  children,  four  boys  and  four  girls.  John  SCOTT  was  their  oldest  son.” 

“The  family  left  Ireland  Apr  5,  1819,  arriving  in  Quebec,  Canada  in  May.  They  moved  to  Toronto  and  then  on 
to  Markham  [?]  County.  Jacob  taught  school  in  Trafalger  [Township,  Halton  Co.,  Ontario,  Canada]  for  eight  years. 
He  received  one  hundred  dollars  bounty  from  the  British  Government  for  teaching  besides  the  subscriptive  fees  from 
the  parents  of  his  pupils.  The  family  owned  100  acres  of  land  in  Trafalger  [Township],  Canada,  given  by  the  Gov't,  to 
all  British  subjects  who  were  settlers.  Here  they  resided  for  1 8 years.  He  built  a large  house  there  and  named  it  Ebinezer 
Hall.  It  was  a beautiful  home.  —”A 

“Elizabeth  MENEARY,  daughter  of  William  Wallace  MENEARY  and  Catherine  McMILLAN  (McMILLIN, 
McMILLEN),  was  bom  10  Sep  1815,  Dublin,  Ireland.  She  came  to  Canada  with  her  parents.  She  was  one  of  nine 
children.  The  family  came  to  Canada  between  1819  and  1822  according  to  the  birth  records  of  the  children.” 

“Elizabeth  married  John  SCOTT,  son  of  Jacob  SCOTT  and  Sarah  WARNOCK,  15  Apr  1836,  in  the  Scott  home, 
called  “Ebenezer  Hall”,  in  Trafalger,  Ontario,  Canada.—” 

“Elder  Russell,  one  of  Canada’s  pioneer  missionaries  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints,  came  to 
Churchville,  a village  three  miles  from  where  they  lived,  and  held  meetings.  Jacob  SCOTT  embraced  the  gospel  and 
after  this  his  entire  family  came  into  the  Church:  — John  SCOTT  and  wife  Elizabeth  (Meneary)  SCOTTwere  baptized 
May  6,  1836,  at  Churchville,  Canada,  by  Isaac  Russell.” 

“The  next  year  John  SCOTT  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  and  baby  son  made  arrangements  to  move  to  Far  West, 
Missouri,  along  with  Jacob  and  his  family.”8 

They  moved  to  Far  West,  Missouri  on  Sep  2,  1 838,  passing  through  great  persecution  with  the  saints.  They  left  Far 
West,  Missouri,  May  18,  1840,  and  located  above  Nauvoo  about  five  miles.  While  living  near  the  Mississippi  River, 
Aug  9,  1841,  John's  mother,  Sarah,  died.  She  was  buried  in  Nauvoo.  His  father  Jacob  SCOTT  died  Jan  2,  1845.  Jacob 
lived  a life  of  true  holiness  and  devotion  to  God.  He  also  was  buried  in  Nauvoo.  Just  before  he  died  he  bore  a strong 
testimony  of  the  truthfulness  of  the  Gospel  to  his  family.”0 

“During  the  dark  days  of  the  years  in  Nauvoo  and  the  martydom  of  the  Prophet  Joseph,  Elizabeth  was  a very 
supporting  wife  and  mother.  By  March  1 846  when  the  Saints  were  ready  to  leave  Nauvoo  by  crossing  the  river  on  the 
ice  with  their  wagons,  teams,  belongings  and  families,  Elizabeth  and  John  had  five  children.  ...  A Sixth  child,  Elizabeth 
SCOTT  was  bom  15  Mar  1847  at  Winter  Quarters,  Douglas  Co.,  Nebr.”D 

“Under  date  of  Feb.  13,  1846  James  Smithies  writes  in  his  journal:  ‘We  left  Nauvoo  and  commenced  our  journeying 
in  the  wildreness.’  The  vanguard  of  the  Saints  moved  on  to  Sugar  Creek.  The  Scott  Wagons  with  John,  Elizabeth,  Mary 
and  Sarah  and  their  children  crossed  [the  Mississippi  River]  in  March  1 846.  The  body  of  the  Saints  went  on  to,  “Winter 
Quarters”  now  called  Florence,  Nebraska,  near  Omaha.”E 

“John  SCOTT  was  the  only  one  of  his  family  to  come  to  Utah  with  the  saints.  While  living  in  Nauvoo,  John  was 
ordained  a Seventy  and  became  president  of  the  Tenth  Quorum  of  Seventies  in  Nauvoo.  He  had  a brother  Jacob  who 
died  in  Nauvoo. ”F 

John  SCOTT’s  second  wife  was  Mary  PUGH.  “Mary  Pugh  SCOTT  was  born  10  Nov  1821,  at  Stretford, 
Hereford,  England,  a daughter  of  Edward  PUGH  and  Mary  BAILEY.  She  was  a twin,  but  Elizabeth,  her  sister,  lived 
only  a day  or  two.  Mary  was  Christened  10  March  1 822.  She  first  went  to  school  at  Dilwyn  Commons.  Afterwards 

ASarah  M.  Scott  Walker,  A SKETCH  OF  THE  LIFE  OF  JOHN  SCOTT,  editorial  clarifications  are  in  square 
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she  attended  Eardisland  School,  and  a private  school  at  Haven  Eilwyn.  Her  father  was  a mason  and  also  spent  part  of 
his  time  as  a farmer.  She  had  a good  education  attending  private  schools  and  was  taught  tailoring  by  a private 
governess,  so  she  was  a splendid  seamstress. 

Her  father  and  mother  were  well  to  do  and  had  a lovely  home.  It  was  then  that  she  first  heard  Mormonism  preached 
and  she  knew  it  to  be  true,  so  she  obeyed  her  impulse  and  joined  the  church,  being  baptized  at  Stratford,  England.  At 
the  risk  of  all  earthly  comforts  and  at  the  age  of  21,  she  left  father,  mother,  home  and  land  and  sailed  to  the  United 
States.  Eleven  years  later  her  mother  died. 

She  reached  Nauvoo  in  the  year  1842  without  money,  relatives  or  even  acquaintances.  But  saying  that  “this  people 
is  my  people,  and  their  God,  my  God,”  as  Ruth  of  old,  she  felt  perfectly  at  home  with  them  and  when  she  was  sick,  she 
was  comforted  and  cared  for.  She  married  John  SCOTT  in  1845.”° 

"Sarah  Ann  WILLIS  bom  4 February  1825  in  Pittsburgh,  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania,  she  married  John  Scott.  March 
24,  1846,  John  Scott’s  third  wife.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Benjamin  WILLIS  and  Hannah  H1MBLERIGHT.  Her 
parents  were  very  religious  and  Sarah  was  well  founded  in  the  Bible,  it  being  her  reader  at  school.  Her  parents  and 
whole  family  joined  the  L.  D.  S.  Church,  but  her  parents  refused  to  acknowledge  Brigham  Young  as  successor  to  the 
Presidency  of  the  Church  and  remained  in  the  East  when  the  Saints  moved  to  the  Rocky  Mountains.  Only  Sarah  and 
her  brother  John,  of  her  family  were  to  remain  in  The  Church.  John  died  while  crossing  the  plains  to  Utah  in  1856. 
Sarah’s  parents  came  west  as  part  of  the  Gold  Rush  to  California  and  passed  through  Salt  Lake  City  in  1 848,  but  her 
father  would  not  allow  his  wife  to  see  Sarah  because  he  was  so  opposed  to  plural  marriage.  It  was  a great  grief  to  Sarah 
to  find  out  later  that  her  parents  had  passed  through  Salt  Lake  City  and  did  not  stop  to  see  her.  Years  later  her  father 
came  to  Utah  when  he  was  about  80  years  old  and  announced  that  he  had  decided  to  go  back,  sell  out  and  come  to  Utah 
and  rejoin  the  Church.  He  went  back  to  Visalia,  CA,  but  he  never  lived  to  come  back  again.  Sarah  never  saw  her 
mother  again  after  leaving  Nauvoo,  IL.  Sarah  died  at  Millcreek,  Utah.H 

“He  [John]  was  chosen  one  of  Joseph  Smith's  body  guards,  which  position  he  held  until  the  Prophets'  martyrdom. 
He  often  related  experiences  he  had  with  the  Prophet  and  his  family,  how  he  loved  the  Prophet  and  would  have  gone 
through  even  death  for  him.  John  SCOTT  is  spoken  of  in  the  Hundred  Years  of  Mormonism,  also  in  the  Essentials  of 
Church  History.  These  mention  his  experiences  with  the  Prophet.  He  held  the  office  of  Colonel  in  the  first  Regiment, 
second  Cohort  of  the  Nauvoo  Legion.  When  the  Prophet  was  martyred,  he  went  with  others  to  get  their  bodies  to  bring 
to  Nauvoo  and  he  also  helped  with  their  burial.” 

“After  the  Prophet's  death,  there  was  a great  confusion  over  who  should  be  President  of  the  Church.  John  SCOTT 
and  his  three  wives,  Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Sarah,  all  bore  testimonies  of  the  transfiguration  of  Brigham  YOUNG.  They 
had  no  doubt  in  their  minds  and  knew  by  this  that  Brigham  YOUNG  was  the  man  for  this  position.” 

“The  following  was  taken  from  Heber  C.  KIMBALL 's  history:  "On  18  Feb  1846,  the  companies  were  being 
organized  and  made  ready  to  start  to  the  Rocky  Mountains.  In  the  exodus  from  Nauvoo,  they  secured  about  400 
wagons,  all  heavily  loaded.  Most  of  the  families  were  provided  with  provisions  to  do  several  months.  Colonel  Steven 
MARKHAM  and  about  100  pioneers  were  sent  in  advance  of  the  main  body  to  prepare  the  roads.  Colonel  John 
SCOTT  and  about  100  men  and  artillery  and  stout  horses  acted  as  police  guards,  armed  with  rifles.  On  the  morning 
of  1 March,  they  were  notified  to  be  ready  to  start  at  noon.  They  reached  the  Missouri  River  about  the  middle  of  June. 
Here  they  found  the  Pottawattamie  and  the  Omaha  Indians  friendly.” 

“It  was  then  the  call  came  for  600  men  to  go  to  Mexico  to  fight.  They  were  mustered  out.  The  Mormon  Battalion 
started  out  about  the  middle  of  July.  The  saints  going  to  the  Rocky  Mountains  for  the  season  were  now  abandoned. 
John  SCOTT  was  very  prominent  as  a military  man  in  early  days  of  the  church.  The  Camp  of  Israel  prepared  to  go 
into  Winter  Quarters  (settlement  on  the  Missouri  River)  now  know  as  Florence.  Pres.  Brigham  YOUNG  requested 
John  SCOTT  to  take  this  as  a mission  to  remain  one  more  year  to  assist  in  helping  to  see  that  the  pioneers  were  properly 
equipped  for  traveling  across  the  plains:  all  that  were  going  to  follow  his  company,  lie  did  this  and  also  went  on  a 
mission  among  the  non-Mormons  to  gather  and  collect  old  clothing  to  help  outfit  the  saints  for  traveling."  While  at  this 
work,  he  converted  three  people  to  the  Gospel.  That  year  John  SCOTT  received  the  following  orders  from  Brigham 
YOUNG.” 

‘Lieutenant  Colonel  John  Scott:  Feb  18,  1847 

You  are  hereby  commanded  to  immediately  put  in  perfect  order  the  Cannon  equipment,  carriages  and  appendages, 
belongings  thereto  that  are  under  your  command,  wherefor  fail  not,  and  make  return  of  this  order  with  your  doings 
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thereon.

“John  Scott  and  his  family  started  west,  May  30,  1848,  in  Heber  C.  Kimball's  Company.  His  wives,  Mary  and  Sarah 
Ann,  drove  a mule  team  across  the  plains,  taking  turns  driving.  Pres.  Heber  C.  Kimball's  company  was  organized  by 
selecting  Henry  Harriman,  John  Pack,  Titus  Kellogs.  John  Scott  was  captain  over  10  wagons.  In  their  company  were 
662  people,  226  wagons,  57  horses,  25  mules,  737  oxen,  284  cows,  52  dogs,  3 hives  of  bees,  3 doves,  150  loose  cattle, 
243  sheep,  5 ducks,  96  pigs,  299  chickens,  17  cats  and  1 squirrel.  They  arrived  in  the  Valley  Sept  24,  1848.” 

“They  had  wonderful  experiences  on  their  journey.  Elizabeth  had  five  small  children,  Mary  had  one  and  Sarah  Ann, 
one  son.  Father  Scott's  wagons  were  entirely  surrounded  with  Indians  at  one  time  but  they  were  saved  by  a white  man 
who  was  with  the  Indians  and  who  knew  John  Scott  who  gone  to  school  with  him  in  Canada.  The  Indians  had  capture 
him  and  compelled  him  to  live  with  them  and  so  he  had  some  influence  with  the  Indians,  however." 

"Upon  arriving  in  the  Valley,  John  Scott  was  transferred  from  the  Tenth  Quorum  of  Seventies  to  the  Senior  President 
of  the  Sixty-first  Quorum  of  Seventies.  They  moved  south  of  the  City  on  100  acres  of  land.  There  through  the  influence 
of  John  Scott,  a school  house  was  built.  Mrs.  [Mary  Pugh]  Scott  was  the  first  school  teacher  there.  This  school  went 
by  the  name  of  SCOTT  for  years,  even  after  the  new  building  replaced  the  old  one." 

“On  Friday,  Apr  6,  1 855,  he  received  a call  to  go  as  a Missionary  to  Great  Britain.  He  obeyed  the  call  and  left  his 
family  to  face  the  hardship  of  building  up  a new  Country.  During  that  summer  of  the  grasshoppers  did  serious  damage 
and  destroyed  nearly  everything  growing  in  the  Salt  Lake  area.  Flour  was  weighed  and  measured  according  to  the 
number  of  children  in  the  family.  This  was  done  every  week.  They  had  to  gather  roots  and  sego  lily  bulbs  to  help  with 
the  living.  Sarah  Ann  did  much  hand  sewing  for  people  who  could  afford  it.  Such  items  and  shirts  and  collars  were 
made  in  exchange  for  flour.  They  did  everything  to  keep  their  children  from  starving.” 

"When  Pres.  Young  received  word  that  Johnson's  Army  was  on  the  road  to  Utah,  he  sent  John  Scott  his  release  from 
his  mission  and  told  him  to  come  home  as  speedily  as  possible.  He  arrived  home  Jan  19,  1858.  Other  missionaries  who 
came  with  John  Scott  were  Orson  Pratt,  Ezra  T.  Benson,  John  A.  Ray,  John  M.  Kay,  William  Miller  and  others.  They 
came  by  way  of  San  Francisco  from  England.  This  was  John  Scott 's  second  mission  to  Great  Britain.  He  went  with 
some  of  the  twelve  Apostles  in  1839.” 

"Isaac  and  Ephriam,  two  of  his  sons,  were  called  into  service  also.  These  were  the  oldest  sons.  The  rest  of  the  family 
moved  to  Provo  and  lived  with  saints  until  the  trouble  was  over.  Finally,  the  Pres,  of  the  United  States  called  off  the 
threatened  attack  on  the  Mormons  and  Pres.  Young  told  the  people  to  return  to  their  homes.  The  soldiers  were  allowed 
to  pass  through  the  valley  through  Salt  Lake  and  take  up  their  quarters  at  Camp  Floyd.” 

“The  people  had  become  almost  destitute  for  clothing,  but  a market  was  found  at  the  soldiers  camp  for  their  produce, 
thereby  circulating  money  and  enabling  the  people  to  supply  themselves  with  clothing,  shoes  and  other  necessities  for 
their  comfort.  After  things  settled  down  peacefully,  people  engaged  in  farming  and  other  ways  to  make  a living  for  their 
families." 

"John  Scott  went  to  Southern  Utah  to  protect  the  settlers  from  the  Indians  a number  of  times.  He  believed  that 
kindness  was  the  best  way  to  handle  the  Indians.  I le  also  believed  that  if  they  were  treated  kindly  and  even  led,  it  was 
better  than  having  to  fight  them.  He  was  always  kind  to  them  and  made  many  friends  among  them."1 

In  1868  John  SCOTT  married  Esther  YEATES,  born  4 Apr  1848  to  George  YEATES  and  Mary  OLIVER  in 
Droitwich,  Worcestershire,  England,  on  13  Feb  1860  in  the  office  of  Brigham  YOUNG  who  performed  the  ceremony. 
She  emigrated  to  the  United  States  when  she  was  sixteen,  leaving  family,  friends  and  sweetheart  behind  for  the  sake  ol 
The  Gospel.  She  traveled  from  Florence,  NB  (now  Omaha)  to  Salt  Lake  City  with  the  handcart  company  in  1859, 
suffering  much  hardship  along  the  way.  She  was  the  mother  of  seven  children,  three  of  whom  preceded  her  in  death. 
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“In  1868  he  moved  his  family  to  Millville,  Utah.  Some  of  the  family  are  living  at  Logan,  Utah  at  the  present  time. 
Father  had  a large  family  and  one  to  be  proud  of.  Elizabeth  was  a wonderful  woman,  kind  and  gentle  to  the  whole 
family  and  no  sacrifice  was  too  large  for  her.  The  same  could  be  written  of  the  other  wives.  They  were  all  united. ”K 
John  married  his  fifth  wife,  Amgeline  (Roxy)  KELLER,  daughter  of  Alva  KELLER,  1 1 Apr  1868,  in  Millville, 
Cache,  UT.  They  had  four  children.  — John  died  in  1876.  Later  Aneeline  married  Tillman  Benoni  CLIFFORD.  They 
had  six  children.  In  about  1893  they  emigrated  to  Canada. L 

"In  1875  he  [John  SCOTT]  came  back  to  Millcreek  to  live  on  account  of  Elizabeth's  poor  health.  He  went  back  to 
Millville  to  settle  his  business  and  while  on  this  trip,  he  caught  a severe  cold  which  developed  into  pneumonia.  He  died 
Dec  16,  1876.  His  funeral  was  held  in  the  Millcreek  Ward.  The  speakers  were  Pres.  John  TAYLOR,  George  Q. 
CANNON  and  Joseph  SMITH.  All  spoke  of  his  noble  character,  of  the  good  he  had  accomplished  for  his  Church  and 
the  community  where  he  lived.  He  was  a man  of  great  Faith  and  people  would  send  miles  for  him  to  administer  to  their 
sick.  He  was  loved  by  all  who  knew  him,  always  ready  to  help  and  give  comfort  and  cheer  to  those  in  distress  and  need. 
His  life  was  a blessing  to  his  family  and  friends.  John's  father  had  five  brothers  and  four  sisters.  James  [SCOTT]  came 
to  Canada  to  live  and  died  there.  One  uncle  came  to  the  United  States.  He  was  the  father  of  General  Winfield  SCOTT. 
After  the  war  in  Mexico,  Gen.  W.  SCOTT  sent  his  sword  to  his  cousin,  John  SCOTT.  The  family  have  it  at  the  present 
time.  John  SCOTT  was  buried  in  the  Salt  Lake  Cemetery. "M

The  relationship  between  John,  or  Jacob  SCOTT  toWinfield  SCOTT,  as  indicated  below  has  not  been  verified  through 
contemporaneous  records,  unless  uotherwise  noted. 

Several  of  the  books  on  the  life  of  the  General  agree  on  Winfield  SCOTT’s  ancestry,  but  differ  in  some  detail 
of  dates.  Edith  COLBURN  (SCOTT)  summarized  this  information  a number  of  years  ago  and  her  summary  is 
presented  here. 

“It  is  interesting  that  the  story  has  come  down  through  the  John  Scott  family  that  he  was  a 
cousin  to  General  Winfield  Scott.  On  page  5 of  the  story  of " John  Scott,  A Record  of  His  Ancestors 
and  Descendants,  that  I compiled  years  ago  from  Aunt  Melissy’s  records,  it  says  that,  ‘John’s  father 
(Jacob)  had  five  brothers  and  four  sisters.  James  came  to  Canada,  lived  and  died  there.  One  Uncle 
came  to  the  United  States.  He  was  the  father  of  General  Winfield  Scott.  After  the  war  in  Mexico, 

General  W.  Scott  sent  his  sword  to  his  cousin.  John  Scott.  The  family  have  it  at  the  present  time.’ 

(This  was  written  by  Sarah  Melissa  Scott  Walker,  daughter  of  John  Scott  and  Sarah  Ann  Willis.)  She 
was  close  enough  in  time  and  relationship  to  John  Scott  that  she  should  have  known  positively  about 
the  sword  (as  to  whether  it  came  from  the  cousin.  Winfield  Scott).” 

“If  this  can  be  proved  as  to  the  relationship  it  means  that  the  Scotts  did  come  from  Scotland  into 
Ireland.  I have  researched  the  life  of  Winfield  Scott.  It  was  his  grandfather  , James  Scott,  who 
fought  with  the  Jacobites  under  Bonnie  Prince  Charlie  at  Culloden  Moor  near  Inverness  in  the  north 
of  Scotland  in  1746.  After  the  Jacobites  were  defeated,  James  left  the  scene  of  the  battle  and  made 
his  way  southward  over  enemy  territory  (about  500  miles  or  more)  to  Bristol,  England,  where  he  had 
a cousin  who  smuggled  him  aboard  a boat  and  sent  him  to  America.  He  landed  in  Virginia.  James 
lost  one  brother  in  the  battle  but  he  may  have  had  another  who  fled  into  Ireland.  (The  distance  isn’t 
that  great  to  Northern  Ireland.  See  map.)  So  perhaps  we  should  be  looking  at  the  records  in  Scotland. 

The  story  mentions  that  James  came  from  Buccleuch.  This  place  is  identified  on  the  clan  map  of 
Scotland  within  the  borders  of  the  Scott  Clan  in  the  lower  right  hand  corner  of  Scotland.  But  it 
wouldn’t  be  too  far  from  there  to  Armagh,  Northern  Ireland,  either.  The  place  of  Ettrick  is  shown  on 
both  the  clan  map  and  the  modem  map.  Ettrick  is  a parish  in  the  county  of  Selkirk.  It  was  established 
in  1693,  and  Buccleuch  is  close  by.  (See  Clan  map.)” 

“Jacob  Scott  wasn’t  bom  until  1782.  James  Scott,  the  grandfather  of  Winfield  Scott,  came 
to  America  in  1746  having  fought  in  this  great  battle  of  Culledon  Moor.  So  it  seems  that  it  would 
have  had  to  be  Jacob’s  father  who  may  have  been  a brother  to  James  Scott.” 

“Maybe  no  one  has  looked  at  this  aspect  of  the  search  before.  It  would  be  good  for  someone 
to  do  it  who  is  close  to  the  Library  in  S.  L.  If  there  are  parish  records  for  Selkirk,  (Shire),  it  may  tell 
us  something. ”N 

Since  the  above  research  has  been  done  the  indexing  and  computerization  of  the  Parish  Records  of  Scotland  has  been 
completed.  A quick  look  shows  that  there  were  two  James  SCOTTs  christened  in  Ettrick,  Selkirk,  Scotland  that  are 
of  the  age  that  they  could  be  the  James  SCOTT,  the  grandfather  of  Winfield  SCOTT.  They  are: 

NLetter  from  Edith  Scott  to  Scott  Family,  dated  18  Feb  1988 
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James  Scott,  son  of  Andrew  Scott,  Christened  6 May  1706,  in  Ettrick,  Selkirk,  Scotland 
James  Scott,  son  of  James  Scott,  Christened  24  Jun  171 1,  in  Ettrick,  Selkirk,  Scotland 
The  book,  WINFIELD  SCOTT,  The  Soldier  and  the  Man , by  Charles  Winslow  Elliot,  says,  “James  Scott  was  the 
younger  son  of  a small  landed  proprietor  in  the  Lowlands,  of  the  Clan  of  Buccleuch.”  This  should  mean  that  there  were 
land  or  court  records  of  the  family  that  may  still  be  available  that  could  identify  the  correct  family  and  the  names  of  the 
other  sons  that  may  lead  to  a connection  to  our  Jacob  SCOTT. 

The  other  problem  in  all  of  this  is  the  loose  use  of  the  word  “cousin.”  The  closest  possible  relationship  of  John 
SCOTT  to  Winfield  SCOTT  would  be  second  cousin,  and  possibly,  second  cousin,  twice  removed.  This  would 
certainly  be  an  interesting  research  project  for  someone  that  would  like  to  contribute  to  the  knowledge  of  the  family 
about  our  ancestry  and  collateral  lines.0

Editorial  comments  and  observations  by  Mario  R.  Andersen

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BDCCLEUCH:  a cleuch  in  Ettrick  parish,  Selkirkshire,  in  the  lonely  glen  of 
the  Rankle  Burn,  from  2 3/4  to  4 miles  SSE  of  Tushielaw.  It  is  flanked  on 
the  E by  Kirk  Hill  (1293  feet),  on  the  W by  Dunside  Rig  (1206);  at  its  head 
are  some  vestiges  of  a pre-Reformation  church,  at  its  foot  is  the  site  of  an 
ancient  castle.  From  it  was  named  a former  parish,  now  incorporated  with 
Ettrick,  and  it  has  given  the  titles  of  successively  Laird,  Baronet,  Baron, 

Earl,  and  Duke  to  the  family  of  Scott.  The  title  of  Baron  Scott  of  Buccleuch 
was  created  in  1606,  of  Earl  of  Buccleuch  in  1619,  of  Duke  of  Queensberry  in 
the  peerage  of  Scotland,  and  Earl  of  Doncaster  in  that  of  England;  he  is  the 
fourth  largest  landowner  in  Scotland,  holding  432,183  acres,  or  nearly  as  much 
as  the  three  Lothiaus.  His  Scottish  seats  are  Dalkeith  Palace  in  Edinburghshire, 
Drumlanrig  Castle  and  Langholm  Lodge  in  Dumfriesshire,  Bowhill  in  Selkirkshire, 
and  Branxholm  in  Roxburghshire.  Both  tradition  and  song  ascribe  the  name  of 
Buccleuch  to  the  capture  and  killing  of  a buck  in  a cleuch;  and  they  indicate 
both  the  spot  on  which  the  buck  was  taken  and  that  where  it  was  slain.  Old 
Satchels  says,  in  expressive  doggerel, -- 


Good  Lancelot  Scot,  I think  be  true 
Old  Rankle  Burn  is  designed  Buckleuch  now, 
Yet  in  his  book  no  falls  read  he,-- 
It  was  Buck's  cleuch  he  read  to  me. 

He  told  me  the  name,  the  place,  the  spot, 
Came  all  by  the  hunting  of  a buck. 

In  Scotland  no  Buckleuch  was  then, 

Before  the  buck  in  the  cleuch  was  slain. 
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The  following  is  a history  of  “the”  Ireland  where  Jacob  Scott  and  Sarah 
Warnock  Scott  lived: 

Armagh  City  had  been  the  ecclesiastical  center  of  Catholicism  in  Ireland  since  its  establishment  by 
St.  Patrick  in  the  fifth  century.  It  was  from  here  that  missionaries  had  spread  the  faith  to  much  of  Western 
Europe,  including  Britain. 

Since  the  sixteenth  century,  Armagh  has  been  an  important  administrative  center  for  mid-Ulster. 
A painting  by  Thomas  Black  in  1810,  one  year  before  John  Scott  was  bom,  portrays  a community  set  amid 
low  rolling  hills  and  surrounded  by  farmlands.  The  Protestant  Cathedral  was  most  visible  in 
every  town  where  it  could  be  seen  always  on  top  of  a hill.  (It  was  possible  that  our  Scott 
family  saw  this  church  every  day.)  A Catholic  cathedral  was  later  constructed  on  an  opposite  hill,  but 
through  the  first  half  or  the  nineteenth  century,  the  only  structure  to  rival  the  Protestant  edifice  was  the 
town  jail.  The  jail  was  a large,  grip  block-like  building  with  slit  windows  and  high-walled  yards  and  was 
an  imposing  structure. 

There  were  many  reasons  why  the  Irish  fled  their  homeland  in  the  nineteenth  century,  but  all  of 
them  had  their  roots  in  British  political  and  religious  oppression.  It  had  been  going  on  for  hundreds  of 
years,  but  the  social  effects  of  that  history  were  cumulative.  The  Irish  were  poor  because  of  English 
colonization,  the  Scottish  plantation  of  the  North,  the  confiscation  of  Irish  catholic  estates,  the  brutal  penal 
laws,  the  oppressive  tax  acts  and  the  tithe.  These  factors  all  combined  to  make  the  lot  of  the  average  Irish 
Catholic  or  Protestant  among  the  poorest  people  in  Europe.  Jacob  Scott  could  see  that  there  was  no  future 
for  him  and  his  children  in  Ireland. 

Hundreds  of  thousands  of  Irish  over  the  next  75  years  left  Ireland  just  as  Jacob,  Sarah  and  their  six 
children  did.  The  father  or  sometimes  the  older  brother  would  sail  first.  When  he  had  earned  enough  in  the 
country  to  pay  passage  for  other  family  members  he  would  send  for  them.  If  luck  was  with  them  and  their 
journey  was  successful,  they  in  turn,  would  send  for  others.  For  the  poorest  Irish  families,  emigration  was 
a piecemeal  process. 

Atlantic  voyages  of  this  period  took  from  fifty  to  eighty  days,  depending  on  the  weather.  The 
sailing  vessels  were  slow  wooden-hulled  square  riggers  and  clippers.  Passenger  berths  were  rough,  wooden- 
slatted  bunk-like  beds  often  stacked  in  tiers  in  the  holds  of  converted  cargo  ships.  Steerage  passengers  were 
little  more  than  cattle  and  the  voyages  were  later  remembered  as  hellish  experiences  by  most  emigrants. 
Many  families  had  members  that  died  and  were  buried  at  sea  as  they  sailed  to  the  new  land.  Of  the  Jacob 
Scott  family’s  voyage  nothing  in  known  beyond  they  left  Ireland  April  5,  1819,  and  arrived  in  Quebec  in 
May  of  that  year. 

The  decision  to  head  to  Canada  was  one  that  was  favored  by  many  nineteenth-century  Irish. 
Canada  was  also  a British  province  and  all  one  needed  to  emigrate  was  a boat  ticket.  The  British 
Government  in  Canada  had  assisted  the  Irish  in  immigrating  to  the  Province.  They  encouraged  them  to 
colonize  the  backwoods  and  frontier  outposts  of  the  Canadian  wilderness.  Free  homesteads  were  offered  to 
promote  settlement  on  the  Canadian  Frontier.  Boat  passage  was  paid  for  many  thousands  of  emigrants  who 
would  agree  to  push  into  the  Interior.  So  many  Irish  emigrated  to  Canada  in  the  nineteenth  century  that 
today  a quarter  of  the  population  claims  Irish  ancestry. 

St.  Johns  was  the  first  port  of  call  after  the  long  Atlantic  passage,  and  during  much  of  the  last 
century  was  open  of  the  continent’s  busiest  ports.  Ships  stopped  at  St.  John’s  to  refit,  take  on  additional 
supplies  or  make  repairs  before  continuing  to  Boston,  New  York  or  Quebec.  Many  thousands  of  Irish 
disembarked  there.  Quebec  was  the  richest  province  in  Canada. 

Quebec  boasted  the  country’s  principle  port  and  was  a major  center  of  Canadian  commerce. 
Perhaps  just  as  important  to  Irish  Catholics  or  Protestants  was  the  fact  that  Quebec  enjoyed  a degree  of 
religious  freedom  unknown  in  their  homeland. 

The  language  barrier,  however,  served  to  push  the  Irish  into  their  own  separate  districts  or 
townships.  Some  of  the  province’s  communities,  such  as  Tinguick,  were  populated  almost  entirely  by 
refugees  from  he  Emerald  Isle.  In  such  places  it  was  not  French  but  Irish  which  was  the  common  language 
of  trade  and  commerce. 

Jacob  arrived  in  Quebec  in  May  but  they  continued  on  through  the  St.  Lawrence  River  to  Lake 
Ontario  and  then  to  Toronto.  They  then  moved  just  a few  miles  north  to  Markham  County.  They  then 
later  moved  a short  distance  south  to  Trafalgar.  It  was  there  that  they  built  their  beautiful  home  named 
Ebenezer  Hall,  which  still  exists. 


Jacob  must  have  grown  up  within  a family  that  some  wealth  or  property.  He  was  one  of  very  few 
children  that  received  an  education.  Only  the  very  rich  could  afford  to  send  their  children  to  school.  If  they 
did  have  some  schooling,  most  children  left  school  to  go  to  work  to  help  their  parents  at  a very  young  age. 
Some  as  young  as  nine  or  ten  were  in  the  work  force.  Jacob  was  able  to  earn  a very  good  living  for  his 
family  in  Canada. 

Also,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  use  of  marriage  bonds  and  licenses  was  usually  confined  to 
the  upper  classes.  If  an  ancestor  was  a prominent  landowner,  we  may  well  find  information  in  the 
government  records  where  Jacob  and  Sarah’s  marriage  license  was  found.  If  an  ancestor  was  scratching  out  a 
precarious  existence  in  a shanty  on  the  edge  of  a bog  in  Connemara,  more  than  likely  they  could  never 
afford  the  price  of  a marriage  license. 
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Last  Public  Address  of  Lieut.  General  Joseph  Smith. 

"I  call  upon  God  and  angels  to  witness  that  I have  unsheathed  my  sword 
with  the  firm  and  unalterable  determination  that  this  people  shall  have  their 
legal  rights  and  shall  be  protected  from  mob  violence,  or  my  blood  shall  be 
spilt  upon  the  ground  like  water,  and  my  body  consigned  to  the  silent  tomb. 
While  I live  I will  never  tamely  submit  to  the  dominion  of  a cursed  mobocracy. 


John  Scott  was  one  of  Joseph  Smith's  body  guards.  He  is  the  one  on  the  black 
horse.

John  Scott  and  families  with  the  other  Saints  had  left  Nauvoo  and  gone  across 
the  river  in  the  middle  of  winter  to  seek  safety  in  a preliminary  camp  where  they 
would  outfit  themselves  for  the  trek  across  the  plains  and  the  mountains  to  the  Valley 
of  the  Great  Salt  Lake.  John  was  assigned  by  the  authorities  of  the  Church  to  go  back 
to  Nauvoo  and  on  to  Burlington  and  Quincy  to  seek  funds  to  help  the  Saints.  This  was 
his  first  mission.  Following  are  some  excerpts  from  his  Journal,  in  his  own  words  and 
his  own  spelling:  1848 

"The  City  is  a cene  of  Destruction.  All  parts  of  the  Temple  City,  and  Surrounding 
Country  is  one  Scene  of  Desolation,  horror  and  dread  Seamed  to  be  depicted  in  the 
countinance  of  Every  person  that  lives  in  Nauvoo,  not  Even  the  Saints  that  live  there 
are  not  alltogether  Clear  of  the  same  doleful  look.  I seen  many  houses  that  were  shot 
in  holes  by  the  Mob  dureing  the  last  trouble,  there  is  a good  Many  of  the  German  people 
coming  into  Nauvoo  And  Settling  in  the  houses  of  the  Saints.  Somepf  them  are  bying 
houses  at  a very  low  rate  from  the  Trustees  in  Trust.  March  1st..!  started  on  my  way 
for  Fort  and  arived  there  about  one  Oclock  P.  M.  and  took  dinner  at  the  Stage  Tavern 
called  the  Egle.  I then  went  on  to  hunt  of  some  of  the  Saints  and  found  Father  Clift 
who  received  me  Courticy  and  respect  also  his  Daughter  Eliza  received  me  with  great 
respect.  I stoped  at  R.  Clift  till  the  next  day  and  visited  the  Saints  in  Madicin  there 
are  but  fue  in  this  place  and  the  (they)  are  mostly  poor  yet  desireous  to  bee  with  the 
Church.  At  half  pas  one  Oclock  P.  M.  I started  for  Burlington  in  Desmoin  County  while 
traveling  on  the  Stage  we  talked  on  many  subjects  of  the  day  concerning  the  Mexican  war 
and  the  presidential  Election  and  Scott  and  Tailor  in  Mexico  And  the  Mormons  in  Nauvoo 
and  their  removal  to  the  West  the  settlement  in  Valey  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake-the 
suposed  Goverment  that  they  will  have."

Patriarchal  Blessing  of  John  Scott 


A Patriarchal  Blessing  pronounced  by  Joseph  Smith  Sr.  upon  the 
head  of  John  Scott,  son  of  Jacob  Scott  who  was  born  in  the  town  of  Armagh 
and  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  May  6,  1811. 

Brother,  by  the  authority  given  me  of  God  and  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
I lay  my  hands  upon  thy  head  and  bless  thee  with  this  blessing  that  thou 
shouldest  have  received  from  thy  father  for  he  should  have  confered  these 
blessings  upon  thee.  Thou  art  an  orphan  for  thou  standest  as  an  orphan 
to  me,  in  as  much  as  thy  father  is  not  prepared  or  has  rejected  his 
privilege  of  blessing  thee. 

But  you  shall  be  blessed  and  shall  be  blessed  by  the  power  of  God 
so  that  your  enemies  shall  not  be  able  to  destroy  you  and  you  shall  be 
preserved  from  harm  and  from  danger.  Thou  are  called  to  journey  much  and 
to  go  unto  foriegn  lands  for  thou  hast  the  priesthood  confered  upon  thee  and 
thou  shalt  travel  and  preach  the  gospel  to  many  nations,  yea,  thou  shalt 
go  to  thy  native  land  and  preach  to  thy  fathers  friends  and  acquaintances 
and  shall  bring  many  of  thy  country  men  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  and 
shall  lead  them  up  to  the  land  of  Zion.  God  shall  be  with  you  and  thou 
shall  journey  from  land  to  land,  from  place  to  place,  preaching  the  gospel 
and  thy  words  shall  be  confirmed  by  miracles  and  signs.  Be  firm  and  unshaken 
in  the  faith  and  no  blessings  which  thou  desire  to,  shall  be  to  great 
for  thee. 

God  has  called  you  to  a high  and  holy  calling  and  he  has  caused  thy 
name  to  be  written  in  heaven  never  to  be  blotted  out.  You  shall  live  to 
behold  the  time  when  peace  shall  be  taken  from  this  earth  and  shall  be 
called  of  God  to  go  forth  and  bless  many  of  the  scattered  remenant  of  the 
house  of  Ephriam.  You  are  of  the  blood  of  Ephriam  and  shall  be  called  a 
son  of  Ephriam  and  you  shall  be  blessed  with  the  blessings  of  the  children 
of  Ephriam,  for  you  are  of  the  house  of  Joseph. 

Thou  shalt  help  to  push  the  people  together,  thou  shalt  labor  much 
in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  and  in  the  silent  sleep  of  night,  the  heavens 
shall  be  unfolded  to  thy  view  and  angels  shall  come  down  from  the  upper 
regions  and  minister  to  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  filled  with  the  spirit 
and  glory  of  God  so  that  chains  and  fetters  cannot  bind  thee  and  no  prison 
can  hold  thee.  Thy  name  shall  be  called  blessed  for  thou  art  one  of  the 
covenant,  thou  and  thy  children  shall  have  an  inheritance  with  the 
saints  in  the  land  of  Zion  and  shall  behold  the  glory  of  God  during  the 
thousand  years  reign  of  peace  and  righteousness.  You  shall  not  travel  in 
all  the  world  nor  visit  many  nations,  but  you  shall  return  to  thy  home  in 
peace  and  be  blessed  and  be  an  ornament  to  the  church.  I leave  thee  in  the 
hands  of  God  and  seal  thee  to  eternal  life.  Amen

THE  HOME  OF  JOHN  SCOTT 


The  home  of  John  Scott  and  his  first  three  families  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  was  built  at  3500 
South  900  East  on  Mill  Creek.  It  is  still  standing  and  is  now  being  used  as  an  office  for  Millcreek 
Gardens  Nursery.  We  visited  this  house  in  1985  and  it  is  well  preserved.  The  front  room  served  as 
the  family  room  where  they  gathered  for  prayers.  All  three  families  (including  17  children  ) met 
here  together.  A narrow  steep  stairway  leads  to  the  two  bedrooms  upstairs.  The  roof  is  supported  by  a 
huge  hand  hewn  beam  that  extends  through  the  ceiling  of  the  bedrooms.  The  building  is  well 
preserved  and  well  taken  care  of.  It  is  beautifully  landscaped  and  attractive.  Those  who  visited  the 
house  were:  Lavon  Sansom,  Mary  James,  Eileen  Russell  and  Edith  Scott.

ISAAC  F.  SCOTT 


Son  of  Jacob  SCOTT  and  Sarah  WARNOCK 

6 Isaac  Franklin  SCOTT,  son  of  Jacob  SCOTT  and  Sarah  WARNOCK,  bom  23  May  1814,  in  Armagh,  Ireland. 

He  married  Sarah  Sophia  HALL,  17  Mar  1844,  by  Elder  Jesse  Haven  in  Nauvoo,  IL.  (Note:  This  marriage  was 
recorded  in  the  Utah  Genealogical  Magazine  - page  160.  I regret  I have  only  the  one  page  without  issue  number  or  date 
of  magazine.)  Bom,  2 Mar  1823,  in  Sutton,  MA.,  Worcester,  Co.  the  sixth  child  of  John  Calvin  HALL  and  Abigail 
HARBACK.  Both  John  Calvin  HALL  and  Abigail  HARBACK  were  bom  in  Sutton,  MA.  Sarah  had  four  sisters, 
Abigail,  Martha,  Candace,  and  Catherine  Hall.  Four  brothers,  Edwin  Calvin,  Thomas  Leander,  William  Estes,  and 
Henry  Lewis  HALL. 

On  the  5th  of  April  1819,  Isaac,  then  five  years  of  age  left  Ireland  with  his  family  and  landed  in  Quebec  in  May 
of  1819.  The  family  first  lived  in  Toronto,  then  called  "Little  York"  for  a period  of  one  year  where  his  father  Jacob  Scott 
taught  school  in  Markam  County.  They  next  moved  to  Trafalgar  on  100  acres  of  government  land  given  to  Jacob  Scott 
as  settlers.  Jacob  built  a brick  house  in  Trafalgar  Township,  Halton  County,  Ontario  Canada.  All  the  bricks  were  hand 
made  from  clay  found  on  the  farm.  Jacob  named  his  home  "Ebinezer  Hall"  and  the  family  spent  eighteen  good  years 
in  this  home. 

After  the  baptism  into  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  in  1836  Jacob  and  family  moved  to  Far 
West,  Missouri,  arriving  September  2,  1838.  After  enduring  much  persecution  they  moved  on  May  18,  1840  to  a place 
five  miles  above  Nauvoo,  Illinois.  In  the  book,  "The  Story  of  The  Church"  by  Inez  Smith  Davis,  eighth  edition,  there 
is  a letter  written  by  Jacob  Scott  on  the  17th  of  March  1843  to  one  of  his  daughters  who  stayed  in  Canada.  In  this  letter 
Jacob  mentions  Isaac  works  occasionally  at  the  cabinet  and  carpenter  business  such  as  tables,  panel  doors,  window  sash, 
frame  sleighs,  etc.  Jacob  also  mentions  his  sons  had  taken  quite  a number  of  saw  logs  to  the  mill  that  winter. 

Isaac's  father,  Jacob,  died  in  1845  in  Nauvoo,  Illinois  and  on  March  18,  1845,  Isaac  and  Sarah's  first  son  was 
bom.  By  1849  Isaac  had  moved  to  Burlington  Township  in  Racine  County,  Wisconsin  where  there  is  a deed  recorded 
27  November  1849  (Vol.  2 - page  462)  Perkins-Scott  which  appears  to  be  a city  lot. 

By  1850  Isaac  is  now  36  years  old  and  his  profession  is  Carpenter.  He  is  living  in  Burlington,  Wisconsin  with 
wife  Sarah  and  three  children  Calvin,  Martha  and  Frank  who  is  three  months  old.  The  1860  census  shows  Isaac  as  still 
living  in  Burlington  with  an  additional  three  children,  William  H.,  Winfield  and  Charles  SCOTT.  Total  of  six  children. 
In  1870  the  census  reveals  Isaac  & Sarah  have  moved  to  Marcellon  Township  with  Randolph  Center  listed  as  Post 
Office,  (page  205)  of  census.  Martha,  age  22  living  at  home.  William,  age  17,  Winfield  age  14,  Charles,  age  10  and 
a 7th  child,  Edwin  B.  is  now  five  years  old.  I have  one  page  of  "The  Marcellon  Patrons  Directory"  - no  date  - which 
shows  Isaac  listed  as  a farmer  and  High  Grade  Stock  Breeder  and  German  Carp  Fish  Breeder  - Post  Office  Pardeeville  - 
Section  # 32. 

Isaac  died  30,  October  1890  and  Sarah,  his  wife  died  20  of  August  1910  and  was  buried  22  Aug  1910  in 
Pardeeville,  Wisconsin.  Isaac  is  also  buried  in  Pardeeville.

He  married  Sarah  GRAVES,  daughter  of  John  GRAVES  and  Margaret  FITZGERALD,  26  Dec  1875  in 
Caledonia,  Columbia,  WI;  bom  5 Jun  1853  in  County  of  Oxford,  Canada;  died  7 Jan  1919  in  Waterville,  Douglas,  WA; 
Burial:  13  Jun  1919,  in  Evergreen  Cem.,  Everett,  Snohomish,  WA. 

In  1900  William  and  family  came  west  to  Washington  State  and  in  December  of  1905  William  was  granted  one- 
hurfdred  and  sixty  acres  by  the  Homestead  Act  by  register  of  the  Land  Office  at  Waterville,  Washington.  This  land  was 
filed  for  record,  1 p.m.  on  the  17th  day  of  June  in  1906.  Recorded  Washington,  Volume  156  - page  424  and  signed  by 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt.  From  1900  until  the  death  of  Sarah  his  wife  in  1919  William  was  a fruit  and  wheat 
rancher  sometimes  employing  46  ranch  hands  and  the  help  of  several  of  his  grown  sons  and  their  families.  At  the  time 
of  Sarah's  death  their  son  John  Franklin  was  living  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana;  William  E.  was  living  in  the  city  of 
Oakland  in  the  state  of  California  and  their  daughter  Kathryn  (Scott)  Turner  was  living  in  Everett,  Washington,  County 
of  Snohomish.  After  Sarah's  death,  William  (for  reasons  unknown)  left  the  ranch  and  moved  in  with  his  daughter  and 
son  in  law  in  Everett,  Washington.  William  died  less  than  one  year  after  Sarah,  on  the  10th  of  February  1920  of 
bronchial  pneumonia  from  influenza,  "the  same  causes  as  his  wife  Sarah".  Both  William  and  Sarah  are  buried  in  the 
family  plot  at  Evergreen  Cemetery,  in  Everett,  Washington,  Snohomish  County. 

Sarah  GRAVES  was  bom  June  5,  1853  in  County  of  Oxford,  Canada,  the  daughter  of  John  GRAVES,  (son 
of  William  GRAVES)  bom  1817,  in  Huntingdonshire,  England  and  Margaret  FITZGERALD,  bom  in  County 
Waterford,  Ireland,  daughter  of  Patrick  FITZGERALD.  John  and  Margaret  were  married  in  1844  and  moved  to 
Canada.  John  Graves  was  a Democrat  in  politics  and  all  the  Graves  family  were  members  of  the  Catholic  Church. 

At  the  age  of  three  years  old  Sarah  GRAVES  moved  to  Wisconsin  with  her  family.  They  settled  on  a farm  near 
Caledonia,  Sauk  County,  Wisconsin.  Sarah  had  two  brothers,  Thomas  and  William  P.  Graves  and  one  sister  Maggie 
GRAVES. 

Sarah  married  William  Henry  SCOTT  26,  December  1875  at  the  age  of  twenty-three  in  Caledonia,  Wisconsin 
and  they  became  the  parents  of  six  children,  five  sons,  John  Franklin,  William  E.,  Charles  Thomas,  Lewis  Henry,  & 
Chester  Earl.  One  daughter,  Kathryn  Mary  SCOTT. 

Sarah  remained  on  their  farm  in  Washington  until  her  death  resulting  from  bronchial  pneumonia  following  a bout 
of  influenza  on  June  7,  1919.  Subsequently,  Sarah's  body  was  shipped  from  Waterville,  Washington,  to  Everett, 
Washington  by  train  where  funeral  services  and  interment  arrangements  were  made  by  daughter,  Kathryn  Scott 
TURNER.  Burial  was  in  Evergreen  Cemetery  in  family  plot.

At  the  age  of  nine  years  old  William  was  hit  in  the  arm  by  a baseball  bat  and  this  somehow  contributed  to  or 
caused  tuberculosis  of  the  bone  of  his  arm.  As  a result  the  bone  in  his  arm  was  removed  leaving  his  arm  to  hang  limp. 
The  tuberculosis  then  traveled  to  his  left  leg  and  for  the  next  nine  years  William  was  treated  and  restricted  to  bed  rest. 

William  left  home  at  the  age  of  twenty  and  traveled  between  California  and  Portland,  Oregon.  Little  is  know  by 
this  writer  of  his  life  between  twenty  and  forty  years  of  age,  when  his  left  leg  was  removed,  only  that  he  lived  with 
constant  and  severe  pain.  The  amputation  of  William's  leg  did  not  stop  the  tuberculosis  or  the  pain.  At  the  age  of  fifty 
years  old  William  was  again  hospitalized  and  remained  there  for  five  years  at  which  time  he  returned  to  Everett, 
Washington  and  lived  his  remaining  years  with  his  sister  Kathryn  Scott  CONLON,  who  cared  for  him. 

William  played  the  violin  and  was  well  read  on  any  subject  - he  loved  to  play  chess  and  was  never  known  to 
complain  and  did  not  partake  in  arguments.  He  was  pleasant,  soft  spoken  and  loved  by  everyone  who  knew  him. 
William  died  at  the  home  of  his  sister  at  Silver  Lake,  (Everett)  Washington  and  is  buried  in  the  family  plot  of  Evergreen 
Cemetery  in  Everett,  Washington  next  to  his  parents,

Little  is  known  of  his  childhood  years.  At  the  age  of  twenty  on  the  14  of  February  in  1900,  Charles  married  Mato 
Adeline  WAGNER  in  Racine,  Wisconsin.  Mato  is  the  daughter  of  Frank  Wilhelm  WAGNER  and  Ida  Celestia 
CUMMINGS.  She  was  bom,  22  Oct  1881,  in  Portage,  WI.  Frank  Wagner's  father  was  Phillip  WAGNER  from 
Prussia.  Ida  CUMMINGS  is  distantly  related  to  Ethan  ALLEN  according  to  family  tradition  however  this  is  yet  to  be 
proved.  At  an  early  age  in  Mato's  life  her  father  disappeared  from  his  family  and  was  never  heard  from  again.  All  efforts 
to  locate  him  were  unproductive. 

The  young  couple  accompanied  William  and  Sarah  Scott  west  to  Washington  State  where  their  first  child,  a 
daughter  was  stillborn  on  a cold  December  day.  Their  second  daughter  was  bom  in  Washington  in  1902  and  soon 
afterward  Charles  and  Mato  returned  to  Wisconsin  where  Charles  worked  as  a laborer  and  their  third  daughter  was  bom 
in  Portage,  Wisconsin  in  1904.  By  1906  when  their  first  son  was  bom  Charles  and  Mato  had  again  returned  to 
Washington  State  and  the  ranch  of  Charles  father,  William,  in  Douglas  County  near  Waterville.  Charles  worked  on  his 
father’s  ranch  and  his  wife  Mato  helped  to  prepare  meals  for  as  many  as  forty-six  ranch  hands  each  day  while  continuing 
to  have  and  raise  the  children. 

By  the  time  Charles’  father,  William  had  left  the  ranch  to  live  with  his  daughter,  Kathryn  in  Everett,  Washington, 
Charles  and  Mato  had  purchased  their  own  farm  on  Stemilt  Hill  near  Wenatchee,  Washington,  Chelan  County.  Charles 
and  family  farmed  and  Charles  worked  as  a stone  mason.  To  his  credit  several  of  the  homes  he  built  are  still  available 
for  viewing  adjoining  Miller  Street  in  Wenatchee,  Washington. 

Charles  enjoyed  telling  stories  to  his  grandchildren.  To  the  older  boys  he  would  tell  hair  raising  scary  stores. 
To  the  older  girls  - he  would  tell  a less  violent  version  of  the  same  story  and  the  youngest  grandchildren  would  enjoy 
bouncing  on  his  knee  as  he  sang  to  them. 

On  the  14,  February  1942  Charles  died  of  a heart  attack  at  the  home  of  his  daughter  Berniece  Scott  CORNING. 
At  this  writing  Charles  and  Mato  Wagner  SCOTT  had  seventeen  grandchildren  and  27  known  great-grandchildren. 

Charles  Thomas  and  Mato  Wagner  SCOTT  and  their  oldest  son,  Clarence  (Clyde)  Donald  SCOTT  are  buried 
in  the  Evergreen  Memorial  Cemetery,  in  East  Wenatchee,  Washington  in  Douglas  County.

Kathryn  is  the  only  daughter  of  William  Henry  SCOTT  and  Sarah  GRAVES.  Little  is  known  of  Kathryn's 
early  childhood.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  in  1900  she  came  west  with  her  parents  and  five  brothers. 

Kathryn  was  engaged  (year  unknown)  when  her  fiancee  drowned  in  the  Columbia  River  not  far  from  their  home 
in  Douglas  County.  This  tragic  event  prompted  her  to  leave  Douglas  County  and  her  family  and  travel  to  Everett  in 
Western  Washington  where  she  attended  nurses  college  and  became  a graduate  nurse,  working  for  sometime  for  a Dr. 
Townsend.  Family  tradition  says  she  lived  for  some  time  in  Granite  Falls,  Washington  and  owned  a hotel  there.  In 
Sumas,  Washington  Kathryn  became  Postmaster  and  held  the  position  for  some  years. 

Married  three  times,  the  first  to  Edward  R.  TURNER  on  23,  January  1907.  Edward  fell  ill  from  influenza  and 
died  3,  February  1920.  Kathryn's  father,  William  then  living  with  her,  fell  ill  of  the  same  disease  (influenza)  and  died 
of  pneumonia  on  the  10  of  March  1920.  In  less  than  two  weeks  apart  Kathryn  lost  her  husband  and  her  father.  She 
married  second  Mr.  Edward  CRAW  (no  dates)  and  this  marriage  ended  in  divorce.  The  third  marriage  to  Matt 
CONLON,  bom  5 March  1873,  in  Illinois  must  have  been  a happy  reprieve  in  Kathryn's  life.  They  bought  a home  on 
the  lakeside  of  Silver  Lake  near  Everett,  purchased  rare  beautiful  species  of  rhododendron  plants  that  to  this  day  (1995) 
stand  so  tall  and  are  visible  from  the  road.  Kathryn  loved  animals  and  had  such  a special  affection  for  dogs  at  one  period 
in  her  life  that  she  had  at  least  five  dogs.  She  converted  an  old  house  on  her  property  into  a luxury  dog  house  for  her 
animals  with  little  bunk  beds  and  carpeted  floors.  Not  far  from  this  dog  house  was  the  pet  cemetery,  complete  with 
memorial  markers. 

Kathryn  spent  much  of  her  life  caring  for  family.  When  Sarah  Scott  WESTER  at  the  age  of  nine  (daughter  of 
Chester  & Alida  Farnsworth  SCOTT)  wished  to  return  to  the  United  States  from  Canada  she  returned  and  was  raised 
by  Kathryn  as  well  as  two  children  of  Florence  Scott  SONNEVELDT  (also  a daughter  of  Chester  & Alida  Farnsworth 
SCOTT)  who  died  in  childbirth  in  Canada.  Marie  and  Albert  SONNEVELDT  were  sent  to  live  with  Kathryn  as  their 
father  Adrine  SONNEVELDT  was  unable  to  care  for  them  and  Chester  and  Alida  were  in  failing  health.  Soon  after, 
Chester  arrived  at  his  sister's  home  in  failing  health  and  needing  care,  Alida  suffering  with  cancer  lived  with  her 
daughter  Sarah  and  family  until  she  died  16  March  1949.  Kathryn  took  in  her  brother  William  Edwin  and  cared  for  him 
until  his  death  in  1948,  also  Chester  Earl  SCOTT  who  died  in  1951  after  an  extended  illness  and  John  Franklin 
returned  to  his  sisters  from  Blue  Ridge,  Alberta,  Canada  in  failing  health  and  died  in  August  of  1960.  Kathryn  helped 
many  of  the  family  members  too  numerous  to  mentioned  here.  She  was  known  for  her  loving,  caring  concern,  good 
sense  of  humor  and  no  nonsense  approach  to  the  challenge  of  everyday  life.  In  failing  health  Kathryn  sold  her  large 
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home  in  the  1 960's  on  the  edge  of  Silver  Lake  and  retired  to  her  smaller  home  on  nearby  property.  A niece,  Kathryn 
Scott  Zook  McCUMBY  cared  for  her  until  her  health  was  questionable  and  she  had  to  return  to  her  home  in  California. 
At  this  time  Kathryn  CONLON  entered  a nursing  home  where  she  remained  until  her  death.  She  did  not  complain  or 
feel  herself  a martyr.  She  enjoyed  her  life  and  died,  27  September  1968.  She  is  buried  in  Evergreen  Cemetery  with  her 
parents,  husbands,  and  brothers  in  Everett,  Washington.

Sarah 
left  Ireland  with  her  family  at  the  age  of  three  and  sailed  to  Canada.  Most  of  her  early  life  was  spent  on  the  Trafalger 
farm  in  Canada.  In  1 837  she  was  baptized  into  the  Latter  Day  Saints  and  moved  to  Far  West  with  the  family. 

On  8 February  1839  she  married  (1)  James  MULHOLLAND  in  Far  West,  Missouri.  Sarah  and  James  were 
forced  to  flee  Far  West  along  with  the  other  Latter  Day  Saints  and  moved  to  the  new  community  of  Nauvoo,  Illinois. 
James  was  secretary  to  Joseph  Smith  at  this  time.  Sometime  during  this  period  James  MULHOLLAND  died.  LDS 
records  also  show  that  during  this  period  a Sarah  SCOTT  was  sealed  to  Joseph  SMITH  Jr.  and  later  to  Heber  C.

Isaac  came  to  Utah  with  his  parents  in  1848,  in  the  John  Scott  Company,  settling  in  Mill  Creek,  Utah.  After  he 
married  Martha,  they  went  to  Millville,  Cache  County,  in  1868,  and  were  among  the  first  settlers  on  the  west  side  of  the 
river.  He  had  to  make  peace  with  the  Indians  many  times  while  living  there.  He  was  road  supervisor  for  several  years 
and  helped  in  building  the  community. 

Martha  converted  to  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  at  the  age  of  13  years  through  listening  to  the 
Mormon  missionaries  on  her  way  to  tailoring  school.  She  helped  glean  the  wheat  fields  and  fought  grasshoppers  to  save 
the  crops.  She  made  men’s  suits  by  hand  at  night  by  candlelight.  She  took  care  of  the  sick  and  cared  for  several  needy 
children.

12  Louisa  SCOTT,  daughter  of  John5  (Jacob1)  and  Elizabeth  MENEARY,  bom  20  Mar  1840,  in  Bloomfield, 
Adams,  IL;  died  on  1 Nov  1900  in  Mill  Creek,  Salt  Lake,  UT. 

She  married  Edward  MORGAN,  son  of  Joseph  MORGAN  and  Elizabeth  HARDMAN,  on  3 Aug  1856,  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  Salt  Lake,  UT.  Edward  MORGAN  was  bom  on  20  Oct  1838,  in  Preston,  Lancashire,  England; 
died  on  1 Jan  1928  in  Nibley,  Cache,  UT,  at  the  home  of  his  youngest  son,  Ernest;  buried  on  4 Jan  1928  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  Salt  Lake,  UT.  Edward’s  father  died  of  “lung  congestion,”  a common  ailment  of  his  trade  of  a cotton  spinner 
on  20  Mar  1838,  so  Edward  never  knew  his  father,  while  living. 

Louisa  traveled  with  her  family  at  the  age  of  eight  from  Illinois  to  the  Salt  Lake  Valley  in  1848;  most  likely 
walking  most  of  the  way.  She  was  raised  on  a 160  acre  farm  in  the  Millcreek  area  of  the  Salt  Lake  Valley. 

Louisa  was  married  at  age  16  and  was  a mother  at  age  17.  Louisa  was  a devoted  and  caring  wife  and  mother. 
In  addition  to  the  normal  struggle  of  the  women  of  this  period  to  raise  her  own  family  of  eight  children,  she  raised 
two  daughters  of  her  sister,  Alvina,  after  Alvina's  death. 

Although  her  husband  was  a devoted,  hard  working  provider  he  was  absent  from  the  family  for  several 
periods  when  duty  to  the  community  or  church  became  a necessary  higher  priority.

When  Johnston's  Army  came  to  Utah,  Louisa  lived  with  her  children  in  a Granary  in  American  Fork,  UT 
until  the  threat  of  conflict  disappeared,  while  Edward  served  with  the  Utah  Militia.  Later  she  cared  for  the  family 
and  supervised  the  efforts  of  the  family  to  exist  while  Edward  served  a mission  to  southern  Utah  to  settle  Virgin 
City.  Later  when  the  older  children  were  able  to  help  their  mother  provide  for  the  family,  Edward  was  gone  again, 
this  time  as  a missionary  to  England  for  the  LDS  Church  for  two  years. 

Edward  emigrated  from  England  to  Nauvoo,  Illinois  with  his  mother,  brother,  sister,  mother's  brother  and  his 
wife  when  he  was  a small  boy  in  1841.  They  moved  to  Alton,  IL  in  1846.  While  living  in  Alton  he  first  met  his 
future  father-in-law,  John  SCOTT,  in  early  1846,  which  was  after  the  John  SCOTT  family  was  in  Winter 
Quarters,  NE,  so  he  must  not  have  known  any  of  the  Scotts  in  Nauvoo.  They  remained  in  Alton  for  four  years,  with 
Edward  and  his  brother,  John,  working  with  their  step-father,  Francis  BIRCH,  a mason,  to  earn  enough  to  outfit 
the  family  to  travel  west;  traveling  to  Utah  in  1850.  Edward  grew  to  a man  while  also  living  in  the  Millcreek  area  of 
Salt  Lake  Valley  and  must  have  known  Louisa  for  a number  of  years  before  they  started  courting.  Edward  was  very 
industrious  and  owned  30  acres  of  farm  land  at  age  eighteen  when  he  and  Louisa  were  married. 

Edward’s  oldest  brother,  John,  also  owned  farm  land  in  the  Millcreek  area  and  two  of  John  MORGAN’S 
children  married  children  of  John  SCOTT.  John  Gillett  (or  Gillott)  MORGAN  married  Hannah  Mariah 
SCOTT32  and  Amelia  Butterly  MORGAN  married  Hyrum  SCOTT22.  Edward’s  second  wife,  Sophia  SCOTT19, 
was  also  a daughter  of  John  SCOTT. 

Edward  was  active  in  the  Utah  Militia,  helped  to  settle  the  town  of  Virgin  City  in  southern  Utah,  was  active 
in  civic  affairs  and  served  as  LDS  Missionary  in  his  homeland  of  England  from  1884  to  1886. 

After  the  death  of  Louisa's  sister  Alvina,  two  of  Alvina's  children,  Louisa  ELLIS  and  Alvina  “Libbie” 
Elizabeth  ELLIS  came  to  live  with  Louisa  and  Edward.  Some  people  have  thought  these  girls  were  adopted  as 
ninth  and  tenth  children  of  Louisa  and  Edward.  This  is  recorded  as  such  in  one  version  of  Edward’s  life  story,  but 
there  are  no  civil  records  to  support  the  claim  that  either  of  these  two  children  were  ever  adopted  by  Louisa  and 


Edward.

She  married  Orrin  Porter  MILLER,  son  of  Reuben  G.  MILLER  and  Ann  CRANER,  on  10  NOV  1881  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  Salt  Lake,  UT.  Orrin  was  bom  on  1 1 SEP  1858  in  Millcreek,  Salt  Lake,  UT;  died  on  7 JUL  1918 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Salt  Lake,  UT;  buried  on  10  JUL  1918  in  Elysian  Gardens,  Salt  Lake  City,  Salt  Lake,  UT. 

Elizabeth  and  Orrin  moved  to  Riverton  in  Salt  Lake  County  in  1884  where  Orrin  inherited  80  acres  of  land  at 
the  death  of  his  father.  It  was  virgin  land  covered  with  sagebrush,  willows,  greasewood  and  other  weeds.  With 
hard  work  they  developed  70  acres  of  this  land  into  one  of  the  outstanding  farms  of  the  valley.  The  farm  was  sold 
in  1900  with  only  10  acres  of  the  land  not  improved. 

In  addition  to  developing  an  outstanding  farm,  Orrin  was  a Salt  Lake  County  Commissioner  and  served  as 
Bishop,  Stake  President  and  counselor  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  LDS  Church.  Orrin  was  known  as  a loving 
teacher  that  respected  all  people  equally.  He  was  well  known  and  respected  by  the  Indians  of  the  valley  for  his 
fairness  and  consideration.  He  also  lead  the  early  fight  against  the  metal  smelters  that  were  polluting  the  valley, 
getting  the  courts  to  impose  requirements  for  filtering  their  exhaust  or  go  out  of  business. 

A story  is  told  of  one  moonlit  night  finding  a group  of  boys  raiding  his  watermelon  patch.  Early  the  next 
morning  invitations  were  delivered  to  all  boys  in  the  area  for  a social  the  next  evening.  They  arrived  to  find  a pile 
of  watermelons  and  an  invitation  to  eat  all  they  wanted.  After  they  all  had  their  fill  he  simply  told  them  there  was 
no  need  to  steal,  for  he  would  give  them  all  they  needed.  His  patch  was  never  raided  again. 

In  a Deseret  News  editorial  at  his  death  it  was  said,  “The  State  loses  a choice  citizen,  the  Church  an  efficient 
leader  and  servant,  and  the  people,  a tried  and  sturdy  friend  by  the  death  of  Bishop  Orrin  P.  Miller.  He  was  of  the 
best  type  of  native  Utahn,  unassuming  but  dependable,  quiet  but  firm,  patient  but  steadfast,  and  observer  and  a 
listener  rather  than  a performer  or  a talker,  but  wise  in  council,  conservative  in  outlook  and  of  excellent  sagacity  as  a 
man  of  affairs.” 

Elizabeth  was  a quiet,  modest  woman,  but  was  an  industrious  homemaker.  In  her  own  realm  equal  to  all  her 
husband’s  abilities.  Their  home  was  a favorite  stopping  place  for  travelers  because  of  her  hospitality  and  wonderful 
meals.  She  always  seemed  to  have  something  special  set  aside  for  the  occasion  of  a visitor.  This  was  in  addition  to 
the  raising  of  nine  children,  managing  the  farm  chores  when  her  husband  was  gone  in  his  church  or  government 
responsibilities,  and  her  work  in  the  Relief  Society  Presidency  of  the  local  ward  of  the  LDS  Church.  She  has  been 
remembered  by  her  children  and  grandchildren  as  a “near  perfect”  mother.

They  were  a close,  loving 
family,  which  is  one  of  the  greatest  tributes  that  parents  and  children  can  express  toward  each  other.

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James  SMITHIES  was  bom  in  Lancashire, 
England  in  1810  and  came  to  Utah  with  the  Pioneers 
of  1847.  He  was  a Scott  Ancestor.  One  of  his 
daughters,  Sarah  Ellen  SMITHIES,  married 
Ephraim  SCOTT13,  a son  of  John  SCOTT.  A son, 
Robert  SMITHIES,  married  Elizabeth  SCOTT6,  a 
daughter  of  John  SCOTT.  Two  Smithies  children 
married  two  Scott  children.  These  lines  have 
hundreds  of  descendants.  All  of  the  descendants  of 
Ephraim  SCOTT'3  are  also  descendants  of  this  great 
man. 

“James  was  the  second  leader  of  the  Mormon 
Tabernacle  Choir  and  for  years  was  recognized  as  one 
of  Salt  Lake  City’s  leading  musicians.  He  led  the 
Choir  for  many  years  from  1856  to  1862.  At  one 
time  the  only  musical  instruments  in  Utah  were  the 
bass  violin  and  one  or  two  smaller  ones.  Mr. 
Smithies  played  the  bass  violin  and  ‘sang  the  air’ 
while  playing.”  (Deseret  News,  3 Jul  1897) 

He  played  a hom  in  the  band  and  a violin  in 
the  Philharmonic  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  also  worked 
on  the  construction  of  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  and  on 
the  Tabernacle  and  at  times  he  dug  Sego  roots  to  feed 
his  family.

Mary  was  an  excellent 
seamstress  who  made  beautiful  dresses  for  her  three  daughters.  She  was  also  a good  cook.  Dee  said  there  was  always 
a large  crowd  of  young  folks  at  Mary  and  Eph’s  place. 

Ephraim  was  active  in  community  affairs.  He  helped  quarry  the  first  rock  for  the  Menan  church,  helped  build 
the  first  house  on  the  Menan  townsite,  helped  draw  up  the  by-laws  for  the  Long  Island  canal  and  was  watermaster  for 
25  years.  He  was  also  a member  of  Menan’s  well  known  band  for  20  years  and  took  part  in  community  plays. 

Mary  passed  away  25  Sep  1926  at  Menan,  ID.  Ephraim  passed  away  15  May  1952  at  Blackfoot,  ID  at  the  home 
of  his  daughter,  Florence  HANSEN.  They  are  both  buried  in  the  Annis  Little  Butte  Cemetery.

13.3.1  Ruth  Ellen  LAWSON,  daughter  of  Mary  Marinda  SCOTT  (Ephriam13  John5  Jacob1)  and  Ephraim  Augustus 
LAWSON,  was  bom  18  February  1889  at  Menan,  Idaho.  She  attended  school  in  Menan.  They  walked  to  school  most 
of  the  time.  Being  the  eldest  child  she  had  to  help  on  the  farm,  milking  cows  and  doing  chores.  She  was  a good 
horsewoman.  She  later  worked  for  C.  A.  Smith  in  the  store.  She  said  she  sold  everything  from  horse  collars  to  ladies 
hankies.  She  walked  to  work  in  the  summer  and  stayed  with  the  Will  MOLEN  family  in  the  winter. 

Married  Robert  LeRoy  (Roy)  WRIGHT,  son  of  Robert  James  Barnum  WRIGHT  and  Merilla  Jane 
MONTAGUE,  20  February  1912.  Robert  LeRoy(Roy)  WRIGHT  was  bom  in  Payson,  Utah  3 May  1881.  His  early 
years  were  lived  in  various  mining  camps  where  his  mother  cooked  for  the  miners.  He  told  of  a time  at  Helper,  Utah 
when  the  strike  breakers  came  and  placed  the  miners  in  a barbed  wire  pen.  They  had  guns  and  clubs  and  some  of  the 
miners  were  hurt.  His  mother  died  when  he  was  8 years  old.  His  father  was  not  at  home,  so  some  of  the  miners  took 
the  children  and  their  mothers  body  to  Price  and  put  them  on  the  train  for  Payson  where  they  lived  with  their  mother's 
parents,  Theodore  MONTAGUE.  Roy  had  two  sisters,  Maude  WRIGHT  and  Mattie  WRIGHT. 

Roy  went  to  school  in  Payson.  When  he  was  14  or  15  years  old  he  left  home.  One  job  he  told  about  was  driving 
a team  of  mules  on  a scraper  making  grade  for  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  near  the  Aspenwall  Tunnel  near  LaGrande, 
Oregon.  He  said  the  mules  could  tell  time.  Just  before  noon  they  would  stop  every  few  steps  until  the  whistle  blew,  the 
same  would  happen  at  quitting  time. 

He  returned  to  Payson  and  helped  his  grandparents.  In  the  fall  they  would  load  the  wagon  with  fruit  and 
vegetables,  bed  roll  and  feed  for  the  horses  and  travel  trying  to  sell  their  produce.  Milford  and  Tinic  were  two  of  the 
places  he  told  of  going  to.  He  also  helped  his  Grandfather  MONTAGUE  work  on  the  Salt  Lake  Temple.  They  would 
take  their  wagon  with  feed  for  the  horses  and  their  cow.  They  tied  the  cow  to  the  back  of  the  wagon  and  would  milk 
the  cow  for  fresh  milk  while  they  were  on  the  road.  They  stayed  for  a week  at  a time,  going  Monday  morning  to  Salt 
Lake  and  back  to  Payson  on  Saturday  evening. 

In  his  early  20's  he  came  to  Idaho  with  his  Uncle,  Bernard  Wolf  (Bernie)  MONTAGUE.  The  first  winter  here 
they  lived  in  the  Harriet  Bitton  Poole  cabin.  It  was  where  she  lived  while  proving  up  on  her  homestead.  It  was  on  the 
south  side  of  the  farm  we  later  owned.  He  and  Bemie  homesteaded  160  acres  in  the  Deer  Park  area.  They  also  bought 
10  acres  in  the  town  of  Menan,  just  south  of  the  canal. 

Roy  was  the  catcher  on  the  Menan  ball  team.  John  Hart  was  the  pitcher.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  Modem 
Woodmen  Drum  and  Bugle  Corp.  They  had  caps  and  uniforms  and  sometimes  drilled  between  the  flour  mill  and  the 
store. 

After  he  married  Ruth  Ellen  LAWSON  they  lived  on  the  homestead  with  Roy's  Uncle  Bemie  until  1914  when 
he  traded  his  share  of  the  homestead  for  the  10  acres  in  town  and  assumed  a $800.00  store  bill  at  C.  A.  Smith 
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Joseph  Howard  Clark  & Alice  Irene  Lawson  Clark13  3 3

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Mercantile.  He  sheared  sheep  and  also  cut  timber  at  West  Yellowstone.  They  also  homesteaded  on  a place  in  Paradise 
Valley  with  several  other  families  from  Menan.  One  was  Ruth's  sister  Florence  and  her  first  husband,  Joseph  Gilbert 
(Gib)  SCOTT31 6.  At  times  Roy  was  away  and  Ruth  and  her  son  stayed  alone  to  prove  up  on  the  land.  They  later  sold 
it  to  Ernest  HUGHES.  In  1925  they  bought  a farm  east  of  Rigby.  He  sold  that  farm  and  moved  back  to  Menan  in  1926 
and  bought  the  Lew  POOLE  farm  and  rented  the  Bill  CASPER  place.  In  1926  Ruth's  health  failed  and  her  activities 
were  limited,  but  she  managed  to  care  for  her  home  and  family.  In  1929  he  cut  and  hauled  the  logs  to  build  a new  home, 
where  they  spent  the  rest  of  their  lives  together. 

The  only  cars  Ruth  had  driven  were  Model  T Fords.  In  1940  she  decided  to  learn  to  drive  a car  with  a gear  shift 
and  clutch.  After  a mishap  with  the  back  porch  and  clothes  line,  she  accomplished  the  job.  Ruth  died  February  18, 
1945. 

Roy  was  always  active,  but  when  he  was  69  he  suffered  a heart  attack.  The  next  year  to  "take  life  easy"  he  planted 
2 acres  of  strawberries  that  he  cared  for.  He  made  his  crates  and  marketed  the  berries  until  he  was  75.  Many  of  the  young 
girls  of  this  area  picked  berries  for  him. 

After  Ruth  died  he  spent  his  winters  in  California  with  his  daughter,  Fay;  and  the  summers  in  Idaho.  He  passed 
away  on  1 Feb  1961.

He  died  in 
a terrible  automobile  accident  at  Massacre  Rocks  near  American  Falls,  Idaho.  He  was  on  his  way  to 
the  Idaho  Falls  Temple  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  He  is  buried  at  the  Annis  Little  Butte  Cemetery  in 
Annis,  Idaho.  He  died  15  Apr  1965.

13.7.4  Leslie  John  SCOTT,  son  of  John  Robert  SCOTT  ( Ephraim13,  John5,  Jacob1)  and  Luella  CAMPBELL,  was 
bom  1 1 Oct  1904.  He  was  bom  in  a log  cabin  about  a mile  or  so  south  of  the  Annis  Buttes,  Fremont  County  (now 
Jefferson  County)  Annis,  Idaho.  He  was  the  fourth  child  and  the  first  son.  His  three  older  sisters,  Edna,  Victoria  and 
Luella  each  had  lived  only  a few  hours.  There  were  to  be  four  more  sons  and  a daughter  in  the  years  to  come.  John  and 
Luella  were  to  have  a total  of  seven  living  children. 

He  got  pneumonia  when  he  was  only  two  or  three  months  old.  His  father,  John,  went  to  Mrs.  Casper,  who  was 
a wonderful  woman  who  lived  nearby.  She  had  a big  family  of  her  own.  She  had  a lot  of  knowledge  about  helping 
folks  get  well.  Doctors,  if  they  came  at  all,  came  from  miles  away,  Rigby  or  Idaho  Falls.  The  whole  community  called 
on  Mrs.  Casper  who  came  on  horseback  or  by  buggy.  She  took  a look  at  Leslie  and  told  his  Dad  to  take  some  bed  sheets 
down  to  the  Snake  River  which  flowed  past  their  place,  break  the  river  ice,  dip  the  sheets  in  the  icy  water  and  bring  them 
back  to  her.  He  did  so.  Then  she  wrapped  his  little  naked  body  in  those  icy  sheets  for  awhile.  Then  she  put  him  in 
warm  sheets  and  kept  alternating  the  cold  and  hot  sheets  until  she  broke  up  the  pneumonia.  She  saved  his  life. 

Leslie  remembers  his  mother  telling  about  Grandma  (Hannah  Ash)  Campbell  having  rows  and  rows  of  red 
raspberries.  When  they  would  visit  Grandma,  Leslie  would  disappear  into  the  raspberry  patch.  He  was  only  about  two 
years  old.  Grandma  said  she  could  see  his  little  two  head  bobbing  up  and  down  the  rows  eating  her  raspberries.  He 
loved  raspberries  his  whole  life  and  the  best  part  was  picking  them  off  his  own  bushes. 

Winters  were  extremely  severe  in  Eastern  Idaho  in  those  years.  The  log  house  was  small,  just  one  room.  The 
log  cabin  was  chinked  with  mud  or  clay  and  sometimes  lined  with  “factory”  (a  thin  cheesecloth  pasted  on  the  inside 
walls).  There  was  a bare  wood  floor  and  a wood  stove.  There  was  no  water,  indoor  plumbing  or  any  telephones.  The 
picture  shows  another  room  that  was  added  in  later  years. 

The  family  lived  on  this  place  by  the  Snake  River  and  his  mother  said  she  had  nightmares  about  the  children 
falling  into  the  bridge  for  about  a year  and  a half. 

His  father,  John,  then  bought  the  ranch  that  they  called  the  ‘home  place’.  His  brother  Lyle  and  his  wife,  Fern, 
now  live  there  in  Annis,  Idaho.  It  also  had  a log  house  on  the  property.  The  family  lived  in  this  log  house  for  many 
years  Leslie  lived  in  the  log  house  until  he  was  1 8 years  old. 

During  this  time,  the  field  below  the  house  was  mostly  covered  with  brush  and  trees.  The  family  cleared  a part 
of  it  each  year  for  farmland.  Leslie  handled  a team  of  horses  and  machinery  from  the  time  he  could  hold  the  reins.  His 
Dad  would  run  two  rigs— like  two  mowers  in  a field.  Leslie  would  cut  the  main  part  and  he  would  do  the  back  swath. 
Leslie  was  only  six  or  seven  when  he  was  handling  a mowing  machine  pulled  by  a team  of  horses.  One  day  when  they 
were  mowing  Leslie  fell  off  the  mower  seat  and  under  the  heavy  metal  cogs  of  the  mower  wheel.  He  hollered  for  his 
father.  John  was  across  the  field  by  the  fence  and  looked  over  toward  Leslie  and  noticed  that  the  horses  were  stopped. 
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The  old  log  house  that  we  lived  in  until  I was  grown  up 
on  the  farm  in  Annis.  L to  R:  Leslie,  Mother  holding  Lyle, 

Ernest,  Ivan,  Dad.  Dad  finally  bought  the  old  Rigby  hotel.  We 
tore  it  down  and  built  a house  out  of  the  materials.  I stayed 
home  an  extra  year  to  help  get  the  house  built.  Our  whole 
family  lived  in  this  old  log  house  while  we  were  growing  up,  but 
we  boys  slept  in  the  loft  in  the  barn.  There  wasn't  any  room  in 
the  house.  We  had  just  finished  the  new  house  and  torn  down 
the  log  house  when  I came  to  Emmett  in  1928.  This  picture  was 
taken  when  Lyle  was  a baby  in  1914.

We  had  gone  down  to  Uncle  Sye  and  Aunt  Emma  Scott's  for 
the  day  to  go  fishing  on  Snake  River.  We  used  the  big  bamboo 
fishing  poles.  L to  R:  Father,  John  Scott,  Mother,  Ella  holding 

Lyle,  (Next  person  unknown).  Uncle  Sye  holding  one  of  his  children. 
Aunt  Emma.  In  front!  L.  to  R. : Ivan,  Ernest,  Leslie  with  poles. 

This  was  1915.  Leslie  was  10. 


He  got  off  his  mower  and  started  running  towards  Leslie.  The  wheel  had  run  over  his  body.  Leslie  remembers  praying 
as  hard  as  he  could  that  he  would  get  to  see  his  Mother  before  he  died.  When  his  father  got  there,  Leslie  was  out  from 

under  the  wheel  and  lying  to  one  side  of  the  mower 
wheel.  His  dad  picked  him  up  and  carried  him  to  the 
house.  He  hooked  up  a team  to  the  ‘whitetop’  ( a light 
wagon  with  a white  canvas  top)  and  took  him  to  the 
doctor  in  Rigby  which  was  about  5 miles  away.  The 
doctor  examined  him  and  he  found  the  marks  of  the 
mower  wheel  right  up  to  his  chin,  the  wheel  having 
traversed  his  body.  The  marks  stopped  just  short  of  his 
head.  He  always  knew  that  the  angels  lifted  the  mower 
wheel  off  his  body  and  laid  him  out  to  one  side  where 
his  father  found  him.  There  were  deep  ruts  in  the 
ground  where  the  wheel  had  passed  over.  He  always 
considered  this  episode  to  be  one  of  the  miracles  of  his 
life.  Later  his  father  tried  to  lift  that  mower  wheel.  It 
was  so  heavy  he  couldn’t  budge  it. 

Les  loved  to  play  marbles.  Marbles  cost  money 
and  he  couldn’t  afford  to  lose  any  marbles.  Therefore, 
he  learned  to  play  very  well.  He  always  had  holes  in  the  knees  of  his  overalls  from  playing  marbles.  He  graduated  from 
Annis  Grade  School  in  1919.  He  had  some  perfect  attendance  certificates  of  which  he  was  very  proud. 

He  attended  Rigby  High  School  and  graduated  in  1923.  He  rode  a horse  four  and  a half  miles  in  all  kinds  of 
weather  to  high  school.  At  times,  he  and  Annie  SCOTT,  his  cousin,  used  to  ride  to  school  in  a buggy.  She  was  Uncle 
Jim  Scott’s  daughter  and  they  were  good  friends.  Uncle  Jim  furnished  the  rig,  if  Les  would  drive  it.  In  the  winter,  they 
would  hook  up  a team  to  a big  sleigh  and  put  in  some  hot  rocks  for  their  feet  and  lap  robes  to  keep  warm.  Les  and  a 
couple  of  his  friends  would  go  home  together,  travel  for  miles  to  get  their  dates  and  go  to  a dance  or  a show.  By  the 
time  they  got  home,  the  roosters  would  be  crowing. 

They  used  to  do  ‘switchbacks’  on  Rigby  Main  Street  with  the  horses  and  sleighs.  At  night  when  they  would  be 
ready  to  go  home,  they  would  run  the  horses  the  full  length  of  Main  Street  and  then  cut  sharply  to  the  left  and  slide  the 
sleigh  in  a complete  turn. 

Les  always  had  a lot  of  friends  at  his  home  and  each  Sunday  his  Mother  would  cook  for  1 5 to  20  boys.  She  had 
an  enormous  five-gallon  kettle  of  beans  each  Sunday  and  she  always  baked  8 loaves  of  fresh  bread  every  day  except 
Sunday. 

The  year  Les  graduated  from  high  school,  he  had  an  appendicitis  attack.  This  was  another  time  he  thought  he 
was  going  to  die.  He  had  such  a pain  in  his  side,  his  father  took  him  to  the  chiropractor  in  Rigby.  The  chiropractor 
didn’t  recognize  the  symptoms  as  appendicitis.  Les  kept  getting  worse.  Finally  his  father  took  him  to  a little  one-horse 
hospital  in  Rigby  that  a lady  had  in  her  home-(that  was  the  best  they  had  then).  The  doctor  said  it  was  appendicitis  and 
Les  needed  surgery.  The  doctor  performed  the  surgery,  but  the  appendix  had  burst.  He  nearly  died  from  the  infection. 
He  was  in  that  awful  hospital  for  30  days.  The  incision  was  still  draining  when  he  was  back  to  thinning  beets. 
Somehow,  he  lived  through  it. 

After  graduating  from  High  School,  Les  helped  his  folks  build  a home.  His  father  had  bought  the  old  hotel  in 
Rigby.  They  tore  it  down  for  the  lumber,  took  it  to  the  ranch  and  replaced  the  log  house  with  the  home  that  still  stands 
in  Annis.  The  family  needed  the  house  so  badly  and  were  grateful  the  family  could  provide  the  labor.  Les  sold  nursery 
stock-Cottonwood  trees  in  his  spare  time,  that  he  dug  up  on  the  Snake  River  and  sold  to  the  farmers  for  wind  breaks. 

Les  worked  in  the  potato  and  beet  harvest  in  the  Fall  of  1925  and  then  started  classes  at  Ricks  Winter  Quarter. 
It  took  him  3 years  to  complete  the  2 year  course  because  he  worked  the  potato  harvest  each  Fall.  He  was  awarded  an 
elementary  teacher’s  certificate  from  Ricks  College.  He  also  found  time  to  play  on  the  Ricks  College  Football  teams 
and  participated  in  drama. 

During  high  school  and  college,  Les  and  his  friends  had  a wonderful  time  going  to  dances.  They  would  go  to 
Riverside  Gardens  Dance  Hall  two  or  three  times  a week.  Riverside  Gardens  was  famous  for  miles  around.  Les  took 
a job  taking  tickets  at  Riverside  about  twice  a week.  He  got  paid  for  that,  but  could  always  get  someone  to  stand  in  for 
him  part-time  so  he  could  dance.  He  loved  to  dance  and  could  do  all  the  new  dances  and  some  he  invented  himself.

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After  graduating  from  Ricks  in  1928,  Les  moved  to 
Emmett,  Idaho,  to  accept  a position  at  Case  Furniture  Store 
as  a salesman.  His  wages  were  $60.00  a month.  He 
remembers  the  first  time  his  family  brought  him  to  Emmett. 
When  his  family  got  to  the  top  of  Freeze  Out  Hill  they  saw 
the  long  winding  road  to  the  valley  below.  His  father  put  the 
car  in  low  and  barely  crept  down  the  hill.  Because  there  were 
so  many  of  the  family  who  came  and  not  enough  room  for 
any  one  to  put  them  up,  they  slept  on  the  mattresses  in  the 
furniture  store.  While  working  at  the  furniture  store,  Les  met 
Edith  Grace  COLBURN,  the  bookkeeper  at  the  store.  She 
was  a Senior  at  Emmett  High  School  and  worked  after  school 
at  Case  Furniture.  They  fell  in  love  and  were  married  29  Nov 
1929,  in  Annis,  Idaho,  at  Les’s  parents  home.  Both  families 
had  gathered  there  for  Thanksgiving. 

Edith  is  the  daughter  of  Earl  George  COLBURN  and 
Helena  Betsy  JOHNSON,  bom  29  Dec  1912  in  Harvard,  Clay,  Nebraska.  She  had  moved  to  Emmett  with  her  parents, 
from  Nebraska. 

Les  resigned  his  position  from  Case  Furniture  Company  to  accept  a position  with  Safeway  in  Boise.  During  his 
stay  there,  he  was  released  for  a time  in  order  to  build  a miniature  golf  course  in  Rigby.  He  then  returned  to  Emmett 
to  work  in  the  Safeway  store  for  Joe  Albertson  who  was  the  manager  of  the  store.  Eventually,  Albertson’s  second  store 
was  located  in  Emmett.  Les  worked  from  8 AM  to  3 AM  the  next  morning  six  days  a week  for  $25.00  a week.  He 
stayed  at  Safeway  one  year.  He  was  then  appointed  school  teacher  at  Brick  School  in  Emmett.  He  taught  third  through 
eighth  grades.  He  and  Edith  lived  in  a little  two-roomed  house  back  of  the  Brick  School  building  which  they  rented 

for  $5.00  a month.  He  did  all  of  the  janitor  work  in  the  school.  His  class  of  eighth  graders  received  the  highest  marks 

in  the  State  of  Idaho  for  their  test  scores.  He  stayed  in  this  position  for  7 years,  of  which  he  was  Principal  the  last  four 
years. 

He  attended  summer  school  at  the  University  of  Utah  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
in  1934.  Edith  spent  her  summer  at  the  Genealogical  Library  in  Salt  Lake  and 
furthered  family  lines  back  many  generations.  Those  records  later  proved  valuable 
as  a connecting  link  in  records  she  had  received  from  her  mother,  Helena  Betsy 
Johnson  COLBURN.  The  next  summer  they  spent  at  the  University  of  California 
at  Berkeley. 

In  the  Spring  of  1939,  Edith  and  Les  moved  to  town  and  Les  started  to  work 
for  the  Post  Office.  He  was  a Rural  Carrier  on  a foot  route.  He  hated  the  foot  route 
and  always  said  he  didn’t  go  to  college  to  earn  his  living  with  his  feet.  He  quit  the 
Civil  Service  and  Edith  and  Les  bought  an  interest  in  the  Emmett  Locker  System. 

In  1942,  they  purchased  the  balance  of  the  Plant  and  in  1944  they  bought  the 
concrete  building  on  the  southwest  comer  of  First  Street  and  Washington  Ave.  In 
Emmett.  They  moved  the  business  there  and  changed  the  name  to  Scott’s  Locker 
and  Appliance.  The  Locker  Plant  began  as  frozen  food  lockers.  They  also  had  an 
operating  slaughter  house  further  down  on  South  Washington  Street.  The  Locker  Plant  also  included  meat  processing 
and  appliance  store.  As  time  went  on,  they  closed  down  the  locker  plant  and  the  slaughter  house.  They  used  the  space 
for  a coin-operated  laundry  and  coin-operated  dry  cleaners.  In  the  front  of  the  store,  they  built  the  first  self-service  gas 
station  that  operated  with  dollar  bills.  It  was  the  first  gas  station  of  it’s  type  West  of  the  Mississippi  River.  They  also 
added  a coin-operated  car  wash.  In  time  they  closed  the  laundry  and  added  a 20,000  sq.  ft.  addition  to  the  building  and 
opened  a furniture  store.  During  these  years,  the  business  suffered  a major  fire  and  was  subsequently  rebuilt.  After 
Leslie’s  death  in  1965,  Edith  operated  the  store  until  1982  until  she  closed  it.  Eventually  she  sold  the  property  to 
Albertson’s  for  an  expanded  food  store.  Edith  and  Les  worked  hand  in  hand  at  the  family  business.  Scott’s  Appliance 
and  Furniture,  for  22  years.  After  Les’s  death,  Edith  continued  to  operate  the  business  for  a total  of  40  years. 

Les  was  greatly  involved  in  community  affairs.  While  teaching  school  at  Brick,  Les  was  also  a Scout-  master 
and  organized  the  local  Scout  Troop.  He  helped  to  organize  the  State  Locker  Association  in  1944.  He  was  also 
President  of  the  Allied  Civic  Forces  of  Gem  County  in  1950  when  they  outlawed  slot  machines.  He  was  President  of 
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the  Gem  County  Teachers  Association  for  3 years  from  1936-1939.  He  served  in  many  leadership  positions  and 
remained  a friend  to  all  those  who  knew  him.  He  was  active  in  community  affairs  as  a member  of  the  Emmett  Lion’s 
Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  was  a Director  of  the  Snake  River  Valley  Electrical  Association.  His  hobbies  included 
hunting  and  fishing.  He  enjoyed  collecting  rare  coins  and  stamps. 

Leslie  was  Bishop  of  the  Emmett  Second  Ward  for  four  years  from 
1946-1950.  Through  his  efforts  and  those  of  his  Ward,  they  raised 
$10,000.00  for  funds  needed  to  start  the  new  building  on  Second  Street  in 
Emmett.  He  served  four  years  on  the  High  Council  of  Weiser  Stake.  Leslie 
was  about  5’9”  tall,  and  had  strawberry  blonde  hair  and  twinkling  blue 
eyes.  He  was  always  smiling,  joking  and  loved  to  talk  to  people.  He  was 
an  optimist  and  was  known  in  inner  circles  as  a ‘big  tease’.  All  the 
children’s  friends  and  people  everywhere  loved  him.  He  was  known  as  a 
wise  and  compassionate  man.  He  was  honest  and  fair  in  his  dealings  and 
didn’t  hesitate  to  look  forward  to  the  future  and  had  the  ability  to  adjust  to 
changes  in  life.  He  always  saw  the  good  in  people  and  situations.  He  was 
positive  in  his  life  and  counseled  many  people  of  all  ages.  He  encountered 
many  health  difficulties  in  his  life,  but  in  spite  of  it  all,  uplifted  those 
around  him. 

Leslie  died  29  Aug  1965  from  a heart  attack.  When  Leslie  died  he 
was  just  60  years  old.  He  left  this  life  hesitantly,  hating  to  leave  so  early. 

He  left  a great  legacy  to  all  who  knew  him,  but  especially  to  his  family. 

When  the  going  gets  rough,  they  always  remember  how  he  handled  great 
problems  with  such  dignity  and  humor.  He  will  always  be  remembered  as 
a great  man  and  one  who  made  a difference.

As  he  grew  up  he  played  the  trombone  in  the 
school  bands.  Everyone  in  our  small  town  knows  Glen  and  asks  about  him  if  they  don’t  see  him  on 
his  daily  walks;  He  is  a good  neighbor  and  friend  to  all  who  know  him.  He  enjoys  constructing  model 
cars  and  has  won  ribbons  at  the  County  Fair.  One  year  he  won  the  blue  ribbon  for  the  best  model  car.

Ernest  was  six  years  old  when  he  got  pneumonia  and  was  in  the  hospital  in  Idaho  Falls,  Idaho.  It  was  so  serious 
the  doctor  didn’t  expect  him  to  live.  His  parents  refused  the  doctor’s  recommended  treatment  of  a shot  of  whiskey 
saying  he  wouldn’t  live  until  morning.  Instead,  his  parents  called  the  Elders  who  came  and  administered  to  him.  He 
was  much  better  in  the  morning  which  surprised  the  doctors.  Ernest’s  father,  John  Robert,  believed  in  starting  his  boys 
at  a young  age  to  help  on  the  farm.  At  the  age  of  seven  , Ernest  was  driving  teams  of  horses  hitched  to  a mower,  hay 
rake,  plow  or  whatever  needed  to  be  done.  Harnessing  and  unharnessing  the  horses  was  learned,  no  easy  task  for  one 
so  young.  The  two  older  boys  could  often  be  found  on  the  end  of  a hoe  thinning  and  hoeing  beets.  Milking  cows  was 
a daily  chore  to  be  done  both  before  and  after  school.  In  his  childhood  Ernest  broke  many  bones  and  was  sick  and 
missed  a great  deal  of  school.  Ernest  was  hard  of  hearing  all  of  his  life,  which  was  a great  handicap  in  his  life. 

Ernest  helped  his  parents  on  the  farm  at  age  thirty,  when  he  left  home  and  went  to  live  with  his  brother,  Leslie, 
in  Emmett,  Idaho.  It  was  while  he  was  there  that  he  met  Eloise  Joy  LEICHTY. 

He  married  Eloise  Joy  LIECHTY,  daughter  of  John  Nicholas  LIECHTY  and  Mary  Elizabeth  KEPPLER, 
on  20  Apr  1938.  She  was  bom  5 Mar  1915  in  Emmett,  Gem,  ID. 

Their  first  child,  Darlene  Fay,  was  bom  19  June  1939  in  Emmett.  The  doctor’s  fee  was  $15.00.  The  family 
moved  to  eastern  Idaho  in  1940.  Phillip  John  was  bom  4 July  1941  at  Grandma  Luella  Campbell  Scott’s  house  in  Annis. 
The  doctor’s  fee  was  $25.00.  Ernest  worked  in  a gold  mine  in  Pearl,  Idaho,  and  in  a mining  operation  in  Stibnite,  Idaho, 
where  they  spent  one  winter  snowbound.  The  snow  was  so  deep  that  only  the  tops  of  the  trailer  houses  could  be  seen. 
Ernest  worked  in  many  areas  of  Idaho,  Oregon  and  Washington.  Their  third  child,  Ernest  was  bom  in  Hanford,  Oregon, 
10  Oct  1944.  The  cost  of  delivery  was  $100.00. 

While  living  in  Washington  where  Ernest’s  brother,  Ivan,  owned  a farm.  The  farm  did  not  have  running  water  or 
electricity.  They  hauled  drinking  water  from  Sunnyside  in  barrels  and  coal  oil  lamps  lighted  the  home.  Water  for 
washing  clothes  was  obtained  from  the  Toza  Canal  that  bordered  their  farm  on  two  sides.  In  winter  the  clothes  were 
taken  to  Sunnyside  to  wash  houses  that  were  located  there.  This  was  done  until  electricity  was  brought  to  the  farm  and 
a well  was  dug. 

John  Robert  SCOTT,  Ernest’s  father,  died  in  Emmett  on  30  Jan  1950.  Ernest  and  Eloise  were  able  to  make  the 
journey  to  Emmett  to  see  him  before  he  died.  The  journey  was  treacherous  as  the  Columbia  River  was  covered  with 
huge  chunks  of  ice.  The  ferry  dodged  ice  chunks  all  across  the  river,  but  the  family  was  able  to  arrive  safely  in  Emmett. 

Dermis  Daniel  was  bom  13  Oct  1952  at  Sunnyside,  WA.  The  delivery  cost  was  $150.00.  Eloise  washed  outside 
all  year  round  as  the  house  was  small,  a dryer  was  later  purchased  and  put  in  the  shop.  They  were  able  to  purchase  a 
farm  in  Prosser  where  Ernest  farmed  until  retirement.  He  was  very  mechanically  minded.  He  loved  working  with  his 
hands  and  built  for  himself  a beet  cultivator.  He  did  his  own  welding  and  repaired  his  own  machinery.  Ernest  loved 
helping  others,  putting  them  before  his  own  needs. 
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Ernest  filled  a home  mission  while  living  in  Sunnyside.  There  was  no  meetinghouse  for  the  Church  in  Sunnyside. 
The  Branch  of  the  LDS  Church  rented  the  American  Legion  Hall  for  Sunday  meetings.  Every  Sunday  morning  beer 
and  whiskey  bottles  and  cigarette  butts  had  to  be  swept  up  before  church.  When  the  new  Sunnyside  chapel  was  built, 
Ernest  spent  much  time  with  his  tractor  digging  the  basement  and  landscaping  the  grounds. 

Ernest’s  mission  in  life  seems  to  have  been  helping  to  build  meeting  houses  for  the  Church.  He  worked  on  the 
Stake  Centers  in  Weiser,  Idaho,  Yakima,  Richland,  Sunnyside  and  Prosser,  Washington. 

The  grandchildren  loved  their  Grandpa.  Ernest  loved  the  little  children.  Whenever  they  came  to  visit,  you  could 
find  him  teasing  them  or  the  children  were  teasing  him.  One  of  his  favorite  tricks  was  to  untie  their  shoes  or  tie  the 
shoelaces  together  when  the  children  weren’t  looking. 

Their  grandson,  Phillip  SCOTT,  Jr.,  came  to  live  with  them.  He  filled  a mission  to  the  Montana  Billings 
Mission  because  of  the  help  of  Ernest  and  Eloise.  Phillip  Jr’s  sister,  Cindy,  filled  a mission  in  Independence,  Missouri. 

Ernest  was  a very  patriotic  man  and  loved  his  country.  Eloise  retired  from  her  work  and  they  spent  all  of  their 
time  together  working  on  the  farm  and  enjoying  each  others  company.  Ernest  died  at  the  age  of  75  on  20  June  1982 
in  Prosser,  Benton,  WA,  on  Father’s  Day.

13.7.9  Donna  SCOTT,  daughter  of  John  Robert  SCOTT,  (Ephraim13,  John5,  Jacob1)  and  Luella  CAMPBELL,  bom 
on  25  Sep  1918  at  Annis,  Jefferson,  ID.  She  was  bom  in  the  family  home,  which  was  a three  room  log  cabin  with  a dirt 
roof.  She  was  the  ninth  child  and  fourth  daughter  of  her  parents.  She  had  three  older  sisters  that  died  at,  or  soon  after 
birth;  Edna,  Victoria,  and  Luella.  Five  brothers  came  next.  After  Donna  was  bom,  one  last  brother,  Glen  C. , came  into 
the  family.  All  of  her  brothers  lived  to  maturity,  and  all  but  one,  Ivan,  married  and  had  families. 

Donna  lived  in  Annis  (the  name  comes  from  “Annie’s  Place,”  which  was  a small  country  store)  until  she  was 
married,  with  the  exception  of  one  summer  when  she  was  eleven,  when  her  father  worked  for  Frank  JACKET  in  the 
Mud  Lake  area.  They  lived  part  of  the  time  in  a cabin  and  part  of  the  time  in  a tent  on  the  lake  shore.  The  children 
played  along  the  lake  and  dug  mussels  in  the  sand. 

Donna  had  all  of  the  common  childhood  diseases  that  were  common  at  the  time  before  vaccinations.  However, 
when  she  was  two,  she  really  gave  the  family  a scare.  She  came  down  with  a severe  case  of  Whooping  Cough.  She 
would  cough  so  hard  that  she  would  pass  out  and  the  doctor  told  the  family  that  if  they  didn’t  take  her  to  the  mountains 
for  the  clear,  fresh  air,  she  would  probably  die.  Aunt  Louie  NEVILLE  lived  at  Spencer,  so  she  was  taken  there  until 
she  recovered. 

When  she  was  eight,  the  Gros  Ventre  Dam  broke  above  Jackson  Hole,  WY,  and  everyone  in  the  low  lying  areas 
downstream  had  to  evacuate  to  higher  ground.  Donna  remembers  the  time  that  they  camped  out  on  the  Little  Butte  as 
very  exciting,  as  well  as  scary.  Donna  was  unaware  of  her  allergy  to  bee  stings  until  she  was  stung  when  she  was 
fourteen.  There  was  great  concern  for  her  life  then,  too.  Her  parents  had  to  walk  the  floor  with  her  all  night  long  to  keep 
her  from  falling  asleep,  because  it  was  feared  that  if  she  did  go  to  sleep,  she  would  not  wake  up.  She  recovered  from 
that  incident  as  well,  but  had  to  keep  a wary  eye  on  the  activities  of  bees,  hornets  and  wasps  ever  since.

She  has  many  fond  memories  of  growing  up  on  the  family  farm.  They  worked  hard,  but  played  hard,  too. 
Everyone  worked  in  the  fields  thinning  and  hoeing  sugar  beets,  putting  up  hay,  picking  raspberries,  weeding,  milking 
and  so  on.  In  those  days,  all  of  the  work  was  done  by  hand  or  by  horse,  so  the  hours  were  long  and  hard,  but  the  Scotts 
were  known  to  enjoy  themselves,  even  when  they  worked.  Everyone  in  the  family  was  expected  to  do  their  share  of 
housework,  as  well.  Her  Dad  figured  that  if  Donna  could  work  in  the  fields,  the  boys  could  pitch  in  at  home.  They  all 
learned  to  do  the  usual  household  chores,  along  with  canning  all  kinds  of  fruit.  Her  mother  would  make  butter  and  they 
would  use  that,  as  well  as  eggs  and  other  goods  they  made  or  raised  to  “buy”  their  groceries.  She  remembers  going  into 
Rigby  on  Saturday  afternoons  to  do  the  shopping,  and  then  leave  the  groceries  in  the  wagon  or  bob  sled  while  they  went 
to  a movie  (try  doing  that  in  your  convertible  with  the  top  down  sometime!).  They  danced  at  a big  dance  hall  between 
Rigby  and  Lorenzo  (Riverside  Gardens).  There  were  also  dances  in  the  wards  and  two  movie  theaters  in  Rigby,  so  there 
was  always  lots  to  do. 

On  3 1 March  1937  she  attended  a dance  in  Lewisville.  It  was  an  M-Man  and  Gleaner  dance  and  all  the  good 
young  Mormons  in  the  area  were  there.  They  had  a get  acquainted  dance  where  each  girl  was  given  a song  title  on  a 
piece  of  paper  and  each  young  man  was  give  the  first  line  of  a song  on  a piece  of  paper.  They  were  to  then  find  the 
matching  title  or  first  line  and  dance  with  that  person.  Donna  saw  a handsome  young  man  standing  with  his  arms  folded 
and  approached  him  to  see  if  his  line  matched  her  title.  It  didn’t,  but  he  invited  her  to  dance  anyway.  They  spent  the 
entire  evening  together,  something  that  was  unheard  of  in  those  days,  even  for  couples  that  went  on  dates.  She  found 
out  that  his  name  was  Norris  FULLMER  from  Menan,  and  that  it  happened  to  be  his  birthday. 

Norris  was  the  eleventh  of  seventeen  children  bom  to  William  Price  FULLMER  Jr.  and  Fannie  Verona 
WHITING.  He  was  bom  31  Mar  1913  in  Wallsburg,  Wasatch,  UT  and  moved  with  his  family  to  the  Little  Lost  River 
Valley  in  Idaho  when  he  was  three.  After  struggling  to  make  a living  in  the  desert  with  little  or  no  water,  the  family 
moved  to  Menan  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  1926.  Even  though  he  had  to  miss  a lot  of  school  to  help  on  the  farm  and  one 
winter  because  of  illness,  he  became  the  valedictorian  of  his  eighth  grade.  He  was  the  president  of  his  Senior  Class  at 
Midway  High  and  the  only  one  of  the  boys  in  his  family  to  graduate  from  high  school.  When  Norris  was  twenty  years 
old,  his  father  passed  away  quite  suddenly.  Since  he  was  the  oldest  child  remaining  at  home,  he  took  the  responsibility 
of  running  the  farm  and  helping  his  mother  with  the  younger  children. 

Norris  and  Donna  didn’t  date  or  even  see  each  other  much  at  other  dances  over  the  course  of  the  next  several 
months,  but  on  her  birthday  that  Fall  she  attended  a dance  with  her  brother,  Wayne.  Norris  saw  her  and  asked  her  to 
dance.  He  evidently  decided  that  they  had  waited  long  enough,  so  he  ask  her  out.  From  that  night  he  planned  to  marry 
her.  He  had  just  had  his  heart  broken  and  was  going  to  choose  a good,  sensible  girl  this  time.  It  took  some  time  to 
convince  Donna,  though.  She  had  just  had  her  heart  broken,  too,  and  was  not  about  to  let  it  happen  again.  As  it  turned 
out,  they  became  engaged  on  22  Jan  1938,  and  were  married  4 Mar  1938  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  LDS  Temple. ..before 
Norris  had  to  start  farming.  Norris’  wedding  presents  to  Donna  were  a pile  of  firewood  and  a thousand  baby  chicks. 
He  was  also  late  for  their  reception  because  a ditch  washed  out,  so  Donna  danced  with  the  male  guests  until  he  arrived. 

When  they  were  married  they  lived  in  a one  room  frame  house.  Their  first  two  sons,  Norris  Lyle,  bom  23  Dec 
1938,  and  William  Ross,  on  10  Jan  1940,  were  bom  while  they  lived  there.  On  22  July  1941  they  began  to  add  on  to 
the  house  just  one  day  before  their  first  daughter,  Beverly  Kay,  was  bom.  They  got  their  first  running  water  (but  no 
bathroom)  in  1944,  when  Robert  Dean  (15  June)  was  a baby.  They  completed  the  remodeling  in  about  1950,  just  in  time 
to  potty  train  their  second  daughter,  Elaine  (6  Aug  1948).  The  house  was  finished,  but  no  t the  family.  Lynn  SCOTT 
was  bom  19  March  1951,  and  Boyd  Lee  on  8 Sep  1952. 

Donna  and  Norris  have  spent  their  entire  lives  on  the  farm  in  Menan  raising  sugar  beets,  potatoes,  sheep,  cattle, 
registered  and  certified  wheat  and  barley  seed,  pigs,  chickens  and  children.

My  sister,  Beverly,  was  really 
excited  when  I was  bom.  She  had  three  brothers  and  thought  it  was  about  time  for  a sister.  I grew  up  on  family  farm 
in  Menan,  ID.  Along  with  my  cousins,  the  Mack  FULLMER  family.  Living  on  the  farm  as  a young  child  was  quite 
an  adventure.  We  payed  cowboys  and  Indians.  We  played  in  the  potato  cellar  with  trucks  and  tractors.  At  times  we 
would  empty  the  cupboards  in  the  house  and  play  store.  We  would  eat  pork  and  beans  out  of  tin  pie  plates  when  we 
were  cowboys.  We  played  house  in  the  folks  first  house  which  had  long  been  abandoned.  We  had  some  play  furniture 
that  Dad  had  made  for  the  older  kids. 

Some  of  my  most  cherished  memories  are  when  I got  to  go  with  my  Dad.  I remember  one  time  when  he  left  me 
at  a potato  warehouse.  Fortunately  some  friends  owned  the  warehouse,  so  I was  safe  until  Dad  came  to  retrieve  me. 
Getting  to  go  out  to  feed  the  cows  and  sheep  with  Dad  were  the  greatest  times.  Dad  used  to  put  the  pickup,  an  old  green 
Chevy,  in  the  lowest  gear,  so  it  was  barely  moving.  He  would  then  let  me  steer  it  down  the  field  while  he  walked  along 
side  and  threw  the  hay  out  for  the  animals.  I thought  I was  big-time  stuff,  getting  to  drive  the  pick-up  to  help  Dad.  It 
wasn’t  until  years  later  that  I realized  that  the  pick-up  was  driving  itself.  I also  learned  a love  of  nature  during  my  times 
out  with  Dad.  He  always  got  off  his  tractor  to  move  a Killdeer’s  nest  out  of  harm’s  way.  I used  to  call  them  “fawn 
ducks”.  Caterpillars  were  road  graders  to  me.  I loved  to  cook.  My  Mom  is  a great  cook  and  taught  me  well. 

I was  cooking  for  the  hired  men  when  I was  ten.  In  August  1954  I started  grade  school  at  Menan  Elementary. 

I attended  Midway  Jr.  High  and  graduated  from  Rigby  High  School  in  1966.  I started  Ricks  College  in  1967.  In  Jan 
1970  I attended  Salt  lake  Barber  College.  I graduated  from  there  in  the  fall  of  1970  and  began  my  short  career  as  a 
barber/men’s  hair  stylist.  I never  made  much  money  as  a barber  — too  many  men  were  letting  their  hair  grow  long  in 
those  days. 
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I then  served  a mission  for  the  LDS 
Church  in  Indiana  and  Michigan  starting  in 
Aug  1972.  I had  many  wonderful  experiences 
while  on  my  mission.

14  John  William  SCOTT  (John5,  Jacob1)  was  the  fifth  child  of  twelve  children,  born  to  John  SCOTT 
and  (1)  Elizabeth  MENEARY.  He  was  bom  in  Nauvoo,  Hancock,  Illinois  on  6 November  1844.  John 
William  grew  up  in  Millcreek.  He  attended  the  Scott  School  and  had  "Aunt  Mary"  as  his  school  teacher. 

John  William's  first  wife  was  Fanny  Mariah  ELLIS.  Fanny  Mariah,  born  19  July  1849,  Waldron, 
Sussex,  England.  She  was  the  fifth  child  of  ten  children  born  to  John  Edward  ELLIS  and  Hannah 
BARBER.  When  John  William  first  saw  her  she  was  carrying  wood  and  water  into  the  house  where  she 
was  employed.  He  introduced  himself  and  carried  loads  of  wood  and  all  the  water  she  needed.  For 
seven  years  he  courted  her  and  finally  had  the  courage  to  propose.  She  married  John  William  on  1 1 Jan 
1 874  and  they  made  their  home  in  Millcreek.  President  Brigham  YOUNG  requested  that  they  move  to 
Millville,  Utah  so  John  William  built  a small  home,  where  most  of  their  children  were  born.  Fanny 
became  frail,  suffering  from  a heart  ailment  and  dropsy  for  a number  of  years.  Fanny  Mariah  passed 
away  7 February  1894  in  Millville,  Cache,  Utah.  On  31  March  1897  John  William  married  Marinda 
Vilate  WEAVER  (HARGRAVES),  a widow  with  two  daughters,  Marinda  Vilate  and  Mettie 
HARGRAVES. 

John  William  purchased  a home  and  160  acre  farm  in  Wapello,  Bingham,  Idaho.  He  sent  his  three 
sons,  Arthur,  David  and  Harold  to  Idaho  in  the  spring  of  1906  to  run  the  farm.  That  fall  on  Thanksgiving 
Day,  John  William,  Vilate  and  the  rest  of  their  family  arrived  in  Wapello  to  live  in  their  lovely  two  story 
home,  one  of  the  finest  south  of  Idaho  Falls  at  that  time. 

John  William  suffered  from  asthma  for  a number  of  years.  He  spent  hours  outdoors  on  a chair  to 
get  fresh  air.  There  were  no  oxygen  tanks  in  those  days.  His  sons  ran  the  farm  according  to  his  wishes 
and  he  managed  all  the  finances.  He  passes  away  16  October  1915  in  Wapello.  His  granddaughter, 
Phyllis  LaVon  SCOTT145 1 (LAWRENCE)  remembers  his  sitting  outdoors.  She  also  remembers  that 
after  his  funeral  that  at  the  Wapello  railroad  station  his  coffin  was  put  in  a passenger  train  and  she  and 
the  rest  of  the  Scott  families  boarded  this  train  and  traveled  to  Millville,  Utah,  where  he  was  buried 
beside  his  first  wife,  Fanny  Mariah.

He  said  it  got  him  into  some  homes  he  might  not  have  been  able  to  get  in  to  teach  the  gospel. 
Investigators  would  look  at  the  picture  and  tell  him  it  looked  like  he  came  from  a nice  family.  This 
would  "break  the  ice"  for  him.

Expecting  their  second  child  within  the  month,  Arthur  suggested  they  move  into  the  granary  which  was 
near  completion.  When  their  son  LeRoy  was  born,  Ester  was  pronounced  dead,  but  lived  to  the  delight 
of  her  family.  Lowell  Woodrow,  their  second  son,  was  born  9 Aug  1916.  The  spring  of  1917  was  one  of 
excessive  moisture.  Snow  had  been  deep  that  winter  and  the  Snake  River  was  near  flood  stage.  Arthur 
and  others  build  higher  banks.  When  Arthur  returned  home  one  evening  Ester  told  him  Lowell  was  ill. 
The  baby  awakened  crying.  Ester  picked  him  up,  and  he  died  in  her  arms;  the  cause  was  never  known. 

On  April  Fools  Day  1918  Clara  was  born.  Arthur  built  a lean-to  on  the  house.  Then  there  was  room  for 
an  organ.  Ester  enjoyed  playing  and  singing.  In  1918  Arthur  realized  flooding  was  inevitable.  The 
efforts  to  keep  the  river  from  flooding  were  futile.  He  sent  his  wife  and  children  to  Presto  Bench  and 
loaded  household  furnishings  and  everything  movable  to  high  ground.  As  soon  as  the  ground  was  dry 
enough  they  moved  back  into  their  home.  It  wasn't  before  long  that  Arthur,  who  had  rheumatic  fever  as  a 
child,  contracted  rheumatoid  arthritis  and  tendinitis  which  crippled  him.  Exhaustion  and  exposure 
working  in  rain-drenched  clothing  took  its  toll.  His  suffering  was  severe  and  his  limbs  deformed. 
Eventually,  his  pain  lessened,  but  he  could  no  longer  do  heavy  work.  Drought  ruined  crops  on  the  dry 
farm.  The  mortgage  was  due.  Both  farms  were  lost,  so  they  contracted  to  buy  a house  in  Wapello  from 
Ester's  father  and  moved  there.  By  1924,  the  $700  for  this  house  was  paid  in  full.  Ester  did  Ramsy's 
laundry.  Arthur  was  hired  as  school  janitor.  His  children  helped  him.  Ester  and  her  children  worked  in 
the  fields,  thinning  and  hoeing  beets,  picking  potatoes,  and  being  janitors  of  church  across  the  road. 

Their  home  was  improved  little  by  little.  Two  daughters  were  born  in  1920  and  1923.  In  1924  the  Scotts 
moved.  They  purchased  a $800  place  and  started  a grocery  store  in  the  front  room.  They  closed  the  store 
in  1931,  gave  up  farming,  and  moved  to  Blackfoot  in  1944.  In  Blackfoot  Ester  worked  at  the  potato 
dehydrator,  clerked  in  the  Grand  Hotel,  and  was  a clerk  in  the  Eccles  Hotel.  Arthur  died  16  Jan  1956, 
Blackfoot,  Idaho.  Ester  married  Samuel  Griffeth  SEAMONS  31  Dec  1957.  He  died  5 Nov  1960.  Ester 
died  15  Feb  1982.

15.8  Ettie  Sophia  Smithies  was  born  1 Sept  1879  at  Mill  Creek, 
Salt  Lake,  Utah,  the  youngest  daughter  of  Elizabeth  Scott  (15) 
and  Robert  Smithies.  When  Ettie  was  10  months  old  her  mother  died 
and  for  a year  or  two  she  was  cared  for  by  a family  by  the  name 
of  Morgan  who  were  relatives  and  neighbors.  When  she  was  6 years 
old  her  father  sold  out  in  Mill  Creek  and  moved  his  family  to  the 
Label le,  Jefferson,  Idaho  area.  On  11  Feb  1903  Ettie  married 
Charles  N Byington  (b  29  March  1868  at  Calls  Fort  CHarperD,  Box 
Elder,  Utah,  a son  of  Joseph  Henry  Byington  and  Hannah  Mol  land). 
They  homesteaded  a farm  6 miles  north  of  Lava  Hot  Springs, 
Bannock,  Idaho.  Here  they  cleared  the  land,  built  a home  and 
other  buildings  and  raised  their  family.  They  were  both  very 
active  in  the  church,  Charles  serving  as  bishop  of  the  Lava  ward 
for  25  years  and  Ettie  serving  as  president  and  teacher  in  the 
primary  and  as  a teacher  in  other  auxiliary  organi zat ions.  Both 
were  active  in  temple  work  although  it  was  limited  due  to  the  80 
mile  trips  to  Logan,  Utah  and  t ransport at  ion  problems.  Ettie  died 
27  Sept  1930  at  the  family  home  and  was  buried  in  the  Annis 
Little  Butte  cemetery  NW  of  Rigby,  Idaho.  Charles  moved  to  Logan, 
Utah  and  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  working  in  the  temple.  On  31 
July  1935  he  married  Margaret  Price.  She  died  16  Sept  1947  and 
was  buried  at  Rupert,  Idaho.  Charles  died  25  Dec  1953  in  Logan 
and  was  buried  in  the  Annis,  Idaho,  Little  Butte  cemetery.

18.  Josiah  Scott,  (twin)  (son  of  John  (Jacob)  and  Elizabeth  Meneary) , 
was  born  20  August  1854  at  Mill  Creek,  Salt  Lake  Co. , Utah. 

At  age  14  he  began  hauling  lumber  from  Gardners  Sawmill  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  with  his  own  team  of  horses  and  his  own  wagon.  He  had  this 
business  until  he  was  26  years  of  age.  He  also  worked  on  the  family 
farm  and  helped  with  the  families  needs.  Josiah  was  22  years  old  when 
his  father  died  leaving  him  to  care  for  his  mother  and  the  smaller 
children  in  the  family. 

In  1880  Josiah  came  to  Idaho  and  started  a freighting  business  hauling 
flour  and  other  commodities  between  Idaho  and  Montana.  At  that  time  he 
homesteaded  160  acres  of  land  in  the  Annis,  Idaho  area,  (known  as 
Poole's  Island.)  On  June  24,  1886  he  married  Mary  Elizabeth  Walton, 
born  14  Sept.  1863,  in  Mill  Creek,  Utah, (daughter  of  George  Walton  and 
Mary  Catherine  Haberly).  They  built  a log  house  on  their  homestead  and 
lived  there.  He  made  several  improvements  on  this  place  with  barns, 
corrals,  granaries,  and  a root  cellar. 

Josiah  was  a pioneer  of  this  area  in  raising  potatoes  and  oats.  The 
excellent  yields  drew  attention  to  the  valley,  bringing  a rapid  influx 
of  settlers  to  this  area.  He  also  raised  cattle,  alfalfa,  roasting 
corn,  and  planted  an  orchard  of  apples,  plums,  pears,  and  cherries.  He 
bought  another  40  acres  to  add  to  his  farm,  making  him  200  acres. 
(Later  he  gave  70  acres  of  his  original  homestead  to  his  brother 
Ephraim. ) 

It  took  a lot  of  hard  work  to  clear  the  sage  brush  and  other  brush  and 
trees  from  the  land  so  it  could  be  planted  into  crops.  A railroad  rail 
was  used  to  clear  brush,  pulled  by  8 head  of  horses. 

Josiah  was  active  in  the  early  irrigation  of  this  area,  assisting  in  the 
construction  of  the  Long  Island  Canal  Co.  He  was  a stock  holder  and  a 
director  and  served  as  its  president  for  many  years. 

In  1910  Josiah  started  building  a beautiful  rock  home  for  his  family. 
This  house  was  one  of  the  first  rock  houses  in  the  Annis  Area.  The 
workers  hauled  black  sandstone  nearly  5 miles  from  a quarry  north  of  the 
Snake  River.  The  rock  was  ferried  across  the  river  then  hauled  by  horse 
and  wagon  to  the  building  spot.  This  house  was  large  and  very 
attractive.  It  had  5 bedrooms,  a parlor,  a living  room,  a kitchen,  a 
pantry,  and  a large  sun  porch. 

Josiah  was  interested  in  community  affairs.  He  helped  build  the  first 
two  room  log  school  house  in  Annis  in  1894,  and  served  as  trustee  for 
7 years.  He  and  his  son's  helped  with  the  surveying  and  the  clearing  of 
the  brush  for  the  Annis  Little  Butte  Cemetery.  Also  he  and  his  family 
helped  haul  sand  stone  for  the  Annis  church  house. 

One  summer  Josiah  drove  his  team  of  horses  and  buggy  to  a celebration  in 
Rigby.  His  team  got  spooked  from  some  of  the  noise  there.  His  team  ran 
away  with  him,  throwing  him  and  his  buggy  against  a tree.  He  received 
injuries  internally  and  injuries  to  his  head  and  body.  He  was  sent  to 
Salt  Lake  to  see  the  Doctors  there,  it  seemed  nothing  could  be  done  for 
him.  Later  he  died  from  his  injuries.  He  died  February  10,  1916  at  age 
62.  Mary  died  May  20,1950  at  age  87.  Josiah  and  Mary  had  10  children.

Alfonzo  Scott  and  Caroline  Pratt  Scott 

20.  Alfonzo  Scott,  (twin)  son  of  (John-5  and  Elizabeth  Meneary)  (Jacob- 1).  He  was  born  on 
27  Jan  1859,  at  Millcreek,  Ut.  and  died  9 Jan  1927  in  the  home  that  was  homesteaded  by  Carolines 
parents  and  was  located  directly  beneath  the  stately  Mt.  Olympus  or  Twin  Peaks  as  it  was  called  then, 
in  Holladay,  Utah.  He  married  Caroline  Eliza  Pratt  who  was  the  only  child  of  John  Pratt  and 
Esther  Pike,  on  4 Feb.  1877.  She  was  bom  on  28  Dec.  1859,  at  Lackleed,  Mo.  and  weighed  only 
3 lbs.  at  birth.  Alfonzo  and  Caroline  were  both  blessed  with  beautiful  characters.  Both  were  kind, 
generous  and  hospitable,  with  an  outstanding  love  for  humanity  and  the  gift  of  looking  out  for  those 
in  distess.  Friends  were  eager  to  come  to  their  home  and  were  loathe  to  leave  it. 

Alfonzo  and  Caroline  lived  in  Holladay  with  Carolines  parents  until  shortly  before  their  second 
child  was  bom  at  which  time  they  moved  to  Millcreek  to  care  for  Grandmother  Elizabeth  Scott.  After 
she  passed  away,  the  family  moved  back  to  Holladay  to  care  for  Carolines  parents.  She  gave  them 
her  devoted  care  until  death  claimed  them  both. 

Alfonzo  farmed  the  land  and  Caroline  was  a wonderful  housekeeper  and  cook.  Both  were 
splendid  homemakers.  The  home  was  made  of  logs  and  had  white- washed  walls  inside  and  out.  They 
were  the  parents  of  nine  children  and  their  home  and  family  were  their  life.  This  is  a remembrance 
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as  written  by  a daughter  Elizabeth  Scott  Jacklin.  "I  well  remember  how  mother  used  to  white-wash 
the  walls  inside  and  out  and  stretch  the  home-made  carpets  on  the  floor  after  covering  the  clean 
boards  with  good  clean  straw.  The  carpets  had  to  be  stretched  real  tight  or  else  they  would  loosen, 
and  this  was  my  fathers' job.  The  bed  ticks  were  filled  with  the  clean  straw  after  the  harvest  each  fall, 
then  came  the  task  of  sewing  the  tick,  and  it  was  quite  a job  as  the  ticks  were  bulging  with  straw. 
When  I think  of  the  many  tasks  that  had  to  be  done  at  home,  I marvel  at  the  endurance  and  strength 
of  my  mother  and  all  the  other  mothers,  for  all  the  homes  were  the  same.  They  all  had  large  families; 
they  did  their  own  baking,  sewing,  spinning,  carding  and  mending.  They  washed  by  hand  in  heavy 
wooden  tubs,  ironed  over  a hot  stove  with  heavy  stove  irons,  they  made  their  own  soap,  cured  and 
smoked  their  own  pork,  dried  corn  and  apples  and,  oooh,  how  wonderful  it  was  to  eat  those  home- 
made loaves  of  delicious  bread  , spread  with  fresh  butter  and  fresh  chili  sauce  or  jam.  Oh!  why  out 
of  a whole  lifetime  should  childhood  be  such  a few  short  years?  I don't  know  if  every  body  had  such 
a happy  home  as  ours  or  not,  but  I hope  so  long  as  I live  that  I never  forget  the  years  of  childhood. 
The  kindness  and  gentleness  of  my  father  in  times  of  sickness  are  fresh  in  my  memory.  He  was  never 
too  busy  or  too  tired  to  hold  me  on  his  knee  or  to  lie  on  the  floor  with  one  of  us  on  each  arm.  While 
we  were  small  and  all  of  us  at  home,  my  parents  home  was  their  life,  but  as  we  married  and  things 
became  easier,  father  and  mother  both  gave  time  to  the  church. 

On  Jan.  9,  1927  after  an  illness  of  six  months,  Alfonzo  passed  away  at  home.  As  written  by 
Elizabeth,  "I  shall  never  forget  that  night  of  fathers'  death.  The  doctor  had  called  earlier  in  the 
evening  and  had  made  father  comfortable.  We  dimmed  the  light  by  putting  a blue  paper  in  the  bowl 
of  the  chandelier  and  I was  to  sit  by  him  on  that  night,  so  my  chair  was  placed  close  to  his  bedside 
so  I could  see  him  in  the  darkened  room.  Everything  was  so  quiet  that  I dozed  a little  when  suddenly 
1 was  awakened  by  a movement  of  the  bed.  I could  see  that  father  had  taken  a change  and  felt  sure 
that  he  was  dying.  I was  surprised  to  see  that  father  was  lying  in  one  of  the  brightest  lights  I had  ever 
seen  although  the  paper  was  still  in  the  chandelier.  I was  not  entirely  surprised  because  he  had  asked 
me  earlier  in  the  evening  if  I knew  who  the  person  in  white  was  sitting  in  the  rocking  chair  at  the  foot 
of  his  bed  When  I told  him  I could  see  no  one,  he  said,  "Oh  well,  never  mind,  I guess  you  couldn't 
see  him  anyway".,  so  I was  convinced  that  there  was  someone  from  the  spirit  world  waiting  to  take 
his  sweet  spirit  home.  He  asked  me  also  if  the  sun  was  shining  and  said  it  seemed  so  light  in  the 
room.  He  could  see  the  light  before  I saw  it.  I called  my  mother  and  my  sisters,  who  were  there,  and 
it  was  only  a few  minutes  until  he  went  peacefully  to  sleep.  The  light  remained  on  his  face  and  about 
his  bed  until  the  undertaker  removed  his  body  from  the  room.  The  feeling  in  the  room  was  one  of 
perfect  peace." 

Caroline  lived  for  ten  years  following  Alfonzos  death.  She  died  on  April  3, 1937  at  the  age 
of  78.  Alfonzo  died  from  the  effects  of  a stroke  and  Caroline  from  cirrhosis  of  the  liver.  At  the  time 
of  Carolines  illness,  Leo,  the  seventh  child,  was  dying  from  a heart  condition.  He  died  just  two  weeks 

after  his  mother  on  April  19,  1937. 

Pres.  David  O.  Mackay  once  said,  "A  man  who  enjoys  work  finds  life  sweet.  He  lives  in  the 
hearts  of  his  children,  and  so  he  will  for  generation  after  generation..  We  live  in  the  hearts  of  our 
loved  ones  He  lives  because  his  personality  persists  beyond  the  grave."  This  well  could  apply  to 

Alfonzo  and  Caroline  and  their  lives. 

After  Carolines  death,  the  homestead  property  was  divided  among  the  family.  Walter  and 
Evelyn  inherited  the  Scott  home  and  after  Evelyns  death,  the  home  was  sold  Later,  it  was  tom  down 

and  condominiums  were  erected  where  the  home  once  stood.

Leo  and  Violet  were  both  born  in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley.  She  was  the  fourth  of  ten  children 
born  to  Joseph  Hyrum  and  Melvina  Holmberg  Luck.  She  was  raised  on  the  old  Luck  farm  located 
between  Highland  Drive  on  the  east  and  Murphys'  lane  on  the  south,  then  almost  to  33  rd  south  on 
the  north.  She  graduated  from  the  Roosevelt  School  which  was  originally  the  Scott  School  and  was 
established  by  John  Scott.  The  original  building  is  still  standing  and  is  now  the  Pioneer  Craft  House. 

Leo  was  the  seventh  of  nine  children  in  his  family.  He  was  raised  on  the  Scott  farm  on  48th 
South  just  below  Highland  Drive.  He  met  Violet  at  a Saturday  night  dance  where  the  young  people 
loved  to  go  and  dance  in  an  open-air  dance  hall  called  the  Wandemere.

They  had  four  girls  and  one  boy,  and  soon  after  the  last  daughter  was  bom,  Leo 
developed  a serious  heart  condition  and  could  only  do  little  work  on  the  farm.  Violet  then  took 
employment  outside  of  the  home  and  worked  as  a librarian  at  the  Irving  Jr.  High  School.  Leo  died 
in  1937  leaving  Violet  with  the  family  to  raise.  In  1941  Violet  married  John  Nordgren. 

Leo  was  a quiet  and  loving  father.  He  was  very  attentive  to  his  father  and  mother  and  loved 
to  sit  on  the  porch  with  his  mother,  Caroline,  and  visit  as  she  would  shell  peas  or  doing  whatever 
needed  to  be  done.

About  1882,  they  moved  to 
Woodland,  Summit  County,  about  40  miles  east  of  Salt  Lake  City.  Thomas  hauled  lumber  from  Woodland  to  Park 
City.  On  March  31,  1883,  Alvina  died  at  age  24  after  giving  birth  to  her  fourth  child,  Louisa.  Her  husband,  with 
heavy  heart,  took  her  back  to  Salt  Lake  City  for  burial  at  the  Salt  Lake  City  Cemetery.  She  was  buried  on  her 
father’s  lot  near  the  south  entrance.

Royal  was  a successful 
farmer  and  cattleman.  He  owned  the  second  car  in  Annis,  a 7-passenger  Studebaker,  and  he  built  a lovely  home 
for  his  family  in  1917.  They  enjoyed  it  a great  deal  and  it  is  still  owned  by  family  members.  Royal  and  his 
brother,  John,  owned  adjoining  farms  and  enjoyed  a close  relationship  all  of  their  lives.  Royal  enjoyed  trips  to 
Yellowstone  Park  and  other  places  with  friends  and  family.  In  1911,  along  with  Jim  Scott  and  his  family,  Royal 
and  Gertrude  and  family  spent  18  days  going  through  Yellowstone  Park  in  white-top  buggies.  The  park  was  very 
different  then  than  it  is  now,  with  only  horse-drawn  vehicles  on  the  road.  One  of  the  things  Royal  enjoyed  the  most 
was  spending  several  days  every  fall  riding  the  range  and  rounding  up  the  cattle.  He  was  also  an  avid  fisherman. 
He  always  took  pride  in  his  community  and  was  willing  to  help  in  school  and  church  projects.  He  helped  haul  the 
rocks  for  the  first  church  house  in  Annis  and  served  on  the  building  committee  when  a newer  one  was  built.

31,  1883,  the  day  Louisa  was  bom.  At  the  tender  age  of  four,  Libbie  found  herself  making  her  first  difficult 
adjustment  of  losing  her  mother  and  of  being  taken  to  a new  home  environment.  Her  mother,  realizing  that  her 
life  on  earth  was  coming  to  a close,  asked  that  her  husband  take  the  two  girls  to  live  with  her  sister,  Louisa,  and 
husband,  Edward  Morgan.  Libbie  loved  her  new  home  and  family  and  often  spoke  with  gratitude  of  what  a 
marvelous  teacher  her  mother  Morgan  was.

Tilden  worked  for  Mountain  Fuel  Supply  and  was 
in  the  sheep  business.  LaMar  carried  on  the  family  business  of  raising  sheep.  All  of  Libbie’s  grandchildren  and 
great  grandchildren  of  college  age  have  attended  college,  most  of  them  having  graduated.  Nine  have  served  L.D.S. 
missions.  There  are  or  have  been  six  school  teachers.  Others  are  business  men  and  women.  To  be  loved  as  she 
was,  as  a mother,  is  a desire  of  her  children,  who  would  count  their  lives  worthwhile  if  they  could  attain  that  goal.

They  raised  grain  and  livestock.  They  would  separate  the  milk  and  sell  the  cream  at  the  Ririe  Creamery  and 
feed  the  milk  to  the  pigs.  When  they  trashed  the  grain  they  used  a turn-table  thrasher  which  was  powered  by  four 
to  six  head  of  horses.  They  would  haul  the  grain  to  Rigby  and  used  about  six  to  eight  head  of  horses  to  haul  the  grain. 
They  would  sell  the  grain  and  use  part  of  it  to  be  made  into  flour  and  cereal.  Later  when  Ririe  built  an  elevator  they 
sold  it  there  since  it  was  more  convenient. 

For  past  time  and  pleasure  they  would  go  to  the  dances  and  have  picnics,  always  making  a family  affair  out 
of  them.  In  the  winter  time  they  would  go  sleigh  riding  and  skiing.  Aunt  Esther  was  a fine  skier.  Her  and  Grandma 
was  the  life  of  the  parties.  Aunt  Esther  and  Grandma  was  girlfriends.  They  run  around  together  before  they  married 
brothers.  Aunt  Esther  told  of  times  when  they  would  go  to  Ririe  or  Rigby  to  buy  groceries  and  on  the  way  home, 
how  it  would  sometimes  be  raining  so  hard  that  they  would  take  shelter  in  an  old  granary  which  is  still  standing  on 
Antelope  Creek.  Grandpa  and  Grandma  owned  the  first  new  Buick  in  the  area  and  Uncle  Rudd  and  Aunt  Esther 
owned  an  Oldsmobile. 

They  lost  the  dry  farm  to  pay  off  a mortgage  his  mother  had  on  his  folk's  home  in  Labelle.  After  that  they 
lived  on  the  farm  over  in  Labelle.  They  built  a two-room  house  on  the  corner  across  the  road  from  Wayne  Kerr's 
old  place  where  Zitlaws  now  live.  Rayelda  was  about  five  years  old  when  they  moved  the  two  rooms  over,  and  put

it  against  his  folks  old  two-room  log  house  in  Labelle.  Grandpa  worked  on  the  ferry  raft  at  Heise  and  used  his  horses 
to  pull  the  raft  across  the  river  to  Heise.  He  also  worked  and  used  his  horses  building  the  Lorenzo  Bridge.  His  horses 
were  named  Snip  and  Jack.  All  the  men  on  the  jobs  said  Grandpa  had  the  best  team  of  horses  around.  When  Snip 
set  his  feet  something  would  move  or  the  harness  would  snap. 

Grandpa  also  drove  a canvass  covered  sleigh  to  haul  the  children  in  Labelle  to  school.  One  time  Grandpa 
had  went  down  to  Pete  Zitlaw's  and  borrowed  a hand  cultivator  to  use  in  the  garden.  As  he  was  bringing  it  home  he 
was  walking  down  in  a ditch  carrying  it  on  his  shoulders  and  its  handles  up  over  his  head.

"The  greatest  tribute  that  can  be  paid  to  an  individual  is  that  he  is  honest;  honest  with  himself,  his  family, 
his  fellowmen;  that  he  loved  and  was  loved,  that  he  cared,  that  he  worked  hard  and  long.  Such  a tribute  was  paid  to 
Samuel  Rudger  Scott  by  a young  woman  who  has  know  Grandpa  for  over  sixty  years.  What  more  can  be  said  of  the 
life  of  a man,  of  a pioneer,  of  a son,  of  a husband,  of  a father,  of  a grandfather  . 

The  man,  Samuel  Rudger  Scott,  was  born  at  LaBelle  on  7 September  1889  to  Hyrum  Scott  and  Amelia 
Butterly  Morgan.  He  was  the  fourth  son  and  the  seventh  of  ten  children.  All  of  his  early  schooling  was  in  LaBelle. 
He  is  the  last  of  his  ten  brothers  and  sisters. 

Grandpa  and  Grandma  first  met  in  LaBelle  on  a Sunday  morning,  shortly  after  Grandma  Denning  moved  her 
family  up  to  the  family  farm  in  LaBelle.  Grandpa  Scott  and  his  brothers  stopped  by  the  Denning  home  to  ask  them 
to  go  to  Church  with  them.  The  two  families  lived  close  together.  Grandpa  was  about  ten  at  the  time.  About  thirteen 
years  later,  on  16  December  1912,  Esther  Denning  and  Samuel  Rudger  Scott  were  married  at  Rigby. 

Their  first  home  was  on  Antelope.  Four  of  their  six  children  were  born  while  they  were  living  there.  The 
family  lived  there  until  about  1924.  During  the  last  three  or  four  years  they  had  the  farm  on  Antelope  the  family  lived 
on  a small  farm  in  Ririe  where  the  other  two  children  were  born.  Grandpa  left  Ririe  and  went  to  the  Osgood  project 
just  as  it  was  opening  up.  Then  in  1932  he  moved  his  family  back  to  Ririe  and  built  the  family  home  on  the  corner 
of  the  block  across  from  the  grade  school,  where  he  has  lived  since  that  time. 

As  a pioneer,  Grandpa  cleared  the  service  berry  bushes  from  the  ground  on  Antelope  flat,  plowed  the  ground 
with  a team  of  horses  and  a hand  plow  and  bush  harrow.  He  helped  to  open  up  the  Osgood  project,  helped  to  build 
roads,  bridges,  and  churches  on  Antelope,  in  Ririe,  Osgood  and  LaBelle.  He  cut  logs  to  build  his  family  homes  and 
furniture.  Many  times  I have  heard  Grandpa  talk  about  the  dirt  roads  over  Antelope  and  how  muddy  they  would  get. 
And  how  during  the  winter  the  roads  along  the  Snake  River  Canyon  dugways  would  drift  and  how  the  sleds  would 
slip  and  slide  toward  the  canyon,  some  going  over  pulling  the  horses  with  them.  Then  when  the  automobile  came, 
how  the  cars  would  barely  be  able  to  make  it  through  the  mud  and  how  many  a time  the  cars  could  not  pull  the 
dugways  and  would  either  have  to  be  pulled  up  or  coast  to  the  bottom  and  would  turn  around  and  back  up  the  hill. 

Grandpa  had  several  teams  of  well-trained  horses  during  those  days  on  the  farm.  While  living  at  Antelope 
and  Osgood  he  had  several  teams  which  won  pulling  matches.  For  pastime  activities  while  on  Antelope,  several  of 
the  men  would  get  into  their  cars  and  see  which  ones  could  get  the  furtherest  up  one  of  the  steepest  hills  on  the  road 
above  the  Summers'  dry  farm. 

As  a husband,  a father  and  a grandfather,  he  spent  many  hours  with  his  family.  When  Grandpa  and  Grandma 
were  first  clearing  the  farm  on  Antelope,  Grandma  remembers  that  it  was  hard  work  but  that  many  times  they  would 
sit  and  laugh  together  about  something  that  had  happened  and  they  always  had  fun  doing  things  together. 

Dad  and  his  sisters  remember  the  times  when  Grandpa  would  hook  up  the  team  to  the  covered  wagon  and 
the  family  would  go  up  to  Fall  Creek  or  down  to  the  Snake  River  and  spend  as  long  as  ten  days  fishing  and  having 
fun  together  as  a family.  Many  times  all  of  the  neighbors  would  get  together  and  go  fishing  together.  One  time  the 
family  and  several  neighbor  families  were  down  on  Pierson’s  bottom  on  the  Snake  River  and  it  rained  so  much  that 
they  had  to  wait  until  it  dried  up  enough  so  the  horses  could  pull  the  wagons  out. 

During  the  winter  the  family  would  go  for  sleigh  rides  and  chasing  white  hares.  The  horses  were  so  used 
to  chasing  the  hares  that  they  wouldn't  even  have  to  be  led. 

His  grandchildren  and  great-grand  children  will  always  remember  the  times  spent  together  on  the  fishing 
stream  or  the  lake,  and  even  though  not  catching  anything  still  having  fun.  While  working  on  the  Palisade  dam, 
Grandpa  and  Grandma  lived  in  a trailer  house  above  the  construction  site,  and  many  times  the  grandkids  could  be 
found  staying  with  them. 

Every  year  at  Christmas  time  would  fmd  the  family  at  the  family  home  in  the  living  room  with  the  grandkids 
eagerly  waiting  to  see  what  Grandpa  had  in  store  for  them.  He  was  always  laughing  and  playing  with  us.

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others;  as  a son,  husband,  father,  grandfather,  he  loved  and  cared  and  was  loved  and  cared  about.  These  are  memories 
and  experiences  of  an  earth  life  that  will  be  remembered  through  the  eternities.

23  Mary  Ellen  SCOTT:  b.  22  May  1849,  Salt  Lake  City,  UT„  md.  Peter  Sheffield  BARSON  20  Oct  1869  in  The 
Endowment  House  in  Salt  Lake  City,  UT. 

Peter  Sheffield  BARSON  was  bom  February  12,  1849  in  Wellingborough,  Northampton,  England.  He  was  the 
son  of  Ellen  SHEFFIELD  and  Samuel  BARSON.  When  he  was  five  and  one-half  years  old,  he,  with  his  father, 
mother,  a brother  and  a sister,  left  England  to  come  to  Zion  for  the  Gospel's  sake.  While  sailing  up  the  Mississippi, 
cholera  broke  out.  Ellen  was  stricken  with  the  disease  and  died.  With  saddened  hearts,  the  father  and  his  three  little 
children  left  her  to  rest  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  River  and  journeyed  on  to  St.  Louis,  where  Peter's  Grandfather 


SHEFFIELD  lived.  He  persuaded  Samuel  BARSON  to  leave  his  two  smallest  children  with  him  now  that  their  mother 
had  been  taken.  He  consented  and  soon  left  with  his  one  son,  Peter,  to  cross  the  plains  by  ox  team  in  Captain  Richard's 
train. 

When  Peter  was  sixteen  years  old,  his  father  (Samuel)  died  and  he  found  himself  alone.  He  lived  wherever  he 
could  get  work.  The  going  wage  was  fifty  cents  per  day. 

He  married  Mary  Ellen  SCOTT  on  20  October  1869  in  the  Salt  Lake  Endowment  House.  He  married  Eliza 
Ann  SCOTT24,  sister  of  Mary  Ellen  on  8 Aug  1875.  After  moving  nine  times,  they  finally  settled  in  Clarkston,  Cache, 
Utah.  Peter  was  active  in  church  and  civic  affairs.  He  owned  the  first  organ  in  Clarkston  and  carried  it  to  and  from 
church  for  many  months.  He  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  and  as  a school  trustee. 

Peter  Sheffield  BARSON  died  9 November  1942  at  his  own  home  at  the  age  of  93  years,  nine  months.  He  was 
buried  12  November  1942  in  the  Clarkston  cemetery  beside  his  beloved  wife,  (written  by  Ann  G.  Hansen, 
granddaughter) 

Mary  Ellen  SCOTT  was  bom  22  May  1849  in  Salt  Lake  City  to  Mary  PUGH  and  John  SCOTT.  She  was 
very  proud  of  her  English  parents.  She  loved  to  relate  to  her  grandchildren  how  her  mother  met  John  SCOTT  in 
Nauvoo.  She  washed  and  ironed  temple  clothes  in  the  basement  of  the  Nauvoo  Temple.  Her  father  was  known  as 
Colonel  John  SCOTT  and  was  a bodyguard  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  SMITH  while  in  Nauvoo. 

When  Mary  Ellen  was  sixteen  years  old,  a young  Englishman  came  calling.  She  relates  this  experience  to  us  in 
her  diary:  "A  young  black-haired  Englishman  walked  all  the  way  from  Salt  Lake  City  out  to  Millcreek  to  be  with  me 
at  Sunday  School.  He  ate  dinner  with  our  family  and  also  stayed  for  meeting."  After  a three  year  courtship,  they 
decided  to  get  married  and  on  20  October  1 869,  this  wedding  took  place  in  the  Endowment  House  in  Salt  Lake  City.

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Three  children  were  bom  to  her  sister  Eliza  Ann  SCOTT24,  whom  Peter  took  as  his  second  wife.  When  Eliza 
Ann  died  in  1 887,  Mary  Ellen  took  over  the  job  of  raising  both  families.  Mary  Ellen  said  many  times  that  these  three 
children  were  a comfort  and  blessing,  and  that  she  was  proud  to  have  them  call  her  "Mother." 

After  many  years  of  devoted  service  to  her  family  and  church,  Mary  Ellen  passed  away  on  1 1 December  1935  and 
was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Clarkston  Cemetery,  (written  by  Corinne  G.  Heggie,  granddaughter) 


23.2  Hyrum  Sheffield  BARSON  was  bom  on  a hot  Sunday  morning,  27  August  1871  in  a dugout  home  in  Millville, 
Utah.  Later  in  1876,  the  young  family  moved  to  Clarkston  and  built  their  first  home.  At  an  early  age,  Hyrum 
demonstrated  his  musical  ability  and  was  church  organist  for  the  Clarkston  Ward.  His  father,  Peter,  owned  the  first 
organ  in  town  and  they  would  carry  it  back  and  forth  from  home  to  the  meeting  house. 

While  attending  the  Agricultural  College  in  Logan,  he  met  Effie  BELL.  This  relationship  blossomed  into 
marriage  that  took  place  22  December  1897  in  the  Logan  Temple.  Seven  children  came  from  this  union  and  the  entire 
family  seemed  to  enjoy  an  abundance  of  musical  talent.  They  organized  a family  orchestra  and  played  for  dances  and 
musical  programs  all  over  Cache  and  Box  Elder  Counties  and  in  many  communities  in  Idaho. 

Hyrum  had  a gift  with  words,  even  though  he  was  a quiet  man.  His  many  pieces  of  poetry  have  been  enjoyed 
by  his  children  and  grandchildren. 

Hyrum  was  known  for  his  cheerful  disposition  and  charitable  spirit,  but  Clarkston  was  saddened  when  he  died 
suddenly  of  a stroke  on  23  July  1939  and  was  buried  in  the  Clarkston  Cemetery,  (written  by  Sylvia  B.  Buttars,  daughter) 

Effie  BELL  was  the  sixth  child  bom  to  Eli  BELL  and  Louisa  Ann  McCLELLAN  on  23  July  1871  in  Logan, 
Utah,  just  six  weeks  after  her  parents  arrived  home  from  a 6 1/2  year  mission  for  the  LDS  Church  in  the  Hawaiian 
Islands. 

At  a very  young  age,  it  became  apparent  that  Effie  was  blessed  with  a beautiful  voice.  At  six  years  of  age,  she 
was  asked  to  lead  the  singing  in  various  church  meetings.  She  and  her  older  brother,  Alfred,  took  singing  lessons  from 
Evan  Stephens,  and  in  1883  she  joined  the  Logan  Tabernacle  Choir.  In  1885,  Effie  sang  with  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle 
Choir  and  in  1893,  she  sang  at  the  dedicatory  services  of  the  Salt  Lake  Temple. 

Effie  was  a hard  working  girl  and  helped  her  mother  raise  the  large  family  after  the  early  death  of  her  father.  She 
worked  two  years  at  the  Logan  Z.C.M.I.  store  to  pay  for  the  funeral  expenses  of  her  father.  While  attending  the 
Agricultural  College  at  Logan,  she  met  her  future  husband,  Hyrum  Sheffield  BARSON.  After  a happy  and  romantic 
courtship,  they  were  married  in  the  Logan  Temple  on  22  December  1897.  The  old  timers  predicted  that  this  city  lass 
would  only  last  until  spring,  but  after  58  years  of  marriage,  she  laughingly  said,  "I  guess  I proved  them  wrong!"  She 
was  always  interested  in  the  cultural  things  of  life.  At  74  years  of  age,  she  was  a guest  on  the  radio  program,  "You're 
Never  Too  Old",  and  at  83,  she  appeared  on  a TV  show. 

Twins  were  the  first  children  to  bless  the  Barson  home;  a daughter  and  son.  The  daughter  died  at  birth,  but  the  son, 
Peter  Eli,  grew  strong  and  lived  a long  life.  Five  other  children  followed:

23.2.2  Peter  Eli  BARSON:  (twin)  was  bom  5 November  1899  at  Clarkston,  Utah,  to  Hyrum  Sheffield  BARSON 
and  Effie  BELL  . He  was  reared  and  educated  in  Clarkston,  and  at  Utah  State  Agricultural  College  (now  Utah  State 
University)  in  Logan,  Utah.  He  studied  wood  working  and  farm  management.  He  also  enjoyed  music  along  with 
the  rest  of  his  family.  He  played  the  trumpet  in  the  college  band  and  also  in  the  family  orchestra.  The  family 
traveled  many  miles  with  horse  and  buggy,  and  in  all  types  of  weather  to  perform  at  community  dances.  From  the 
early  age  of  five,  he  worked  with  his  father,  sisters  and  brother  on  their  dry-land  farm  in  Clarkston. 

On  22  September  1926,  he  and  Flora  JAMES,  daughter  of  Robert  William  JAMES  and  Priscilla 
HUMPHRIES,  were  married  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple.  Flora  was  bom  in  Paradise,  Cache,  UT  on  16  Aug  1895.  They 
lived  in  California  for  a short  time,  then  moved  back  to  Clarkston  to  help  his  father  with  the  farm.  They  were  blessed 
with  four  children,  three  daughters  and  a son.  The  first  two  girls  died  shortly  after  birth,  then  came  Vaughn,  Peter  and 
Luana.  In  1934,  the  Barson's  moved  to  a farm  in  Clifton,  Idaho.  Then  in  1949,  they  moved  to  Meridian,  Idaho  and 
operated  a dairy  farm  on  Overland  Road. 

Grandpa  was  a hard  worker  and  was  never  idle.  From  dawn  to  dark,  he  would  be  milking  cows,  setting  water, 
scything  ditch  bank,  bucking  hay,  milking  again  and  settling  down  at  night  with  a bowl  of  bread  and  milk.  His  pockets 
were  always  full  of  a red  bandana,  a stub  pencil,  Brach's  candies  and  hay  leaves.  He  would  pull  out  a piece  of  candy, 
offer  it  to  the  grandkids,  and  say,  "Here,  see  if  this  will  make  your  tooth  ache!"  The  teeth  didn't  suffer  too  much  and 
the  hay  leaves  in  the  soft  candies  didn't  diminish  the  enjoyment.  He  enjoyed  his  growing  family  and  took  great  delight 
in  the  accomplishments  of  his  grandchildren.

He  was  the  youngest  of  six  children.  While  very  young,  John  contracted  rheumatic  fever,  but  the  doctors  didn't  know 
much  about  it  then,  and  later  had  heart  trouble  as  a result. 

John  learned  to  work  early  in  life.  At  six  years  of  age,  he  drove  the  derrick  team  to  stack  hay  and  grain,  and  also 
a horse  to  pull  the  grain  up  into  the  granary.  He  also  participated  in  the  Barson  Family  Orchestra  playing  the  trombone 
for  dances  and  programs  in  the  Clarkston  area. 

At  age  21,  John  was  in  the  hospital  at  Logan  for  appendicitis.  There  he  renewed  the  friendship  of  a young  nurse, 
Joanna  KENNARD,  who  was  engaged  to  a missionary  in  Canada.  A few  months  later,  she  decided  that  the  missionary 
was  not  for  her  and  she  and  John  began  to  date.  This  courtship  led  to  a December  23  1931  wedding  at  the  Logan 
Temple.  Home  for  the  young  couple  was  in  Clarkston  for  many  years.  John  worked  on  the  farm,  bought  a Fairbanks 
Truck  Scale,  and  hauled  coal  from  central  Utah  into  Clarkston. 

Failing  health  forced  the  family  to  move  to  California  where  John  eventually  signed  on  with  Western  Air  Lines. 
Joanna  died  suddenly  in  1954,  leaving  seven  children,  from  age  2 to  20.  Acting  on  the  advice  of  his  bishop  and  stake 
president,  he  remarried  in  1955.  Genevieve  LARSON,  a widow,  joined  the  family  with  her  son  and  daughter.  They

The  feat  of  the  year  was  to  have  the  first  radishes  in  town 
and  new  potatoes  and  peas  for  the  fourth  of  July.  Another  contest  held  in  town  was  to  have  the  first  line  of  clothes 
whipping  in  the  breeze  on  wash  day.  It  was  whispered  that  some  determined  ladies  actually  wet  down  clean  sheets  and 
raced  to  the  line  to  pin  up  the  first  Monday  wash  each  week.  In  May  of  1912,  Joseph  became  very  ill  with  spotted  fever. 
His  lungs  were  too  weak  to  overcome  the  fever  and  he  passed  away  at  the  early  age  of  38  years.  There  were  many  debts, 
but  the  determined  young  widow  with  plenty  of  backbone  and  grit  wanted  no  charity.  She  and  the  children  managed 
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the  best  they  could.  Joe's  brother,  Eliza's  father  and  her  brother  did  all  they  could  to  help  the  young  family.  She  was 
active  in  her  Church  callings  for  as  long  as  she  could  walk.  Eliza  was  very  out  spoken,  she  called  a spade  a spade  and 
gave  her  opinion  freely,  yet  everyone  loved  and  respected  her.  She  lived  her  life  insisting  on  paying  her  honest  debts 
and  managing  her  own  affairs.  She  was  proud  of  her  children  and  their  families.  Eliza  died  suddenly  13  November 
1940,  buried  three  days  later  next  to  her  husband  in  the  Clarkston  cemetery.

Thomas  Arthur  GOODEY  was  bom  9 Mar  1884,  Clarkston,  Cache,  UT.,  of  English  immigrant  parents.  As  a young 
boy,  he  helped  with  the  farm  work  and  took  his  turn  herding  the  family's  cows.  He  always  loved  animals,  especially 
horses.  He  attended  school  in  Clarkston,  completing  the  sixth  grade.  Then  as  most  other  boys,  he  quit  in  order  to  help 
support  his  family.  Tom  and  Mattie's  first  home  was  in  Clarkston,  where  Tellma  was  bom.  The  next  five  years  were 
spent  in  Malta,  ID.,  where  they  took  out  a homestead.  Returning  to  Clarkston,  they  built  a log  home  on  a building  lot 
given  to  them  and  Barson  was  bom  there.  They  built  their  yellow  brick  home  in  time  for  Dallas  to  be  bom.  The  family 
moved  to  Midvale,  UT.  and  Tom  worked  in  the  smelters.  The  last  two  boys,  Oris  and  Darwin,  were  bom  there.  Coming 
back  to  Clarkston  again,  Uncle  Tom  worked  hard  at  home  and  away  from  home  in  order  that  his  family  could  have  a 
good  education  which  he  didn't  have.  They  were  proud  of  their  children's  accomplishments  and  enjoyed  visiting  in  their 
homes.  Tom  died  28  Jun  1954.  People  came  from  far  and  near  to  pay  their  respects.  Mattie  died  21  Aug  1975  at  the 
home  of  her  daughter  Tellma  in  Clarkston.  Although  they  never  attained  many  of  the  "riches"  of  this  world,  they  were 
loved  by  all  who  were  privileged  to  know  them.  This  tribute  was  certainly  a mark  of  successful  lives.

We  ail  remember  stories  about  Peter 
SHEFFIELD’S  half-brother,  Dr.  John 
BARSON. His  name  is  found  in  many  of  the 
family  histories  telling  of  his  visits 
to  Clarkston  and  caring  for  some  of  the 
sick  in  the  family.  When  Peter's  mother 
(ELLEN  SHEFFIELD)  died,  he  and  his  father 
Samuel  continued  their  journey  to  Salt 
Lake.  In  time  Samuel  married  again  to 
ANN  GENKINSON,  and  two  children  were 
born  to  them.  After  Samuel  died  Ann  and 
her  children  left  Utah  for  the  East,  but 
Peter  stayed  in  Utah  with  the  Saints. 


From  the  Life  Sketch  of  Mary  Pugh  by  LaRee  Barson  McCauley: 

Th®  lowing  of  cattle,  bleating  of  the  sheep  mingled  with  the 
neighing  of  the  horses  in  the  corrals  of  wagons.  The  howling  of 
coyotes  and  wolves  on  distant  hills  and  prairies  mingled  with  the 
half  hour  cry  of  the  faithful  guards,  "All  is  well"  "All  is  Well". 

There  was  always  the  dread  of  crossing  dangerous  streams  and 
rivers,  yet  many  plucky  women  gathered  up  their  skirts  and  waded 
right  through  them.  Some  times  large  herds  of  Buffalo  crossed  our 
path,  so  many  that  at  times  we  had  to  wait  one  hour  or  two  while 
they  clumsily  lumbered  by.  There  was  always  the  danger  of  meeting 
Indians,  some  friendly  and  others  hostile  and  dangerous  and  they 
almost  always  demanded  some  of  our  scant  food  supply.  One  day  we 
nearly  lost  our  lives. 

"The  Scott  Family  Wagons  Surrounded  By  Savage  Indians." 

On©  day  due  to  a delay,  our  family  wagons  got  separated  from  the 
main  body  of  the  Saints.  Suddenly  we  were  completely  surrounded  by 
a big  band  of  wild  Indians  (who  enjoyed  scalping  people  just  for 
the  fun  of  it)  . We  sat  terrified  and  motionless  with  fear  praying 
silently  that  we  would,  some  way,  be  spared  a tragic  end.  Yelling 
and  shouting  wildly  they  rode  around  us.  We  shook  with  fear,  not 
daring  to  move  or  speak.  They  came  closer  and  closer.  Then  they 
gathered  in  a big  group. 

They  held  a big  "Pow-Wow".  Minutes  seemed  like  hours,  as  we  tried 
to  keep  our  children  quiet.  They  gestured  and  yelled  louder  and  we 
grew  more  frightened  as  our  fate  seemed  so  hopeless.  Again  I 
breathed  a prayer.  Father,  I am  so  young,  will  I have  to  die  here 
on  the  plains  with  my  family,  now  we  are  so  near  the  end  of  our 
journey?  Will  I never  see  Zion  after  I have  given  my  all  for  my 
religion?  Then  some  of  the  Indians  slid  off  their  ponies  and  as 
they  came  nearer  we  saw  a young  white  man. 
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Be  had  been  captured  by  them  and  forced  to  live  with  them  - but  he 
recognized  John  Scott  as  a boy  he  had  gone  to  school  with  in 
Canada.  He  begged  and  pleaded  with  the  Indians  to  spare  our  lives 
and  he  finally  persuaded  them  to  go  away.  It  was  a miracle  from 
God,  we  always  thought,  and  today  we  owe  all  of  our  lives  to  that 
srave  young  man's  pleadings  and  to  our  kind  Heavenly  Father.  Once 
during  our  journey  the  authorities  gave  John  ten  gallons  of  whiskey 
to  pacify  the  Indians.  They  were  on  the  war  path  at  the  time. 

At  last  we  near  the  end  of  the  long,  long  journey,  as  we  enter  the 
Valley  of  the  Mountains  and  look  out  over  the  vast  land  of  Zion. 
I am  dismayed  by  the  very  immensity  of  the  view,  the  boundless 
silence  and  to  see  miles  of  sage  brush  everywhere.  Behind  us  now 
are  the  heart  aches  and  many  thousands  of  silent  tears,  that  fell 
on  the  long  unknown  trail. 

I remember  my  dear  home  in  England,  of  the  flowers  and  trees  and 
beautiful  surroundings  at  that  safe  home.  I am  homesick  for  my  Dear 
Mother  and  Father.  But  just  as  I have  covered  those  endlesB 
hundreds  of  miles,  so  now  I will  begin  work  with  renewed  faith, 
begin  the  task  of;  building' a good  home  in  the  new  wilderness.

24  Eliza  Ann  SCOTT,  b.  20  October  1852,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  daughter  of  John  SCOTT5  and  Mary  PUGH. 

In  those  pioneer  days  Eliza  Ann  received  little  schooling,  although  her  mother  taught  school  at  the  Scott  School 
in  Millcreek.  Mary  Pugh  SCOTT  helped  all  the  Scott  children  at  home  to  read,  write,  and  do  arithmetic.  Young  Eliza 
helped  cook,  wash,  spin  and  weave.  As  a young  girl  she  was  sickly  and  her  mother  always  said  she  had  more  ambition 
than  strength. 

She  had  a cheerful  disposition,  was  witty  and  people  enjoyed  her  company  very  much.  She  was  slender,  had  dark 
blue  eyes  and  beautiful  brown  hair.  Although  in  poor  health  she  always  kept  busy.  She  had  a hobby  of  making  hair 
and  wool  flowers  when  she  was  too  sick  to  work.  She  was  a good  seamstress.  She  loved  to  entertain  and  would  tell 
fortunes  with  tea  leaves  to  entertain  her  lady  friends.  She  was  very  active  in  church  as  a Sunday  School  teacher  and  a 
Relief  Society  teacher. 

Twenty-three  year  old  Eliza  Ann  became  the  second  wife  of  Peter  Sheffield  BARSON  on  August  8,  1875.  They 
were  married  by  Joseph  F.  SMITH  in  the  old  Endowment  House  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  Peter  Sheffield  BARSON, 
son  of  Samuel  BARSON  and  Ellen  SHEFFIELD,  was  bom  12  February  1849,  at  Wellingborough,  North  Hampton, 
England. 

They  lived  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Slaterville  and  then  moved  to  Clarkston,  Utah.  They  had  three  children,  Denny 
Burdell,  Lucy  Ellen  (Nell),  and  Vilate.  One  Friday  night  while  ironing  some  sheets,  Eliza  Ann  became  very  ill  and  early 
Sunday  morning,  25  September  1887,  at  the  age  of  36,  she  died  leaving  her  three  children  motherless.  Vilate  was  just

The  fourth  and  last  child  of  the 
family,  Aaron's  blond  curls  and  winning  smile  rapidly  endeared  him  to  his 
family  and  siblings. 

When  Aaron  was  about  four  years  old,  his  father  tore  down  their  small 
home  and  in  the  same  place  built  a lovely  red  brick  home  that  was  much  larger 
and  for  those  days,  luxurious.  It  took  over  a year  to  finish  the  home  enough  for 
the  family  to  move  into,  and  according  to  Aaron,  the  one  room  that  was  never 
finished  was  the  room  he  slept  in  — unfinished  and  without  heat.  During  the 
building  year,  the  whole  family  lived  in  the  garage.  A small  stove  and  warm 
clothing  kept  them  warm  during  the  cold  winter  months.  The  Barson  family 
ate  their  meals  in  an  old  one-room  shanty.  Parents  and  children  were  overjoyed 
when  the  new  home  was  finally  complete. 

Life  in  a small  farming  community  during  this  era  was  difficult  at  best. 
Daylight  hours  were  spent  trying  to  complete  the  endless  chores  required 
to  earn  a living  and  provide  bread  for  the  table.  Therefore,  although  Aaron 
was  an  excellent  student  and  aspiring  athlete,  like  many  young  people  of  the  era, 
work.

Although  these  years  were  hard,  Aaron  and  his  two  brothers  and  sister  found  enjoyment  in  the  companionship 
of  extended  family  at  the  weekly  Sunday  gatherings.  Boxing  matches,  Indian  wrestling  and  lots  of  good  food  followed 
by  home-made  ice  cream  was  the  main-  stay  of  Sunday  afternoons. 

While  dancing  at  the  Dansant  Hall  in  Logan,  Aaron  met 
Margaret  Hilda  MILLER,  his  future  bride. 

It  was  love  at  first  sight  for  Aaron.  After  a courtship  of  four  years, 
they  were  married  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  November  24,  1938. 
Margaret  was  bom  23  Aug  1916  at  Providence,  Cache,  UT  to  Karl 
Robert  MILLER  and  Elsa  Joan  TROGER.  Aaron  and  Margaret 
moved  into  the  new  home  Aaron  had  built  in  Clarkston  during  their 
courtship  and  started  their  family  life  together. 

Aaron  became  a very  successful  farmer,  owning  land  in  both 
Utah  and  Idaho.  He  and  his  brother,  Rudger  were  partners  for  many 
years,  farming  over  6000  acres  of  land.  Later,  they  became  involved 
in  mineral  and  oil  exploration. 

Margaret,  in  the  meantime,  successfully  fulfilled  her  role  as 
homemaker  and  mother,  giving  birth  to  nine  children;  two  daughters 
and  seven  sons.  The  eldest  son,  Vincent  died  after  only  three  days  of 
life.  This  was  a tremendous  disappointment  to  Margaret  and  Aaron 
and  Grandfather,  Dennie,  who  was  fearful  the  Barson  name  would  die 
out  if  no  sons  were  bom.  However,  they  were  able  to  raise  six  more 
sons  after  Vincent's  death.

Anniversary  good  times.  Margaret  delighted  in  entertaining  and  always  felt  the 

more  people  in  her  home,  the  better  the  occasion.  She  dedicated  her  life  to  the  unconditional  support  of  her  husband 
and  the  selfless  love  of  serving  her  children.  Margaret  was  ever  present  with  a soft  word  and  gentle  touch.  Aaron's 
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words  of  wisdom  and  when  needed,  focused  discipline  were  great  stabilizers  in  insuring  their  children  learned  the 
important  lessons  of  life.  They  were  considered  very  successful  in  their  multi-faceted  endeavors  of  raising  a family. 
During  later  years  when  the  children  and  their  families  would  return  to  the  Clarkston  home  for  weekends  of  relaxation, 
family  birthdays,  and  holidays,  it  seemed  that  no  matter  how  many  people  were  there,  everyone  ended  up  in  the  family 
kitchen.  Margaret  had  created  a beautiful  piece  of  needlework  during  her  early  years  of  marriage  that  always  hung  on 
her  kitchen  wall.  It  read:  "No  matter  where  I serve  my  guests,  it  seems  they  like  my  kitchen  best".  This  simple  statement 
was  imprinted  in  the  heart  of  each  child  who  experienced  the  love  felt  there. 

Aaron  and  Margaret  had  the  unusual  ability  to  open  their  hearts  and  home  through  total  acceptance  of  the  special 
people  their  children  chose  as  mates.  They  considered  these  new  additions  as  their  own.  The  special  relationship  shared 
between  Margaret  and  Aaron  and  their  extended  family  is  typified  in  the  poem  "One  Moment  In  A Lifetime"  that  was 
written  by  Janice  Barson,  the  first  spouse  brought  into  the  family,  for  their  50th  Wedding  Anniversary  celebration.

as  "Nell".  Life  was  always  a joy  for  her  even  though  it  had  its  problems.  She  had  a merry  heart  that  radiated  sunshine. 
She  sang  as  she  worked,  she  sang  in  the  ward  choir  and  with  the  Singing  Mothers,  and  was  often  called  upon  to  sing 
duets  at  funerals.  Mother  found  joy  in  life.  Her  flower  garden,  her  church  activities  and  hard  work  for  her  family  kept 
her  from  boredom.  She  taught  kindergarten  in  Sunday  School  with  her  own  little  ones  around  her  knee.  She  gave  eight 
years  of  service  in  the  Primary.  Many  Primary  girls  will  remember  her  as  the  one  who 

taught  them  to  knit  and  crochet.  For  six  years  she  served  as  a counselor  in  the  Relief  Society.  It  was  through  her  efforts 
that  the  Clarkston  school  grounds  were  beautified.  She  and  Dad  planted  the  pine  trees  that  are  growing  there  today. 
Mother  was  clever  with  her  hands.  She  made  the  crown  for  the  Goddess  of  Liberty,  Sego  Lilies  for  the  24th  of  July, 
paper  flowers  for  any  occasion,  designed  costumes,  trimmed  hats  and  was  adept  at  any  kind  of  needlework

She  won  many  prizes  at  the  state  and  county  fairs  for  made-over  articles,  embroidery,  applique,  crochet,  quilts, 
hobbies  and  soap.  If  things  became  dull,  she  planned  a party  for  a shut-in,  or  a surprise  birthday  party  for  a relative. 

When  Mother  was  eight  years  old,  her  mother  died  leaving  her  in  the  care  of  Mary  Ellen,  the  first  wife  and  sister  of 
her  mother.  She  loved  her  step-mother  and  often  said,  "Some  have  no  mother,  but  I was  lucky,  I had  two."  Before  her 
step-mother  died,  she  took  her  wedding  ring  from  her  finger  and  put  it  on  Mother's  finger  as  a sacred  symbol  of  their 
love. 

Mother  was  a practical  nurse.  She  had  a natural  ability  for  this  work.  As  well  as  bringing  joy  to  people,  she  brought 
relief  to  many  who  were  in  pain.  She  assisted  doctors  in  bringing  many  babies  into  the  world.  She  became  a victim 
of  cancer  and  set  us  an  example  of  bravery  as  we  watched  her  body  waste  away.  Death  came  as  a sweet  relief  on  August 
9,  1946.  At  her  funeral  a neighbor  boy  said:  "Sister  Godfrey  exemplified  the  13th  Article  of  Faith,  'If  there  is  anything 
virtuous,  lovely,  or  of  good  report,  or  praise-worthy,'  she  sought  after  those  things."  That  was  the  gift  she  left  us.
